Hairdresser Arrested for De-Hooding Klansman

Fresno police arrested 
Glen Bates of San Francisco 
for unhooding a man pre¬ 
sumed to be a member of the 
Ku Klux Klan at Fresno’s 
Gay Pride Celebration on 
June 16. 

Bates, 21, is awaiting ar¬ 
raignment, scheduled for 


June 21 at 8 a.m. in Fresno. 

He faces felony charges for 
grand theft personal, which 
involved taking property 
from the person of E. McCro- 

ry- 

Bates was released on 
$2,000 bail after almost six 
hours in police custody. Don 
Penner of the Fresno County 
District Attorney’s Office said 


the case is “being reviewed.” 

Bates, a hairdresser-in- 
training at Miss Marty’s 
School of Beauty, said that he 
left the parade after passing 
the Klansmen assembled on 
the sidewalk to jeer at the 
marchers. 

“They were threatening 
and terrorizing people in the 
parade,” Bates said. “As we 


passed, they shouted, ‘You 
disgusting faggots, you’re all 
going to hell.’ I drew the line 
when they started chanting, 
‘Long live AIDS.’ ” 

Bates said that he dropped 
out of line, walked back along 
the sidewalk to the tallest in 
the group of about a dozen 
KKK members, “grabbed his 
hat and hit the street run¬ 


ning.” 

Bates said he waved the 
hood above his head, shout¬ 
ing, “This kind of hate cannot 
be tolerated.” 

Amid the cheers someone 
yelled, “Rip it up,” and, ac¬ 
cording to Bates, he did. 

Despite the fact that Bates 
spent the remainder of the pa-

Police File Felony Charges 
In Videotaped Gay Bashing

A gay San Jose man, who 
says he’s had ongoing prob¬ 
lems of harassment by his 
neighbors for years, delivered 
a videotape to a San Francis¬ 
co television station on June 
14, showing the teen-age son 
of the neighbors beating and 
kicking him. 

The dramatic story, which 


became the object of national 
news although hardly any 
coverage in the city daily 
press, was broken on KPIX- 
TV, Channel 5, after the Bay 
Area Reporter informed tele¬ 
vision reporter Hank Plante 
of the incident. 

William Kiley, 44, says the 
unidentified 17-year-old son of 
his neighbors punched, 
kicked and beat him on June 


11, outside a house Kiley 
owns across the street from 
his own home. 

Kiley was treated for a 
broken nose, multiple cuts 
and bruises over his body and 
a strained neck vertebra. Both 
Kiley’s eyes were blackened, 
his face swollen and his lower 
lip split open from the as¬ 
sault.

Fundie Moves 
To Nullify 
Gay Rights 


Sheldon Launches Initiative Campaign

SACRAMENTO - The 
Traditional Values Coalition 
has filed an initiative that 
would amend the state Con¬ 
stitution to nullify all present 
statutes and ordinances that 
make homosexuality or bisex¬ 
uality a civil right or which 
prevent discriminatory con¬ 
duct against gays and bisexu¬ 
als. 

The constitutional initia¬ 
tive would, in effect, wipe out 
existing protections for gays 
and lesbians and prevent any 
future legislation from being 
enacted. 

The initiative proponents 
are the Rev. Lou Sheldon of 
the Traditional Values Coali¬ 
tion; Larstella D. Parker; 
Thomas Quong Jr., a Bay 
Area Asian minister; Freder¬ 
ick K.C. Price, a Southern 
California African-American 
“prosperity” televangelist; and 
Celia B. Salas. 


Some gay activists view 
this latest move as another 
Sheldon ploy to raise money 
and ensure the continuance of 
his lobbying organization. 

“He’s found gays and les¬ 
bians a popular horse to kick, 
and he’ll try to ride us all the 
way to glory,” said the Rev. 
Jerry Sloan, president of the 
Lambda Community Center 
Board of Directors. “And 
don’t sell this effort short — 
it’s going to cost us dearly to 
defeat it.” 

Still others believe it is a 
logical progression of what is 
described in Sara Diamond’s 
book Spiritual Warfare as 
Reconstructionist Christiani¬ 
ty. 

The theological current of 
“Reconstructionism” states 
that because society at large 
has tolerated the “perversion” 
of homosexuality and has 
even afforded basic civil liber¬ 
ties to gays, society as a

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Gay LAPD Officers to Staff 
Pride Day Recruitment Booth

LOS ANGELES - The 
Police Department has for 
the first time given homosex¬ 
ual officers permission to 
wear their uniforms and staff 
a recruitment booth at a gay 
pride festival this weekend. 

The decision to recruit of¬ 
ficers at the festival grew out 
of a meeting last December 
between Police Chief Daryl 
Gates and the Gay and Les¬ 
bian Police Advisory Task 
Force. 

The department has long 
been criticized for an alleged¬ 
ly anti-homosexual stance. 

“(Gates had) said he would 
never send department re¬ 
cruiting personnel to anything 
that had gay or lesbian in the 
title,” Donna Wade, a co- 
chairman of the task force, 
told the Los Angeles Daily 
News. 

“But he also said that he 
would provide us — the task 
force — with all the recruit¬ 
ment material we could possi¬ 
bly want and would not stand 
in the way of off-duty officers 
giving their time,” she said. 


The task force, an advisory 
committee to the civilian Po¬ 
lice Commission, discussed 
the idea of the recruitment 
booth with several officers 
who then sought the approval 
of their supervisors to partic¬ 
ipate. 

Cmdr. Robert Taylor, the 
department’s community rela¬ 
tions coordinator, wrote a let¬ 
ter to Wade last week giving 
the officers permission to 
wear their uniforms and re¬ 
cruit potential officers at the 
festival. 

Taylor told the Daily 
News he discussed the re¬ 
quest with Assistant Chiefs 
David Dotson and Robert 
Vernon. 

“Neither (assistant) chief 
had any objection,” Taylor’s 
letter said. “The issue of 
whether we have gay and les¬ 
bian officers is no longer 
viewed as a significant issue.” 

Unlike a limited number 
of other police departments, 
the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment has never recruited 
openly homosexual officers or 


included them in its affirma¬ 
tive action plans. 

In 1975 Vernon argued 
against hiring homosexual of¬ 
ficers in a memo that de¬ 
scribed them as “emotionally 
ill, immoral, abnormal and 
criminal.” 

There were no openly ho¬ 
mosexual officers on the de¬ 
partment until last week, 
when a woman officer “came 
out” in an interview pub¬ 
lished in the June 14 issue of 
the Vanguard, a local gay 
and lesbian community news¬ 
paper. 

Wade said a reserve officer 
also announced that he was 
gay last week. 

As many as six other offi¬ 
cers are expected to openly 
acknowledge they are homo¬ 
sexual and help staff the re¬ 
cruiting booth at the 22nd An¬ 
nual Los Angeles Gay and 
Lesbian Pride Festival this 
weekend, she said. 

Sgt. Ron Sullivan, a re¬ 
cruiting officer for the depart¬ 
ment, told the newspaper that 
the reserve officer was sup¬ 
plied with recruitment mate¬ 
rials for use at the festival. ▼

16 Activists Arrested at INS Offices 


Sixteen activists from 
ACT UP/San Francisco and 
Queer Nation were arrested 
by federal police for occupy¬ 
ing the Sansome Street of¬ 
fices of the Immigration and 
Naturalization Service on the 
morning of June 17. 

The group stormed the of¬ 
fices, according to Collin 
Blakeney, a member of ACT 
UP/San Francisco, to demand 
that the federal government 
immediately lift all travel re¬ 
strictions based on HIV sta¬ 
tus. 

The group also demanded 
that the Department of Justice 
“stop interfering” in the issue. 

The local protest coincided 
with two days of worldwide 
action protesting U.S. immi¬ 
gration policies, including ac¬ 
tivist disruption of the Sev¬ 
enth Annual International 
Conference on AIDS in Flo¬ 
rence, Italy. 

According to a statement 
from the local chapter of the 
international AIDS activist 
group ACT UP, the organiza¬ 
tion has assured the Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Society that it 


will not allow the Eighth An¬ 
nual International Conference 
on AIDS to take place if pro¬ 
hibitions on people entering 
the country with HIV disease 
are not lifted. 

“It’s a very serious matter. 
None of us enjoy being arrest¬ 
ed, but we want to make it re¬ 
ally clear that we are con¬ 
cerned about the issue. We’re 
also concerned about what’s 
happening to people who ap¬ 
ply for immigration,” said 
Joanie Marquardt, a member 
of ACT UP’s People With Im¬ 
mune System Disorders cau¬ 
cus. 

The immigration restric¬ 
tions were first created by the 
1987 Helms amendment and 
were lifted following disrup¬ 
tion of the AIDS conference 
in San Francisco last year. 

However, the Bush admin¬ 
istration, through the Depart¬ 
ment of Justice, intervened 
and countermanded a deci¬ 
sion by Health and Human 
Services Secretary Louis Sul¬ 
livan to remove HIV from the 
list of exclusions. 

The restrictions also deny 
long-term residents with HIV 
legal status. 


“All I have worked for is 
now threatened by bigotry, ig¬ 
norance and political game 
playing,” said a man who has 
lived in the United States on 
visas for 12 years. 

“All of this because HIV, 
which I became infected with 
in the United States, turns me 
into a threat to my adopted 
country,” the man said in a 
prepared statement released 
by ACT UP. 

The United States esti¬ 
mates the costs of administer¬ 
ing the test to all refugee ap¬ 
plicants to be $4 million a 
year. The sum does not in¬ 
clude the larger immigrant 
population. 

The INS HIV testing pro¬ 
gram is not confidential and 
does not offer pre- or post-test 
counseling. Other nations that 
require mandatory testing of 
immigrants for HIV antibod¬ 
ies are South Africa, Libya, 
China and Cuba. 

The activists arrested were 
cited for creating a distur¬ 
bance. A legal picket target¬ 
ing the INS will be held at 
the Sansome and Washington 
Street district headquarters 
on June 26. ▼

Shell Out $5.3 Million 
In Gay Man's Firing 


North Beach Hate 

Neighbor Harassing Gay Man

In what is believed to be 
the largest award of its kind 
by a U.S. court, the Alameda 
County Superior Court on 
June 13 awarded Dr. Jefferey 
Collins of San Francisco $5.3 
million in his wrongful termi¬ 
nation suit against Shell Oil 
Co. 

Collins, who rose through 
the ranks of Shell in what 
Judge Jacqueline Taber called 
a “distinguished” career, was 
fired from his post as direc¬ 
tor of therapeutic products 
when a secretary linked him 
to a flier for a gay sex party. 
Triton Biosciences is a wholly 
owned Shell subsidiary. 

On a Sunday in October 
1985 Collins prepared some 
“house rules” for a gay party 
on his work computer. The 
invitation was intended to en¬ 
sure safe sex at the party, but 
it cost Collins his job when 
his secretary, Kim Parker, 
found an extra copy in the 
tray of the laser printer on 
Monday morning. 

Parker circulated the flier 
and sent it to Shell’s person¬ 
nel department in Houston. 
Eventually it was given to 
Collins’ boss in Alameda, 
Richard Love, after 19 years 
of commendable service. 
Love fired Collins from Tri¬ 
ton and Shell, telling Collins 
he was not doing a good 
enough job and that his lead¬ 
ership abilities had been com¬ 
promised by his off-the-job 
activities. 

Collins filed suit in April 
1986, alleging wrongful termi¬ 
nation based on breach of 
contract, sexual orientation 
discrimination, violation of 
his right to privacy and emo¬ 
tional distress. 

After a two-week trial 
Taber found in Collins’ favor, 
noting, “This case represents 
the relatively new issue of 
how far a corporation may go 
in demanding that its man¬ 
agerial staff, in their respec¬ 
tive private lives, deport and 
conduct themselves in a man¬ 
ner acceptable to and meeting 
the corporation’s concept of 
propriety.” 

The decision by Taber 
emphasized the obligation of 
employers to follow-through 
on their promises to employ¬ 
ees. 

In this case, Shell had 
promised to judge employees 
only by on-the-job perfor¬ 
mance. 

Almost half of the $5.3 mil¬ 
lion was awarded for the 
emotional distress caused by

Shell’s effort to devastate 
Collins “personally and pro¬ 
fessionally.” 

The ruling notes that Shell 
and Triton “set about fabricat¬ 
ing falsehoods” because “they 
knew under law that not only 
was it illegal to fire plaintiff 
for his private life as revealed 
by the unintentional leaving 
of a sexual memo in the copy 
room, but that it was totally 
overreactive to what was ac¬ 
tually a minor event.” 

The decision states that 
“the court believes that evi¬ 
dence is overwhelming that 
homosexual group sexual ac¬ 
tivity was beyond the pale of 
conduct acceptable to the top 
management of Shell.” 

The court also believes 
that “the actual status of be¬ 
ing a homosexual is likewise 
unacceptable to Shell’s top 
management.” 

The decision is one of the 
first ever rendered in a gay 
wrongful termination case. 
Tabor also ruled that the fir¬ 
ing was a violation of a Cali¬

fornia law that forbids dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual 
orientation. 

Paul Wotman, Collins’ at-' 
torney, called the ruling “a 
victory for all those who 
work and who seek to have 
their professional careers 
evaluated by their on-the-job 
performance and not by their 
employer’s moral judgment.”

One flier begins “DO YOU 
KNOW where to find those 
two homosexuals who 
wouldn’t let our children 
have a NEW PLAY¬ 
GROUND?” 

One of the “two homosex¬ 
uals” is Alf Blake, who has 
spent the past month living in 
fear and trying to get Public 
Housing Authority officials to 
end the harassment he is al¬ 
legedly receiving from his 
neighbor, A1 Smith. 

Both Blake and Smith live 
in public housing on Bay 
Street in North Beach. 

“The playground issue is a 
pretext,” said Blake, who is 
vice chair of the North Beach 
Tenants Association, which 
voted to make a vacant space 
into a community garden 
rather than a playground. 

Blake says that Smith has 
thrown bottles at his door, 
waved a knife at him through 
a gate, slashed his tires, bro¬ 
ken his windshield, and 


thrust a flier in his face with 
the announcement, “Hey, fag¬ 
got, here’s a fucking flier for 
you!” 

Blake says that Smith has 
distributed and posted a se¬ 
ries of “hate fliers” through¬ 
out the neighborhood. 

The addresses of Blake 
and the other vice chair of the 
NBTA are listed. One poster 
notes under Blake’s address 
“Has a new car” and lists the 
license plate number. 

Another calls on the chil¬ 
dren of the neighborhood, 
asking, “DO YOU KNOW 
that two homosexuals are 
blocking the children’s play¬ 
ground project?” and then ad¬ 
vising, “Ask yourself — are 
they trying to help me? My 
friends? If the answer is no — 
spread the word. And let the 
truth ‘come down’ in any 
manner you think is right. 
Don’t let anyone muck over 
your rights.” 

“For over a month it has 
grown progressively worse,”

Tom Nolan Ready to Apply 
Can-Do Approach to Congress

REDWOOD CITY - First 
elected in 1984, San Mateo 
Supervisor Tom Nolan came 
out soon after, characterizing 
himself at that time as “a 
politician who happened to 
be gay.” He has since 
changed his public image 
from “openly gay” to “proudly 
gay.” 

Charging early into the 
1992 campaign for a seat in 
the House of Representatives 
from California’s 12th Con¬ 
gressional District, Nolan said 
if elected he would continue 
to focus on gay and local con¬ 
cerns as well as national is¬ 
sues. 

He emphasized that as a 
new congressman he would 
pursue a strategy that has 
been highly successful for 
him in his six years as a coun¬ 
ty supervisor: isolating a 
problem and holding it up to 
the light for analysis, seeking 
input from anyone involved, 
proposing solutions, working 
with others to modify conflict¬ 
ing values and carrying out 
practical steps to realize pro¬ 
gressive change. 

Nolan cited nine areas in 
which he has applied that 
strategy: AIDS, transporta¬

tion, homelessness, housing, 
drug-use prevention, business 
development, the environment, 
air quality and animal wel¬ 
fare. Of these, he believes 
that his most notable success¬ 
es have been on AIDS and 
transportation. 

“When I came into office, 
nothing was being done about 
AIDS on a countywide, orga¬ 
nized level, with officials at 
that time saying simply that 
the hospitals were handling it. 


I said that wasn’t enough and 
started to construct a system 
which has since become a 
model for community organi¬ 
zation,” he said. 

Nolan pointed to his ser¬ 
vice on the Metropolitan 
Transportation Commission 
as a demonstration of his abil¬ 
ity to solve problems. He was 
instrumental in getting an 
agreement through the MTC 
that resulted in a projected 70 
ijiiles of additional CalTrain, 
BART and light rail lines to 
ease the transportation diffi¬ 
culties of the Bay Area. 

“We got some sacrifices 
made for the sake of the 
greater good of the Bay 
Area,” Nolan said of the nego¬ 
tiations involved in reaching 
these goals. 

Nolan said that on a na¬ 
tional level he would push for 
the creation of a national health 
care system based on the rec¬ 
ommendations of the Pepper 
Commission Report (in which 
a build-up of services based 
on a combination of public 
and private plans is urged), 
development of an energy 
policy that would free the 
United States from depen¬ 
dence on other countries and 
passage of a national gay

Crissy Field Cycle Classes' 
Days May Be Numbered

The Bay Area Institute for 
Motorcycle Education has 
been conducting safety classes 
since 1978 at Crissy Field. 

Ramsey Navarrate, one of 
BAIME’s founders, is worried 
that after 12 years of provid¬ 
ing a quality education pro¬ 
gram for a wide range of bik¬ 
ers, BAIME may lose access 
to Crissy Field, which is man¬ 
aged by the National Park 
Service. 

We are “most every varia¬ 
tion of the rainbow, in who 
we are and who we teach,” 
said Navarrate on BAIME. 

He said that BAIME’s 
work “is not in question, and 
who we are is not in ques¬ 
tion.” But Navarrate believes 
that a number of gay and les¬ 
bians bikers who have en¬ 
joyed our classes would be 


displeased to hear that the 
park service is “doubting our 
appropriateness.” 

Nathan Garcia, who coor¬ 
dinates BAIME’s education 
program, pointed out that the 
original permit for Crissy 
Field was obtained with the 
assistance of then U.S. Rep. 
Philip Burton, the “creator” of 
Golden Gate National Recre¬ 
ation Area, which includes 
Crissy Field. What Garcia and 
Navarrate want to know is 
why the rules are changing. 

“If the founder of the ur¬ 
ban park thought we were ap¬ 
propriate, why are we not ap¬ 
propriate now?” asked Navar¬ 
rate. 

In a letter dated April 26, 
GGNRA General Superinten¬ 
dent Brian O’Neill wrote, “In 
considering the renewal of 
your existing permit, we find 
it necessary to re-evaluate the 


appropriateness of your activ¬ 
ity and its relationship to 
Crissy Field.” 

Gilbert Soper of the Na¬ 
tional Park Service told the 
Bay Area Reporter that the 
GGNRA “intends to renew 
the permit,” adding that “we 
do encourage them to look 
for another site.” 

Soper said that National 
Park policy requires that only 
activities that are “resource- 
based” should be allowed on 
park lands. 

Soper said that resource- 
based activities are those 
which “actively utilize the nat¬ 
ural resources of the area” 
and that motorcycle education 
at Crissy Field “occurs there 
because it’s an open paved 
area they can use free of

The Other 
Faces 
Of Queer 
Nation

For the next week, Queer 
Nation continues its tradition 
of stirring things up. Now, in¬ 
stead of demonstrating and 
initiating political action, QN 
is presenting a series of 
events through June 26 to 
arouse thought in the gay 
community. 

Organizers Frank Herron 
and Christine Carraher want 
to present diverse faces of the 
queer community in ways 
that attract those who might 
never attend one of Queer 
Nation’s more flamboyant 
events. 

For people who aren’t 
ready to be in anyone’s face, 
this series is guaranteed to 
stimulate ideas about queer 
art, history, thought and de¬ 
fenses against oppression. 

Carraher says, “Part of the 
job of radical groups is to 
help define the center — and 
QN has a role doing that — 
but here is a chance for us to 
educate as well.” 

Carraher put together 
OUT/NOW, a series of perfor¬ 
mance events on June 17 and 
18 that featured a range of 
performances, including 
queer juggler Sara Felder, the 
Movement Coalition, the 
High Risk Group and “every¬ 
thing from mime to ballet as 
well.” 

Carraher hopes that perfor¬ 
mances by and about queers 
will broaden community vi¬ 
sions about performance. 

Following the kickoff bash 
at Amelia’s on June 14, the 
first panel, “Queer Culture: A 
Panel on Identity,” took place 
June 16. Jack Fertig, Karl 
Bruce Knapper, Rodrigo 
Reyes, Adele Prandini and 
moderator Mark Freeman 
spoke with a mildly diverse 
audience of about 30 people. 
Everyone responded enthusi¬ 
astically to the questions, 
anecdotes and tidbits of gos¬ 
sip, from which emerged an 
inconclusive picture of gay 
identity. 

The inconclusiveness was 
far from being negative. Con¬ 
sistently, panelists spoke of 
identity as an evolving pro¬ 
cess. 

Panelists also linked the 
role of queers as outsiders 
with the experience of fellow 
outsiders like blacks, Hispan- 
ics, Asians and those 
marginalized by class. 

Freeman garnered ap¬ 
plause when he said, “We are 
outsiders. We embrace our¬ 
selves as outsiders.” 

Questions followed: “Are 
we queer? A nation? Do we 
buy into the constructs of 
American society? Just how 
much African-American blood 
does it take to make a person 
black?” 

Knapper said, “Queer is a 
mantle I shroud myself with, 
but it doesn’t entirely fit.” 

His vision of a role for 
himself as an activist in the 
community is to build coali¬ 
tions within diverse popula¬ 
tions even as a queer must 
“build coalitions of the multi¬ 
plicity of identities within 
me.” 

Describing his multiracial

Parking Argument 
Sparks Gay Bashing

Ronald Arvin and Tom 
Lamb say that it is not as 
easy to enjoy a quiet dinner in 
the Castro as it used to be. 

Arvin, a former Muni driv¬ 
er who has been living with 
AIDS for two years, says his 
health problems make it diffi¬ 
cult to go out for dinner of¬ 
ten. 

The couple arrived in the 
Castro at 8 p.m. June 8 to cel¬ 
ebrate Arvin’s recent release 
from the hospital. Arvin got 
out of their Toyota pickup to 
move a shopping cart from 
18th Street to make room for 
Lamb to park. While Arvin 
was trying to move the cart, 
Lamb saw another parking 
spot open nearby and moved 
forward to fill it. 

After parking the car, 
Lamb discovered Arvin en¬ 
gaged in an altercation with 
Bert Mondino who, according 
to Arvin, demanded 50 cents 
in exchange for the parking 
spot. An argument followed 


in which Mondino allegedly 
kicked Arvin’s cane out from 
under him. 

“I told him I wasn’t going 
to pay him for a public park¬ 
ing spot,” Arvin said. 

Lamb entered the nearest 
shop, Does Your Mother 
Know, seeking assistance. 
Lamb said that when he 
asked the owner to call the 
police, the response was, “I 
didn’t see what happened. I 
can’t call the police.” 

The owner told the Bay 
Area Reporter that he didn’t 
call the police because “it was 
not a life-threatening situa¬ 
tion.” 

Lamb contacted the police 
from a public telephone. The 
police arrived and put Mondi¬ 
no in the squad car. Two 
hours later Arvin and Lamb 
returned from dinner to find 
Mondino letting the air out of 
their tires. 

“When he saw us, he 
turned at my lover, and a real 
fight started,” Lamb said.

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A Slap on the Wrist 

T he videotaped gay bashing of William Kiley in 
San Jose was shocking. What is more shocking is 
the Santa Clara County judicial system’s decision 
to prosecute the alleged assailant as a juvenile. 
The 17-year-old defendant has been charged with three 
felony charges, including violation of someone’s civil 
rights, battery causing serious bodily injury, and assault 
with a deadly weapon. The latter charge was a result of 
the youth using his feet to kick Kiley in the alleged as¬ 
sault. These charges together with the fact that he is sev¬ 
eral months away from being 18 should not excuse him 
from being tried as an adult. 

Juvenile hate criminals in San Francisco, where gay 
bashings are not taken lightly, have been successfully 
prosecuted as adults. 

Prosecuting this teen as a juvenile will guarantee that 
he receives a less severe sentence and sends a message 
that as far as Santa Clara County goes, this was nothing 
special. The judge handling the case and the Santa Clara 
County District Attorney’s Office should reconsider and 
prosecute this defendant as an adult. 

Hate Crime 
Of the Week 

T his past week has been a week to remember with 
regard to hate crimes. In addition to the William 
Kiley assault in San Jose and the usual rash of 
bashings in San Francisco, the Rev. Lou Sheldon 
committed an assault that earns him honors for hate crime 
of the week, however. 

Apparently, he was not pleased to receive 175 pounds 
of steer manure delivered to his Traditional Values 
Coalition offices in Orange County this past week by gay 
activists, and chose to retaliate. 

His latest wild idea involves seeking an amendment to 
California’s Constitution that would nullify all present 
statutes and ordinances that make homosexuality or bi¬ 
sexuality a civil right or which prevent discriminatory 
conduct against gays and bisexuals in employment and 
housing, among other things. 

The constitutional initiative would, in effect, wipe out 
existing protections for gays and lesbians and prevent 
any future legislation from being enacted. 

The Traditional Values Coalition filed the initiative 
with the Attorney General’s Office on June 14. 

Going along for the ride are Thomas Quong Jr., a Bay 
Area Asian minister, and Frederick K.C. Price, a South¬ 
ern California African American “prosperity” televange¬ 
list, part of Sheldon’s campaign to pit homosexuals 
against racial minorities. 

The initiative will require 615,958 verified signatures 
in order for it to appear on the ballot. If the initiative 
qualifies, it will most likely be on the November ballot 
and will require only a simple majority vote to win. 

We must begin mobilizing now. Voters must be edu¬ 
cated about the measure and persuaded not to endorse 
it. Sheldon will no doubt use every hysterical tactic in his 
fundamentalist book to connive moderate heterosexuals 
into thinking that homosexuals are a threat to their way 
of life. 

This measure is far more threatening than the Briggs 
Initiative, which targeted homosexual teachers. This tar¬ 
gets all homosexuals.

Save ABIOI/Stop Dannemeyer 


L esbian and gay San Franciscans have one 
last chance to outdo, out-write, out-phone 
and out-organize the fundamentalists who 
have been working feverishly to defeat 
AB101, the California lesbian and gay civil rights 
bill that would make it illegal to discriminate 
against lesbians and gays in any California work¬ 
place. 

At the same time, we can launch a full-scale 
assault on Orange County Congressman William 
Dannemeyer’s effort to keep it illegal for people 
with HIV to come to the United States, even for 
treatment, AIDS conferences or anything else. 

In recent months, crusading fundamentalists 
have flooded the offices of state legislators with 
letters demanding the defeat of AB101. Don’t 
think their mail has no effect. Without a com¬ 
parable outpouring of support in favor of AB101, 
especially from California lesbians and gays who 
stand to lose or gain the most by the outcome of 
this bill, the swing votes in the state Senate and 
Assembly will swing the wrong way. 

Let’s face it. Those who scream the loudest get 
heard. Those who mail the most letters get notic¬ 
ed. And with the California Legislature still reel¬ 
ing from its latest budget impasse, guaranteeing 
basic human rights for lesbians and gays has not 
been exactly a legislative priority. 

But we can make it so. An emergency meet¬ 
ing June 18 at the Women’s Building kicked off 
a massive two-week letter-writing campaign 
both to save AB101 and to stop Dannemeyer’s ef¬ 
fort to keep people with HIV from entering the 
country. Meanwhile, our friends at the Hotel and 
Restaurant Employees’ Union Local 2 have join¬ 
ed forces with the Harvey Milk Lesbian and Gay 
Democratic Club and others to generate 150,000 
“Save AB101” postcards from people who will 
be flocking to San Francisco for the Lesbian and 
Gay Pride Parade on June 30. 

Volunteers are needed right now to work the

phone banks at Local 2 and to build an army of 
volunteers to mobilize during Lesbian and Gay 
Pride Week and on Parade Day to distribute the 
150,000 cards, get them filled out and sent on 
their way to Sacramento. 

We can do this. As the leading lesbian and gay 
community in California, we must do this. The 
fundamentalists are way ahead of us right now. 
But they don’t have a pride parade like we do. 
We’ve got a lot to be proud about. And now we 
can really turn this thing around — if we move 
fast. So let’s get out there and get this bill pass¬ 
ed once and for all.

Banking on Lloyd Bentsen 


S everal of the Democratic 
Party’s more likely pres¬ 
idential hopefuls, along 
with a handful of check¬ 
book financial backers, party 
organizers and national Chair 
Ron Brown met at an estate in 
the exclusive hunt country of 
Virginia last weekend. The 
purpose of this outing, accord¬ 
ing to Brown, was to give the 
party an “early start” in its 
quest to remove President 
Bush from the White House 
next year. 

The National Democratic 
Party is badly in need of a 
jumpstart when it comes to the 
presidential election, not a 
mere “early start.” 

With this week’s latest New 
York TimesICBS News poll 
showing Bush still with a 
remarkable 75 percent voter 
approval rating, it is litle 
wonder that the Democratic 
Party conclave in Virginia end¬ 
ed with still only one declared 
presidential candidate, Massa¬ 
chusetts’ Paul Tsongas, and a 
handful of maybe candidates. 

Probably the biggest names 
to make the trek to Virginia to 
stand by Ron Brown’s side 
while he declared — straight 
face and all — that “it is clear 
to us that President Bush is 
very vulnerable in 1992,” was 
Texas Sen. Lloyd Bentsen; the 
Lloyd Bentsen that Michael 
Dukakis chose as his running 
mate in 1988 who was given 
only one task — to bring Texas’ 
electoral votes to the Demo¬ 
crats. 

Bentsen didn’t even come 
close to helping Dukakis in 
Texas, but some Democratic 
Party tacticians now see him as 
their “sacrificial lamb” candi¬ 
date against Bush next year if, 
as many expect, the Demo¬ 
crats privately concede the 
1992 election to Bush even 
before it begins. 

How bad does it look for the 
Democratic Party? Bad 
enough that New York Gov. 
Mario Cuomo, a man who 
most agree could have the 
nomination practically for the 
asking, didn’t even bother to 
attend the party gathering last 
week and didn’t even send a 
representative. 

Neither, in fact, did other 
party presidential possibilities 
like Tennessee’s Albert Gore, 
Gov. Douglas Wilder of Vir¬ 
ginia or the Rev. Jesse Jackson. 

As for the Virginia meeting, 
Brown emerged after it was 
over to insist that those in at¬ 
tendance had arrived at a 
“preliminary strategy” to best 
get the 1992 presidential elec¬ 
tion off to an “early start.” 

Brown and the party leaders 
also said that they hoped to at 
least match their 1988 fund¬ 
raising abilities for their can¬ 
didates next year. 

All the Democratic Party 
really needs now to beat Bush 
is a candidate. Cuomo sees the 
writing on the wall and isn’t in¬ 
terested in making the race. 
Jackson has never been a par¬ 
ty team player and will never 
get the nomination. Gore is 
young enough to wait until 
1996 when the nomination is 
worth something. 

I’ll bet the party that can’t 
seem to win presidential elec¬ 
tions ends up with Bentsen, 
and this guy can’t even carry 
Kansas. 


Assemblymember Cleve 
Jones? Why not? According to 
a story in another paper, As¬ 
semblyman John Burton is 
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upset at Jones’ candidacy, and 
that in itself is not surprising. 
Most incumbents are usually 
unhappy with opponents, par¬ 
ticularly when one comes 
along as qualified as Cleve 
Jones. 

The surprising thing is, how¬ 
ever, that others in the gay 
community seem to feel tnat 
Jones has no right to run 
against Burton, because Bur¬ 
ton votes right on gay and les¬ 
bian issues. 

Incidentally, who is this self- 
appointed apologist for our 
community who seems to be 
making thinly veiled threats 
that this legislation’s future 
can somehow be held hostage 
to whether someone runs 
against Burton? Give me a 
break. Where the hell is it writ¬ 
ten that “thou shalt not run 
against John Burton?” 

Of course Burton votes right 
on our issues; he is expected to, 
for Christ’s sake, — the man 
represents us. That does not 
preclude anyone else from 
ever running against him how¬ 
ever. 

In the words of a respected 
lesbian political leader, “It’s 
time for our seat at that table.” 

The continuing FBI investi¬ 
gation of state Sen. Alan Rob¬ 
bins has a few other Sacramen¬ 
to legislators running nervous. 

Because the International 
Lesbian and Gay Association 
was forced to cancel its conven¬ 
tion scheduled for next week 
in Guadalajara, Mexico, be¬ 
cause of the government’s 
homophobia in the state of 
Jalisco, isn’t it about time that 
gay tourists started a boycott of 
that popular Mexican tourist 
city? And who better to start 
such a boycott than the travel 
agencies? 

Mayor Art Agnos is one 
mayor who showed some real 
leadership on the AIDS epi¬ 
demic at the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors in San Diego. All 12 
of Agnos’ recommendations to 
the conference on the crisis 
were adopted. 

H .L. Richardson, the 
former ultra-conser¬ 
vative GOP state sen¬ 
ator, has re-registered 
as an independent, and 
although he backs the homo- 
phobic Rep. William Dan- 
nemeyer in next year’s pri¬ 
mary fight against Sen. John 
Seymour, he will probably run 
for the U.S. Senate as an in¬ 
dependent if Seymour wins. 

West Hollywood’s gay May¬ 
or John Heilman is facing a 
recall vote. Recall organizers 
last week turned in 4,500 
signatures to force a vote on 
Heilman’s City Council seat 
that he was re-elected to last 
year. He is just completing his 
term as mayor, which is a 
rotating job among council 
members in that city. 


I don’t know if anyone at 
City Hall other than Mayor Art 
and Supervisor Angela Alioto 
really give a damn, but while 
little is being done here, 
backers of pro baseball in San 
Jose are quietly working very 
hard to get the Giants there. 
Look for San Jose city officials 
to put a proposal on the ballot 
in November as the first step to 
lure the Giants away from San 
Francisco. 

Tenor Luciano Pavarotti’s 
June 17 concert in Oakland, 
which he dedicated to a San 
Francisco friend who died of 
AIDS, raised $350,000 for 
three groups that provide 
AIDS care — the Shanti Pro¬ 
ject, Project Open Hand and 
Mount Zion’s HIV Program. 

How about these super¬ 
visors who approved a 
59-member Cultural Affairs 
Task Force recently? Are they 
kidding or what? Harry Britt 
showed a bit of common sense 
with his vote against it because 
of ita aL^c. Five dozen members 
to agree on anything? Makes 
one wonder about our Board 
of Supervisors, doesn’t it? 

Thought you’d want to know 
that the San Francisco-based 
National Association of Short 
Adults recently endorsed Sen. 
John Seymour (all 5'6" of 
him) for the short term in the 
U.S. Senate in the 1992 elec¬ 
tion. Their slogan: “A short 
man for a short term.” As for 
the other Senate race, Barbara 
Boxer gets the nod at 4' 11-3/4". 

Rita Walters, a woman with 
a lot of friends in San Francis¬ 
co, was sworn in as Los 
Angeles’ first black female 
councilmember last week. 

Financial disclosure forms 
submitted in Washington last 
week show San Francisco’s 
two congressmembers doing 
all right for themselves. In ad¬ 
dition to the $96,008 earned in 
salary last year, Rep. Barbara 
Boxer earned another $8,200 
in honoraria; Rep. Nancy 
Pelosi picked up $2,400 in 
honoria but gave it to charity. 

In Nashville, a real estate 
agent has launched an ad cam¬ 
paign aimed at convincing 
gays and lesbians to buy 
homes in a condominium pro¬ 
ject. Real estate agent Lurton 
Lipscomb is running ads in 
Query, Nashville’s gay news¬ 
paper, for 60 to 100 condos, and 
is calling it the city’s first con¬ 
dominium complex geared 
toward gays. Lipscomb says 
the response has been good, 
but given that city’s housing 
laws against discrimination, he 
adds that he has no intention of 
turning away heterosexual 
people who wish to live in the 
complex.

Berkeley Council Backs AB101

The Berkeley City Council 
formally endorsed AB101, 
the statewide lesbian/gay 
rights bill, June 11 and put 
the weight of the city’s lobby¬ 
ist in Sacramento behind the 
proposed legislation. 

Introduced by Coun- 
cilmember Ann Chandler and 
Mayor Loni Hancock, the res¬ 
olution, which passed unani¬ 
mously, puts the city squarely 
in support of the proposed 
Assembly law and adds the 
lobbying resources of the 
city’s Sacramento lobbyist, 
Lynn Suter, in helping get 
the bill passed in the Legisla¬ 
ture. 


The council also approved 
a letter to be sent to every 
member of the Assembly by 
Hancock calling on them to 
support the proposed rights 
bill. 

“We believe it is a funda¬ 
mental issue of fairness that a 
person’s private life not be 
used as the basis for employ¬ 
ment and housing decisions,” 
the letter states. “Gay and les¬ 
bian people daily are forced 
to make the choice between 
living openly and proudly, 
and keeping their jobs, their 
homes, their children, and, as 
hate crimes skyrocket, their 
lives.” 

Vicky Kolakowski, presi¬ 
dent of the East Bay Les¬ 


bian/Gay Democratic Club, 
spoke at the Tuesday night 
Council meeting in support of 
the endorsement and lobby¬ 
ing resolution. 

“It’s important that a city 
like Berkeley took the step in 
support of AB101,” Ko¬ 
lakowski said. “If a progres¬ 
sive city like Berkeley 
wouldn’t support it, what city 
in the state would?” 

The San Francisco Board 
of Supervisors unanimously 
approved a resolution, intro¬ 
duced by Supervisor Carole 
Migden, on March 6 endors¬ 
ing AB101. The city’s Sacra¬ 
mento lobbyist has also been 
directed to support the legis¬ 
lation. ▼ 


Walnut Creek 9-Year-Old 
Tells Classmates She Has HIV

Melissa Milne had un¬ 
knowingly lived almost half 
her young life with the AIDS 
virus, and when her mother 
finally told her the grade- 
schooler insisted on telling 
her classmates. 

The carefully rehearsed 
announcement was planned 
by the 9-year-old, her parents 
and school officials. 

On June 7 Melissa put on 
her favorite dress, stood be¬ 
fore her 11 classmates at Indi¬ 
an Valley Elementary School 
in Walnut Creek and told 
them she is infected with the 
AIDS virus. 

“I was amazed at how self- 
assured and glib she was,” 
Principal Paul Sheckler said. 
“When it was over, everybody 


gave her a hug and a few kids 
gave her kisses.” 

Melissa tested positive for 
HIV when she was 5 years 
old. She contacted the virus 
through a blood transfusion. 

It wasn’t until January, 
however, that Joan Milne told 
her daughter she was infect¬ 
ed. Melissa insisted that she 
be allowed to tell her friends. 

Worried about a negative 
community reaction, school 
officials circulated informa¬ 
tion about AIDS and the 
virus to the 365 students in 
the school and others 
throughout the school district. 

Melissa’s special-education 
teacher prepared her class. 

The pupil has a learning 
disability and is partially par¬ 
alyzed on her right side. 

Sheckler said several par¬ 


ents called to ask if their chil¬ 
dren were safe, but mostly 
“support has been over¬ 
whelming. There is a lot of 
compassion for the little girl.” 

To allay any lingering 
fears, school officials and 
Melissa’s doctor scheduled a 
meeting for parents to ask 
any questions they may have 
about the disease. 

Melissa, meanwhile, was 
invited to Washington, D.C., 
to attend an AIDS-awareness 
rally at the Capitol Mall. 

Her mother says Melissa 
deserves an award for 
courage and honesty. Too of¬ 
ten, she said, children with 
AIDS are made to feel 
ashamed. 

Families with an AIDS 
sufferer, she said, are “fami¬ 
lies in the shadows.” ▼ 


Sonoma County OKs Gay Pride Resolution

Board of Supervisors, after 
five years of prior refusals, 
adopted a resolution June 11 
proclaiming June 17-23 Gay 
Pride Week in the county. 

The move, which took ac¬

Caren Callaghan said, “It reaf¬ 
firms our existence in a soci¬ 
ety that prefers we remain in¬ 
visible.” 

Two supervisors, Janet 
Niclaes and Jim Harbeson, 
were absent from the five-per¬ 
son board. Both have voted 


against similar resolutions in 
the past. 

Representatives of the 
YM/YWCA, former members 
of the chamber of commerce, 
rights activists and an AIDS 
caseworker made presenta¬ 
tions to the board arguing in 
favor of the proclamation.

ACT UP Delivers Manure, 
Subpoenas to Lou Sheldon

LOS ANGELES - Five 
members of ACT UP/Orange 
County delivered 170 pounds 
of steer manure June 12 to the 
Anaheim offices of the Tradi¬ 
tional Values Coalition, a 
right-wing religious funda¬ 
mentalist lobbying group 
headed by the Rev. Lou Shel¬ 
don. 

The “cut the crap” action 
was taken to draw attention 
to Sheldon’s efforts to block 
passage of California Assem¬ 
bly Bill 101, which would pro¬ 
hibit discrimination based on 
sexual orientation in housing 
and employment. 

Sheldon recently staged a 
demonstration against AB101 
in Sacramento, enlisting the 
support of several black cler¬ 
gymen. He has been quoted 
as saying that “the homosexu¬ 
al agenda is a parasite with 
the true civil rights move¬ 
ment,” though Sheldon him¬ 
self does not favor a federal 
civil rights bill, according to 
the Los Angeles Times. 

Scores of media were on 
hand as ACT UP/Orange

County members jjave Bar¬ 
ton, Bob Whyte, Linette 
Davis, Lee Waddell and 
Leslie James hauled five bags 
of steer manure, which they 
purchased on sale for $3.50 a 
bag, up to the TVC offices. 

“We’re giving Sheldon 
back some of the crap he’s 
given us,” Waddell told the 
press. 


With cameras on, reporters 
and Orange County police of¬ 
ficers watching, the protesters 
repeatedly knocked on the 
door and were refused admit¬ 
tance. 

However, ACT UP/OC’s 
official mission was to serve 
subpoenas on Lou, his wife, 
Beverly, and son Steve, re¬ 
quiring them to appear in 
court as part of a case 
brought against some ACT 
UP members. 

According to civil rights at¬ 
torney John Durna, the three 
Sheldons’ names were miss¬ 
ing from the witness list in a 
criminal conspiracy to tres¬ 
pass case filed by the city at¬ 
torney against five ACT 
UP/OC members following 
their interruption of Rep. 
William Dannemeyer’s 
speech at Sheldon’s “Hetero¬ 
sexual Symposium” last 
March. 

The protesters continued 
to demand admittance until 
finally Steve Sheldon opened 
the door to allow the press 
who were inside the office

Queer Nation, AIDS Activists 
Protest at Bush Appearances

LOS ANGELES - Ac¬ 
tivists from ACT UP/LA and 
Queer Nation shadowed Pres¬ 
ident Bush as he appeared at 
various local functions June 
14-16. 

About 100 ACT UP mem¬ 
bers and pro-choice advocates 
demonstrated outside Caltech 
graduation ceremonies in 
Pasadena June 14 waiting for 
the president. 

Forty protesters secured 
invitations and attempted to 
disrupt Bush’s commence¬ 
ment address to a crowd of 
10,000. They unfurled ban¬ 
ners and chanted as Bush de¬ 
fended his government pro¬ 
grams. 

Bush also joked that the 
protests were milder than 
others he’s experienced at re¬ 
cent graduation ceremonies. 

Pasadena police detained 
14 protesters for disturbing 
the peace but they were not 
charged. 

Bush spent June 15 golfing, 


being interviewed by the lo¬ 
cal press, and relaxing at the 
home of film producer Jerry 
Weintraub, who has been a 
longtime Bush friend and 
fundraiser. 

Weintraub’s company, 
Weintraub Entertainment 
Group, recently filed for 
bankruptcy, citing nearly $85 
million in debts last year. 
However, the mogul hosted a 
“star-studded” black-tie dinner 
for Bush at his eight-acre Mal¬ 
ibu estate. 

On June 16 Bush attended 
a gala dinner honoring actor 
Arnold Schwarzenegger, host¬ 
ed by the Simon Wiesenthal 
Center. 

The Center is dedicated to 
the memory of those who 
died in the Nazi concentration 
camps during World War II. 
The dinner was a fundraiser 
for the $50 million Museum 
of Tolerance. 

Bush told the $750 a plate 
crowd in Century City that 
“the Holocaust must never be 
dehumanized or dismissed. 


We pledge it will also never 
be forgotten.” 

However, in an irony lost 
on those attending the lavish 
dinner, the Seventh Interna¬ 
tional Conference on AIDS 
opened in Italy while in Cen¬ 
tury City the large “Silence 
= Death” ACT UP ban¬ 
ner that hung dramatically 
opposite the Century Plaza 
Hotel also went largely ig¬ 
nored, according to ACT 
UP’s Mary Lucey. 

A Secret Service agent 
was observed putting his 
hands to the side of his face, 
sticking his thumbs in his 
ears, pressing his face against 
the front door window and 
sticking his tongue out at the 
protesters as the motorcade 
went by. 

“I was shocked,” Lucey 
said. “I thought so that’s what 
my tax dollars are paying 
for?” Though several 
protesters managed to get in¬ 
side and wander around the 
hotel, not one was arrested. ▼ 
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State News 



Coming Out Day 
Kicks Off in L.A.

LOS ANGELES - “Social 
change is back,” Lynn Shep- 
odd told the crowd at the 
June 16 official kickoff for the 
National Coming Out Day 
campaign in Los Angeles. 

Shepodd is the executive 
director of NCOD, which is 
actually Oct. 11, Eleanor Roo¬ 
sevelt’s birthday. NCOD or¬ 
ganizers hope that the party, 
which featured actor Michael 
Kearns and comedienne Mon¬ 
ica Palacios, will serve as the 
first or the next step in the 
long march toward uncloset¬ 
ed freedom for all lesbians 
and gays. 

NCOD organizers are en¬ 
listing the media’s help in 
reaching more people. 

“There is a direct link be¬ 
tween the AIDS epidemic, 
Hollywood turning its back 
on AIDS and coming out,” 
Los Angeles NCOD coordina¬ 
tor Peter Mackler told a Fox 
Television entertainment 
news producer who is doing a 
story on the subject. 

Mackler gave the producer 
a copy of an article in TV 
Guide (Oct. 22, 1988) in 
which successful Columbia 
Pictures Television Casting 
Vice President Stephen F. 
Kolzak said, “It’s not OK to 
be gay in Hollywood. Gay 
men experience the increase 
in homophobia that is the re¬ 
sult of the AIDS epidemic 
just as much in Hollywood as 
elsewhere. Gay people and 
lesbian people are the guests 
of a hostile host community.” 
Kolzak died of AIDS last 
year. 

“The phrase ‘We are every¬ 
where’ is more than just 
words,” Mackler said. “And 
when people know us as indi¬ 
viduals, they tend to like us. 
But with Hollywood pretend¬ 
ing that lesbians and gays 


don’t exist or portraying us as 
stereotypical or evil charac¬ 
ters, how is anyone going to 
get to know us? It falls back 
on the gay community.” 

But coming out is not easy, 
acknowledged Lynn Shep¬ 
odd. 

“When your livelihood is 
on the line, it’s understand¬ 
able that people would hesi¬ 
tate about telling the truth 
about themselves,” she said. 

“But this nonsense has to 
stop. And as far as the enter¬ 
tainment industry is con¬ 
cerned, it’s the ‘me and yous’ 
of the world who make it safe 
for the celebrities to come 
out,” Shepodd said, adding 
that the “me and yous” have 
caught fire this past year, es¬ 
pecially on college campuses 
where NCOD has ignited po¬ 
litical enthusiasm. 

“I was almost brought to 
tears last April... when a stu¬ 
dent asked me, ‘Do you mean 
that we can make a differ¬ 
ence?’ I was stunned,” Shep¬ 
odd said. “I told him, ‘You’re 
supposed to make it happen.’ 
Imagine — young people who 
didn’t know it was their job 
to make life better.” 

But more and more young 
people are understanding and 
accepting responsibility for 
changingtheir own lives, She¬ 
podd said. Last year, organi¬ 
zations in 21 states participat¬ 
ed in a variety of NCOD ac¬ 
tivities. Within six months 
that number has jumped to 50 
states, three Canadian pro¬ 
vinces, and a group in Lon¬ 
don wants to participate as 
well. 

This Oct. 11 NCOD activi¬ 
ties will be occurring on col¬ 
lege campuses in Shreveport, 


La.; Gulfport, Miss.; Boone, 
N.C.; Laramie, Wyo.; Knox¬ 
ville, Tenn.; and Salt Lake 
City, Utah, among others. 

Change is not only happen¬ 
ing on college campuses, but 
also in the back rooms of po¬ 
litical representatives. 

Xavier Hall, the lesbian 
and gay liaison for state Sen. 
David Roberti, said that more 
and more staff members are 
coming out to their bosses 
and each other. Hall revealed 
she “jumped out of the closet” 
after doing the “Experience,” 
a self-discovery seminar to 
help ease the coming-out pro¬ 
cess. 

“It is our responsibility to 
come out,” said Shepodd. 
“We have an obligation, not 
only to ourselves but to fu¬ 
ture generations, so they don’t 
have to be tortured like we’ve 
been. I need to acknowledge 
the prejudice against me, be 
proud of who I am, and then 
go out and make a differ¬ 
ence.” 

For more information on

Lesbian Lawyer's 
Trial 'A Farce'

SACRAMENTO - Bay 
Area feminist and activist at¬ 
torney Alison Gude, 29, went 
on trial June 17, in Depart¬ 
ment G of Sacramento’s Mu¬ 
nicipal Court. She is facing as¬ 
sault and battery charges 
brought against her by Sacra¬ 
mento Union Editor Joseph 
Farah. 

Gude is an abortion rights 
activist and a clinic escort 
with the Bay Area Coalition 
for Our Reproductive Rights 
and the corresponding group 
in the Sacramento area, 
SACORR. 

Gude was serving as a clin¬ 
ic escort at the Pregnancy 
Consultation Center at 616 Al¬ 
hambra in Sacramento on 
Aug. 18, 1990, when, she con¬ 
tends, she was grabbed by 
Farah, demanded that he re¬ 
lease her, and when he re¬ 
fused to do so, “defended her¬ 
self.” 

Gude, who is a key witness 
in another trial against Oper¬ 
ation Rescue abortion 
protesters, alleges that Farah 
is trying to discredit her as a 
witness in that hearing by 
having her convicted of the 
misdemeanor assault and bat¬ 
tery charge. 

“That must be at least one 
of the reasons,” Gude said, “or 
else why would he have wait¬ 
ed over a month before he 
even bothered to file charges 
against me with the police?” 


According to police re¬ 
ports, Farah did grab Gude, 
but he claims that Gude and 
other pro-choice clinic escorts 
were “sexually molesting” a 
female anti-abortion protester. 

Gude, who graduated from 
the John F. Kennedy School 
of Law in Walnut Creek, re¬ 
cently received word she had 
passed the bar and is actively 
participating in her own de¬ 
fense with attorneys Diane 
Bullock of San Francisco and 
Dan Barton of Palo Alto. 

Reportedly, earlier in the 
week, the DA’s office offered 
to drop the assault charges if 
Gude would plead guilty to 
battery. Her attorneys re¬ 
fused. 

Farah was not in court on 
Monday morning when, in 
presiding Judge Gail O’Hane- 
sian’s chambers, Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Kathy 
Kohlman said she would al¬ 
low Gude to plead guilty to 
an infraction of disturbing the 
peace. 

Despite the fact that con¬ 
tinuing with the trial would 
place her at risk of having a 
criminal misdemeanor on her 
record, Gude said, “Absolute¬ 
ly not. I won’t plead to an in¬ 
fraction. I haven’t done any¬ 
thing wrong, and I’m not go¬ 
ing to plead to something I 
didn’t do.” 

While Kohlman had no 
comment about the case, at¬ 
torneys Bullock and Barton 
were voluble. ▼

'AIDS Cure Easier Than OK'ing Budget' 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) — An impatient Gov. Pete Wilson 
took rebellious Assembly Republicans behind closed doors 
June 17 and vowed to “break arms if necessary” to crack a 
stalemate that has kept the budget locked up the Legisla¬ 
ture. Wilson said several GOP lawmakers made a commit¬ 
ment during the private two-hour meeting to back his bud- 
get-balancing package of tax increases and spending cuts. 
Republicans, however, denied any deal was struck to move 
the budget through the Assembly. “There was not a single 
voice raised inside that room in support of the package — 
not one,” said Assembly GOP leader Ross Johnson of 
Fullerton. “We have a better chance of finding a cure for 
AIDS today than passing a budget,” Assemblyman Stan 
Statham, R-Oak Run, said bluntly. Assembly Republicans 
are opposed to tax increases sought by Wilson to shrink the 
state’s $14.3 billion projected deficit. On June 15 they 
caused the Legislature to miss its constitutional deadline to 
pass a budget by blocking a $56.4 billion spending plan that 
had squeaked through the state Senate only hours earlier. 

Alcohol Tax Bill Clears Senate 

The first increase in the tax on wine in more than 50 years 
has been approved by the California Senate as part of a 
package of alcohol tax hikes. Senate Bill 21 was authored by 
Sen. Milton Marks (D-San Francisco/Marin). Under the 
terms of the bill, the tax on wine will be raised from one 
cent per gallon rate to 20 cents a gallon. The existing tax on 
wine in California is the lowest in the nation; the national 
average is 74 cents. The tax on beer will be raised from four 
cents per gallon to 20 cents per gallon. The national average 
is 21 cents. The tax on distilled spirits will be raised from ,$2 
per gallon to $3.30 per gallon. The national average if $3.66. 
The estimated proceeds from the tax will be $200 million 
annually, which will be deposited in the state’s general fund. 
The Wilson administration has expressed support for SB21.

Conference of Mayors Meeting 

Lack of Federal Funding 
Threatens Cities' AIDS Coping

SAN DIEGO - The may¬ 
ors of America’s major cities 
have concluded that they will 
be unable to cope with the 
steady growth of AIDS cases 
because of a lack of money, a 
report released June 14 said. 

Specifically, the federal 
government’s efforts to deal 
with the AIDS crisis is lack¬ 
ing even though the issue cuts 
across partisan political lines, 
a group representing the na¬ 
tion’s mayors said. 

The gloomy report, re¬ 
leased by the U.S. Conference 
of Mayors AIDS task force at 
the group’s annual meeting in 
San Diego, said there would 
soon not be enough money 
available for city health agen¬ 
cies to either care for the 
growing number of AIDS pa¬ 
tients or adequately fund pre¬ 
vention programs aimed at 
high-risk populations. 

“Local resources cannot fill 
the gap between future 
caseload estimates and care 
and prevention needs,” the re¬ 
port said. 

The release of the report 
by the task force’s chairman, 
San Francisco Mayor Art Ag- 
nos, coincided with the 10th 
anniversary of the first AIDS 
cases reported by the Centers 
for Disease Control. 

In the years since AIDS 
first surfaced in the United 
States some 110,000 people 
have died of the baffling dis¬ 
ease and, according to the re¬ 
port, no end is in sight to 
what has become a grinding 
drain on municipal resources. 

The report said that the 
cities’ budgets for AIDS had 
nearly doubled to meet in¬ 
creased needs and that the 
problem has been aggravated 
by cuts in federal aid of be-

tween 60 percent and 70 per¬ 
cent during the 1980s. 

“If the federal government 
can spend many billions of 
dollars to rescue mismanaged 
and corrupt financial institu¬ 
tions, it certainly can expend 
a fraction of that amount on 
the crisis in American cities,” 
the report said, referring to 
the savings and loan crisis. 

The report included sur¬ 
veys of 26 major cities said to 
have been hit the hardest by 
AIDS, including New York, 
Los Angeles, San Francisco 
and Chicago. 

Fifty-six percent of the na¬ 
tion’s AIDS cases were found 
to be in the 26 survey cities, 
along with between 51 per¬ 
cent to 66 percent of the esti¬ 
mated 1 million people infect¬ 
ed with the HIV virus. 

While homosexual males 
accounted for most of the cas¬ 
es, the report concluded that 
service shortages were the 
greatest for drug abusers, 


women and uninsured pa¬ 
tients. 

Seventy-six percent of the 
cities said federal reimburse¬ 
ments for low-income patients 
would not meet demand this 
year. 

The nation’s troubled econ¬ 
omy makes it unlikely that 
any cities will be able to 
make any major increases in 
their budgets without outside 
assistance. 

“The federal government 
has just started to respond. 
This is a public health issue, 
not political,” said Agnos, sur¬ 
rounded by a number of big- 
city mayors including Ray 
Flynn of Boston, Maynard 
Jackson of Atlanta and Mau¬ 
reen O’Connor of the host 
city. 

The mayors said they need 
a comprehensive program of 
federal aid that could be tai¬ 
lored to the needs of the indi¬ 
vidual cities in terms of target 
groups and available re¬ 
sources. 

The key, Agnos and his 
fellow committee members 
said, is leadership from the 
White House that sets aside 
fears of approving controver¬ 
sial prevention measures 
such as providing condoms to 
high school students and 
clean needles to junkies. 

“He (Bush) must be free of 
politics and free of those who do 
not approve of the lifestyle of 
those who are stricken with 
AIDS,” Agnos said. 

While no comprehensive 
AIDS bill is pending before 
Congress, the committee 
members said increased fund¬ 
ing for the Ryan White Com¬ 
prehensive AIDS Resource 
Emergency Act, a 1990 bill 
that provided $87.8 million in 
AIDS relief funds, would be a 
start. ▼ 


GOP Candidate Wows Gays

SACRAMENTO - Con- 
gressmember Tom Campbell 
(R-Sunnyvale) was the 
keynote speaker at the politi¬ 
cally star-studded gay and 
lesbian annual California Cap¬ 
itol Political Action Commit¬ 
tee Dinner on June 8. 

Campbell, who represents 
the Peninsula and Silicon 
Valley, is a candidate for the 
Senate seat being vacated by 
Sen. Alan Cranston. 

Admitting he is the only 
Republican in a long line of 
Democrats and that his father 
was a “Roosevelt Democrat,” 
Campbell said his major con¬ 
cerns are the economy, the 
environment and women’s is¬ 
sues. 

The congressmember was 
uncompromising in his sup¬ 
port of AB101, the gay and 
lesbian fair employment and 
housing bill, and said he “sup¬ 
ports the comparable federal 
bill which would add sexual 
orientation to Title Seven.” 

Campbell was greeted and 
acknowledged by Congress- 
member Vic Fazio (D-West 
Sacramento) and introduced 
by openly gay San Mateo 
County Supervisor Tom 
Nolan. 

Campbell told the crowd 
of more than 500 of his strong 
support on gay and lesbian is¬ 


sues, of his pro-choice stance 
and his support of right-to-die 
issues. 

The senatorial hopeful au¬ 
thored a bill that would allow 
institutions to donate food to 
the homeless without fear of 
liability. 

He supports keeping ar¬ 
mories open to shelter the 
homeless, and he was the 
lone Republican to vote for 
the recent Civil Rights Bill, 
which passed the Congress 
but is facing a presidential 
veto. 

Campbell quoted Thomas 
Jefferson, saying, “I have set 
my mind implacably against 
every form of prejudice and 
bigotry.” Campbell said, “I am 
proud to be here tonight, I am 
proud to be your guest speak¬ 
er, and I am proud to stand 
with you against all forms of 
prejudice and bigotry.” 

He gave special recogni¬ 
tion to recent Wilson ap¬ 
pointee, Marty Keller, “who 
instructed me on health, 
AIDS issues and gay and les¬ 
bian concerns.” 

“I look with shame on the 
practices of our military ser¬ 
vices toward people who have 
risked their lives and then are 
discriminated against. Our 
military has said, ‘We will 
take your blood. We will take 
your life. But we won’t take 
you as God made you.’ Politi¬ 


cians are trading in bigotry. 
But every time the issue of 
orientation has come up in 
the Congress — I have been 
with you.” 

In speaking about discrim¬ 
ination, Campbell said the 
Civil Rights Bill debate was 
polarized and unfairly pre¬ 
sented. 

“Women are not even giv¬ 
en the right to sue for harass¬ 
ment — they are not even giv¬ 
en the same rights that were 
given to blacks in 1897! We 
have to get beyond words like 
racism and quotas in this 
country and do what is sim¬ 
ple, fair and right.” 

Dyed-in-the-wool Democrats 
were using words for Camp¬ 
bell like “Kennedy charisma” 
and “a Republican with a 
social conscience.” Strategists 
were planning to help him in 
the primary. 

It was rumored that right- 
wing “B-l Bob” Dornan was 
planning to enter the 
senatorial race, which would 
have drawn ultra-conservative 
votes away from candidate 
Bruce Herschensohn. 

However, Dornan decided 
not to run, which leaves 
Campbell a more difficult pri¬ 
mary. ▼

Guadalajara Actions 
Protested at Consulate

Angered at the cancella¬ 
tion of the 13th World Confer¬ 
ence of the International Les¬ 
bian and Gay Association in 
Guadalajara, Mexico, gay ac¬ 
tivists took their protest to 
the Mexican consul’s office on 
June 13. 

The Mexican Embassy in 
Washington, D.C., was the 
site of a similar protest the 
following day. 

Last week ILGA canceled 
the conference, scheduled for 
June 30 through July 6, after 
Guadalajara Mayor Gabriel 
Covarrubia Ibarra threatened 
to have delegates arrested 
and said he would not pro¬ 
vide police protection for the 
conference, despite extrem¬ 
ists’ threats of violence. 

Representatives of groups 
including Community Alter¬ 
native Social Association,

Publicity generated by the 
cancellation of the Interna¬ 
tional Lesbian and Gay Asso¬ 
ciation’s 13th World Confer¬ 
ence in Guadalajara, Mexico, 
has led to repeated tele¬ 
phoned death threats for local 
organizers of the aborted 
event. 

Jorge Romero Mendoza of 
the Homosexual Pride Liber¬ 
ation Group said he believes 
the anonymous threats come 
from “paramilitary ultra right- 
wing Catholic groups.” 

Less-militant Catholic asso¬ 
ciations and other conserva¬ 
tive civic organizations pub¬ 
licly organized against the 
conference from the time it 
was announced a year ago. 
They staged rallies, published 
paid inserts in local newspa¬ 
pers, and generated more 
than 100 news reports, many 
of them homophobic and sen¬ 
sational. 

The city was plastered 
with posters and fliers 
screaming “Death to Homo¬ 
sexuals,” “Guadalajara Will 
Never Be Sodom” and “Ho¬ 
mosexuals: Carriers of AIDS.” 

The largest anti-gay 
protest march featured 
singing of hymns and plac¬ 
ards portraying the crucified 
Christ and the Virgin of 
Guadalupe, Mexico’s patron 
saint. 

Catholic Cardinal Juan Je¬ 
sus Posadas Ocampo called 
the conference “a slap in the 
face to the city’s dignity.” 

Ironically, HPLG wel¬ 
comed the publicity. “We 
moved from the crime section 
to the front page,” Romero 
Mendoza said, “and that is a 
great success — it has never 
happened before. 

“We are in the most impor¬ 
tant sections of the radio and 
TV and the papers. There are 
editorials everywhere talking 
about us as human beings, as 
citizens, not as ‘anti-socials’ 
and sinners, as was the case 


GELAAM, Lesbians and 
Gays Against Intervention 
and Mujerio joined Queer 
Planet outside the Flood 
Building in downtown San 
Francisco, where the Mexican 
consul general’s offices are lo¬ 
cated, for the quickly mobi¬ 
lized noontime protest. 

Police had erected barri¬ 
cades at the entrance to the 
building and said the con¬ 
sulate had agreed to meet 
with only two representatives 
of the group and that any oth¬ 
er protesters entering the 
building would be arrested. 

Several representatives, 
however, went into the con¬ 
sulate offices, and there were 
no arrests. 

Acting Consul General Ar¬ 
turo Balderas told the 
protesters that he had no in¬ 
formation on the cancellation 
even though he had requested 


before. Everybody is talking 
about gays and lesbians and 
their rights,” he said. 

Guadalajara has several 
daily newspapers. 

The conference was can¬ 
celed after Guadalajara Mayor 
Gabriel Covarrubias Ibarra 
promised to withhold police 
protection for the event and 
to arrest all the delegates for 
“immoral behavior.” 

Together with Zapopan 
County Mayor Nicolas Orosco 
and Jalisco state Governor 
Guillermo Coso Vidaurri, Co¬ 
varrubias Ibarra forced the 
cancellation of ILGA’s confer¬ 
ence-site reservation and 
promised that any other hotel 
that contracted with the 
group would be shut down by 
police. 

The cancellation led to 
demonstrations at Mexican 
embassies and consulates 
worldwide. At press time, 
protests had taken place in 
New York, San Francisco, 
Washington, D.C., and several 
European capitals, and many 
more were scheduled. 

National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force Information Di¬ 
rector Robert Bray urged 
gays and lesbians everywhere 
to descend on official Mexi¬ 
can offices and state-owned 
businesses. 

“Homophobia knows no 
national boundaries. Bigotry 
and hatred do not respect 
lines drawn on a map,” Bray 
said. “We must support our 
brothers and sisters around 
the world.” 

At press time, there had 
been informal talk of 
rescheduling ILGA’s confer¬ 
ence in Acapulco, Los Ange¬ 
les or New York, but nothing 
had been formalized. 

The national gay magazine 
The Advocate, which recent¬ 
ly vowed to begin covering 
international news, offered 
ILGA $25,000 to offset 
rescheduling expenses.

it from the government. 

He promised he would re¬ 
iterate his request for more 
information on the conference 
and the situation in Guadala¬ 
jara. 

Tede Matthews of LAGAI 
told the demonstrators, 
“We’re not going to turn our 
backs on the human rights vi¬ 
olations going on in Mexico 
and Latin America.” 

Larry Brinken of the city’s 
Human Rights Commission 
was even more pointed about 
the Guadalajara officials’ re¬ 
fusal to allow the conference 
to take place. 

“They’re disgusting peo¬ 
ple,” he said. “They’re oppres¬ 
sive people. This is just an ex¬ 
ample of what gay and les¬ 


bian people have to face all 
over the world.” 

Brinken said the HRC 
would be holding a meeting 
June 20 at Douglas School 
in the Castro from 6-9 p.m. to 
hear community input on the 
conference cancellation. 

A similar protest was held 
June 14 at the Mexican Em¬ 
bassy in Washington, D.C. 
Robert Bray of the National 
Gay and Lesbian Task Force 
called the forced cancellation 
of the ILGA conference “a 
blemish of shame on the hu¬ 
man rights record of Mexico.” 

Although ILGA officials 
say they plan to reschedule 
the conference in Mexico in 
the near future, though prob¬ 
ably not in Guadalajara, Bray 


said the NGLTF was already 
collecting the names of mem¬ 
bers of Congress who have 
supported both gay rights and 
the U.S.-Canada-Mexico free 
trade talks currently going on 
in Toronto. 

Bray and NGLTF will be 
lobbying those pro-gay mem¬ 
bers of Congress to protest 
the conference cancellation to 
Mexican officials. Rep. Bar¬ 
ney Frank (D-Mass.) has al¬ 
ready written a strongly 
worded letter of protest to the 
Mexican ambassador in 
Washington, according to 
Frank’s office. 

And Bray says gay rights 
groups are already discussing 
a travel boycott of Guadala¬ 
jara. ▼

Fragile Coalition Breakdown 
Threatens Boston Meeting

FLORENCE, Italy - AIDS 
activists zapped a new con¬ 
ference on June 19, denouncing 
the organizers of next year’s In¬ 
ternational AIDS Conference. 

Although the scientists have 
denounced the Bush adminis¬ 
tration’s recent re-instatement 
of the travel and immigration 
bans on HIVers, they have 
waffled about canceling the 
1992 conference, scheduled for 
Boston, unless both bans are 
lifted. 

“The fragile coalition (be¬ 
tween scientists and activists) 
is definitely splitting apart,” 
said Dr. Robert Wachter, pro¬ 
gram coordinator of last year’s 
conference and author of a re¬ 
cently published book titled 
The Fragile Coalition. 

Activists fear that organizers 
will cut a deal, and hold the 
conference in Boston if the 
travel ban alone is lifted. Soon 
after the news conference 
began about 20 members of 
ACT UP marched to the front 
of the room and held up signs 
reading “Ban Boston!” 

Dr. June Osborne Vvas color¬ 
ed with anger at being inter¬ 
rupted by activists, who 
shouted, “Shut it down!” and

“Cancel it now!” 

The scientists on the panel, 
which included Jonas Salk, 
Paul Volberding, Mathilde 
Krim, Jonathan Mann, Michael 
Gottlief and Max Essex, 
representing the organizers of 
the Boston conference, were 
unanimous in their denuncia¬ 
tion of the bans, but declined 
to cancel the Boston con¬ 


ference until the two-month 
public discussion period of the 
Bush administration decision 
ends on Aug. 2. 

“The International AIDS 
Society (which sponsors the 
annual conferences) will not 
endorse the conference unless 
the ban is lifted,” said Dr. Paul 
Volberding, president of the 
IAS. 

But he declined to speculate 
about moving the conference. 

“It’s best to keep the focus on 
changing the policy,” he said. 

It is not clear if lack of IAS 
endorsement would stop the 
conference, or whether Har¬ 
vard would agree to assist in 
moving it. 

The news conference ended 
in shouting and disorder, and 
many insiders consider the 
Boston conference “a dead 
duck.” 

Scientists, HIVers and even 
the media question whether 
these conferences need to be 
held every year. No one thinks 
that the Bush administration 
supports them. The issue of 
the travel and immigration 
bans may derail not only next 
year’s conference, but this one 
as well. ▼ 


Conference Warned of Coming 
Third World Catastrophe

FLORENCE, Italy - As 
headlines in Italian papers 
blared that Italy had become 
the European country with the 
second largest number of 
AIDS cases (nearly 10,000), the 
Seventh International AIDS 
Conference opened in Flor¬ 
ence with warnings that the 
Third World’s AIDS rate was 
about to explode. 

“Studies of homosexual 
men have noted decreasing in¬ 
fection rates since the mid-’80s. 
HIV will spread more widely 
through populations where 
STD rates are high, and in¬ 
creasingly heterosexual 
transmission will become the 
predominant mode of HIV 
transmission,” Dr. James Chin, 
chief epidemiologist at the 
World Health Organization’s 
Global AIDS Program, told 
one of the conference’s early 
sessions. 

Chin predicted that AIDS 
cases in developed countries 
would level off by the mid-’90s 
while the yearly number 
would continue to grow in 
poorer areas of the world. 

“By the year 2000, world¬ 
wide annual adult AIDS cases 
are expected to be more than 
1 million. 90 percent of the 
cases are projected to occur in 
developing countries — about 
half in Africa, more than a 
quarter in Asia, and more than 
10 percent in Latin America,” 
Chin said. 

Commenting on such pre¬ 
dictions, another speaker, In¬ 
dia’s Dr. Vulmiri Ramalinga- 
swami, said, “Many develop¬ 
ing countries are passing 
through epidemiological, dem¬ 
ographic and health transi¬ 
tions and carry a double 


burden of the hazard and defi¬ 
ciencies of underdevelopment 
and of chronic degenerative 
disease patterns of ‘develop¬ 
ment.’ When HIV is introduc¬ 
ed into such settings, an array 
of images is produced today, 
with heterosexual transmis-

sion as the dominant mode, ris¬ 
ing new infections and rapid 
spread in the general popula¬ 
tion.” 

Chin predicted that in 
Africa, the AIDS epidemic 
would wipe out all the ex¬ 
pected progress in life expec¬ 
tancy and child mortality. But 
lest certain zero population 
growth enthusiasts rejoice, he 
thought that the impact on the 
rise in the continent’s popula¬ 
tion would be only slight. 

Ramalingaswami presented 
the Third World AIDS threat 
as a challenge to the in¬ 
dustrialized world to act. 
Other speakers differed sharp¬ 
ly on strategies to prevent the 
epidemic’s spread. President 
Museveni of Uganda, probably 
the country hardest hit by 
AIDS, noted that health ex¬ 
penditures in Sub-Saharan 
countries averaged only $1.50 
per person per year and that 


mothers often had to walk 20 
miles just to get aspirin for 
their children. “Under such 
conditions, how are we to 
supply condoms?” he 
wondered. His solution was 
that “Africans must develop 
strict taboos against extramar¬ 
ital sex.” 

But the next day, Marie Laga 
described a project to promote 
safe sex practices among pro¬ 
stitutes in Kinshasa, the 
capital of Zaire. The program 
includes monthly examina¬ 
tions for sexually transmitted 
diseases and free condom 
distribution. 

In Laga’s study group, the 
usual incidence of new HIV in¬ 
fections declined from 18 per¬ 
cent in 1988 to 3 percent in 
1991. STD rates have also 
declined markedly, which may 
contribute to the decrease in 
HIV transmission by reducing 
the presence of genital irrita¬ 
tion. 

And Don Des Jarlais of New 
York City compared his expe¬ 
rience with dying intravenous 
drug users in New York and 
Bangkok, where there has 
been a sudden surge in HIV in¬ 
fection during the past several 
years. 

Des Jarlais reported that 90 
percent of his Bangkok study 
group reported changing 
behavior to reduce their AIDS 
risk whereas only 76 percent of 
his New York group reported 
cleaning syringes or avoiding 
sharing needles. 

“The speed of the Thai 
behavior change is related to 
the ability of drug users to talk 
to others, to be socially in¬ 
tegrated,” Des Jarlais said. 
“Other countries marginalize 
and isolate drug users.”

Gallo Optimistic 
About Treatments 


French HIV Vaccine 
Shows Promise

FLORENCE, Italy - The 
U.S. scientist credited with 
co-discovering the AIDS 
virus was optimistic about 
finding new treatments, spec¬ 
ulating gene therapy and a 
mutant soil bacterium may 
eventually prove effective. 

“I think in the last year we 
have seen more pessimism 
than is needed regarding HIV 
infection for HIV-infected 
people,” Dr. Robert Gallo of 
the U.S. National Cancer In¬ 
stitute told the 7th Interna¬ 
tional Conference on AIDS 
on June 18. 

“Basic biomedical research 
must, can, and will solve the 
problem for infected people,” 
said Gallo, who co-discovered 
the human immunodeficien¬ 
cy virus in 1984. 

Gallo, whose discovery has 
been embroiled in controver¬ 
sy with French researchers, 
gave an optimistic talk to a 
crowd packed into the main 
conference room. 

Many researchers later 
stressed that Gallo’s work 
was preliminary, and worried 
that because of his stature pa¬ 
tients might jump to the erro¬ 
neous conclusion that he actu¬ 
ally has new treatments avail- 
able. 

“Question the science and 
cross-examine the hype,” 
Britain’s Dr. Ian Weller cau¬ 
tioned thousands of AIDS re¬ 
searchers as the third day of 
the conference began. 

The focus of Gallo’s 30- 
minute presentation was on a 
potential treatment for a rare 
type of cancer known as Ka¬ 
posi’s sarcoma, which is un¬ 


usually common in HIV-in¬ 
fected people, especially ho¬ 
mosexual men, that blotches 
the skin with purple patches 
and can be fatal. 

Gallo’s laboratory, he said, 
has identified a mutant of a 
bacterium found in the soil 
that has prevented and “great¬ 
ly decreased” Kaposi’s sarco¬ 
ma tumors artificially intro¬ 
duced to laboratory mice. 

The compound, called SP- 
PG, is similar in structure to 
the commonly used heart 
medicine heparin, he said. 

In collaboration with Gal¬ 
lo’s lab, Daiichi Pharmaceuti¬ 
cal Co. in Tokyo, Japan, has 
been attempting to produce 
large batches of SP-PG so it 
can be tested in larger ani¬ 
mals and, if warranted, HIV- 
infected humans. 

But because of production 
problems, Gallo said, Daiichi 
has yet to produce large 
enough quantities of SP-PG 
for the planned tests. 

Gallo also described a fu¬ 
ture “gene therapy” that his 
lab is investigating for possi¬ 
bly treating infected people. 

Gallo envisions being able 
to remove immune system 
cells from HIV-infected peo¬ 
ple’s bone marrow. The bone 
marrow is where new im¬ 
mune system cells are made 
before they travel to the tis¬ 
sues and blood to fight organ¬ 
isms that, like HIV, invade 
the body. Because the cells 
are new, they should be free 
of HIV. 

After removing these cells, 
Gallo believes it will be possi¬ 
ble to genetically engineer 
their genes so that they can 
never be infected with HIV.

Theoretically, this could 
eventually restore much of 
the immune system of a per¬ 
son infected with the deadly 
AIDS virus when these new 
cells make their way to other 
parts of the body. 

But Gallo stressed that the 
approach is highly speculative 
and many years of research 
will be needed before anyone 
knows if the method is feasi¬ 
ble. 

Two groups of protesters 
interrupted the conference 
proceedings. A small band of 
people who object to animals 
being used in research un¬ 
furled a banner and chanted 
slogans while Gallo attempted 
to begin his presentation. 

Another, the AIDS Coali¬ 
tion to Unleash Power, or 
ACT UP, distributed pam¬ 
phlets while a University of 
Washington researcher spoke. 

The pamphlets criticized 
the school’s proposed policy 
for dealing with its HIV-in¬ 
fected physicians and medical 
students. 

In the opening presenta¬ 
tion, meanwhile, Dr. Weller 
of London’s University Col¬ 
lege questioned whether HIV- 
infected people who had in¬ 
tact immune systems should 
take AZT. ▼

FLORENCE, Italy - An 
experimental vaccine appears 
promising for halting the de¬ 
struction of the immune sys¬ 
tem in patients infected with 
the AIDS virus, a French sci¬ 
entist said June 17. 

“We have had a clinical 
benefit, that’s for sure,” said 
Dr. Daniel Zagury at the 7th 
International Conference on 
AIDS. “But we don’t have a 
cure against AIDS. We have 
to be optimistic, but we don’t 
want to offer false hope.” 

The vaccine, made from a 
version of the AIDS virus al¬ 
tered to prevent it from re¬ 
producing and to neutralize 
an immune system chemical, 
appeared to halt the destruc¬ 
tion of key immune system 
cells in six infected patients, 
Zagury said. 

Dr. Robert Gallo of the 
U.S. National Institutes of 
Health, who had collaborated 
with Zagury until recently, 
was enthusiastic about Za- 
gury’s data. 

“When a practical measure 
moves forward there’s always 
a reaction, a counterreaction, 
a little controversy,” Gallo 
said. “To me, you heard 
something important.” 

But Dr. Daniel Hoth, head 
of the National Institutes of 
Health Division of AIDS, was 
cautious, saying it was too 
early to fully evaluate Za¬ 
gury’s claims. 

“This information is way 
too preliminary for the scien¬ 
tific community to make any 
judgment,” he said. 

Zagury generated contro¬ 
versy at the 1987 conference 


in Washington when he an¬ 
nounced he had vaccinated 
himself with an earlier vac¬ 
cine. 

More recently, he was crit¬ 
icized for not reporting the 
deaths of three HIV-infected 
patients who received the ear¬ 
lier vaccine. 

As Zagury entered and left 
the hall where he gave his 
presentation, reporters sur¬ 
rounded him with micro¬ 
phones and television lights, 
breaking what had been a 
mostly somber atmosphere at 
the conference, which opened 
June 16. 

The approach, called “cel¬ 
lular immunotherapy,” is de¬ 
signed to stop parts of the im¬ 
mune system that suppress 
the production of helpful new 
cells, Zagury said. 

Zagury hypothesized that 
naturally occurring chemicals, 
such as alpha interferon, 
which usually serve a protec¬ 
tive role, were preventing 
HIV-infected people fromi 
creating enough new immune 
system cells to fight the virus. 

The vaccine contains the 
entire AIDS virus except for 
the genetic material at its 
center that allows it to repro¬ 
duce, he said. In addition, the 
vaccine includes alpha inter¬ 
feron that has been inactivat¬ 
ed. 

The intent is to stimulate 
antibodies to alpha interferon 
that will then bind to alpha 
interferon already in the body 
and make the chemical inef¬ 
fective. 

The AIDS virus kills vic¬ 
tims by infecting and destroy¬ 
ing T-4 cells. ▼

A striking feature of the 
Seventh International Con¬ 
ference is its concentration on 
hi-tech medicine. Such tech¬ 
niques are unlikely to be affor¬ 
dable in countries whose 
health expenditures are at the 
level Museveni described. 

The conference did allow 
one small, peripheral session 
to investigate alternative and 
indigenous treatments for 
AIDS. 

Introducing the session, 
Kaiya Montaocean of the 
Center for Traditional Medi¬ 
cine in New York, noted, 
“Eighty percent of the people 
with AIDS in the world are be¬ 
ing treated by traditional and 
indigenous methods.” 

Another panel participant, 
Tanzania’s John Rutayuga 
observed, “The West is taking 
care of itself. Shall we sit and 
die? ... Traditional medicines 
have been taking care of peo¬ 
ple since time immemorial. 
The rest of the world has to 
take care of itself.” 

Repeatedly, panelists com¬ 
plained of being starved for 
funds. While various therapies, 
from visualization to extracts 
of bitter melon, were preferred 
as promising approaches, no 
one could say with certainty 
what was the effectiveness of 
any of these available but un¬ 
proven therapies. ▼

Jewish Leader Urges Bush 
To End Bias in Military

The president of the Union 
of American Hebrew Congre¬ 
gations, the national associa¬ 
tion of the Reform Jewish de¬ 
nomination, has formally 
called on President Bush to 
ban discrimination against les¬ 
bians and gays in the U.S. 
military services. 

The Reform Jewish com¬ 
munity in this country has an 
estimated religious following 
of 1.7 million Americans. 

Rabbi Alexander Schind¬ 
ler wrote to Bush on May 31 
urging the president to “issue 
an executive order rescinding 
Directive 1332.14 to end the 
Department of Defense’s offi¬ 
cial policy of discrimination” 
based on sexual orientation. 

Directive 1332.14 is the of¬ 
ten cited 1982 DOD regula¬ 
tion that declares homosexu¬ 
ality to be “incompatible with 
military service.” 

Schindler’s letter pointed 


out that “at least 10 percent of 
those who fought to liberate 
Kuwait, and who now care 
for refugees in Iraq, are ho¬ 
mosexual. They were there 
despite the knowledge that if 
their sexual orientation is dis¬ 
covered, they will be sum¬ 
marily dismissed from the 
military, no matter how long 
or how well they have served 
our country. Their patriotism 
must be strong indeed to en¬ 
dure such injustice.” 

The letter said the argu¬ 
ments used to exclude 
lesbians and gays from the 
nation’s armed forces were 
the “same arguments ... used 
to bar blacks from equal par¬ 
ticipation and opportunity in 
the military before 1948.” In 
1948, President Harry Tru¬ 
man issued an executive or¬ 
der integrating the country’s 
military services by forbid¬ 
ding racially segregated units. 

Schindler said that despite 
dire warnings from some 


quarters, “all fears that inte¬ 
gration would disrupt the ef¬ 
ficient and harmonious oper¬ 
ation of the armed forces ... 
proved to be unfounded.” 

The letter noted that “the 
Hebrew prophets ... demand 
that we pursue justice” and 
asks the president to “act in 
their spirit.” 

Schindler concluded by 
calling on President Bush to 
“bring justice to these, our 
sons and daughters, our 
brothers and sisters, our 
friends and ourselves, who 
have been denied it for so 
long.” 

Schindler told the Bay 
Area Reporter earlier this 
week that he had not yet re¬ 
ceived a response from the 
White House. 

“We can always hope,” the 
rabbi said. “This injustice has 
gone on a long time, but to 
give up hope is to resign from 
life — and that we must never 
do

Gay Teacher Fired 
For Marching 
In St. Pat's Parade

NEW YORK - A gay 
teacher at a Catholic girls’ 
school in Queens who 
marched in the St. Patrick’s 
Day parade with an Irish gay 
group said June 11 the action 
cost him his job. 

Brendan Fay, 32, a native 
of Drogheda, County Louth, 
Ireland, who lives in Jamaica, 
Queens, said he taught for the 
last three years in the Reli¬ 
gious Studies Department at 
the Mary Louis Academy in 
Jamaica, Queens. 

Fay said he filed a com¬ 
plaint with the New York 
City Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion charging he was fired 
from the school because he 
publicly acknowledged his 
sexual orientation by march¬ 
ing in the parade. 

After the parade, Fay, who 
said he previously had told 
superiors of his orientation, 
said he was summoned to the 
principal’s office and asked to 
“explain” himself. 

Fay said his decision to 
march was a matter of con¬ 
science “consistent with the 
Catholic Church’s teaching 
that discrimination against 
lesbians and gay men is un¬ 
just and immoral.” 

The school, complaining of 
“confusion among the stu¬ 
dents,” ordered special classes 
to distribute a statement that 
said the Catholic Church “con¬ 
siders homosexual acts as in¬ 
trinsically evil and always for¬ 
bidden,” Fay said. 

Shortly afterward, Fay 


said his contract was termi¬ 
nated. 

The Irish Lesbian and Gay 
Organization, the group with 
which Fay marched in the pa¬ 
rade, said it was “outraged at 
the homophobic treatment” of 
Fay. 

“This is a blatant case of 
discrimination on the basis of 
sexual orientation,” the state¬ 
ment said. “ILGO fought 
against discrimination in or¬ 
der to march in the St. 
Patrick’s Day Parade and we 
continue to struggle against 
homophobia in our support of 
Brendan.” 

Fay said his firing not only 
left him without a job, but 
also meant his immigration 
status was “jeopardized.” 

In order to stay in the 
United States, he must find a 
new employer to sponsor him 
before the end of August, 
when his visa expires. 

Fay said he planned to 
continue “writing and speak¬ 
ing on pertinent matters of 
peace and justice and contin¬ 
ue to be active in the Irish 
community, especially in this 
time of AIDS and homopho¬ 
bia.” 

“If my parents, sister and 
brother could warmly accept 
me and embrace me as an 
openly gay member of our 
family surely it is now time 
that my religious community, 
the Roman Catholic Church, 
acknowledge, embrace and 
support its gay sons and les¬ 
bian daughters,” Fay added.

Australian Military Targets Gays 

According to an expose in the Australian gay magazine 
Outrage, a special squad of undercover agents from the 
Royal Australian Air Force is entrusted with rooting ho¬ 
mosexuals out of the armed forces. The magazine re¬ 
ported: “A man or woman suspected of being gay is tar¬ 
geted by the RAAF directorate of security services and 
placed under 24-hour surveillance for two weeks. Every¬ 
one they see or talk to is noted and photographed. At¬ 
tempts are also made to entrap people suspected of ho¬ 
mosexuality. Later they may be put through interroga¬ 
tion. The security team members do not wear uniforms 
and are not seen at military establishments. They visit 
gay nightclubs, even beats (cruisy toilets).” The leader of 
the Australian Democrats, Janet Powell, has launched a 
campaign against the RAAF squad, saying the defense 
forces should not be exempt from the Human Rights 
and Equal Opportunity laws that forbid employment dis¬ 
crimination against gays and lesbians. — Rex Wockner 


Costa Rican Gays Protest 'Boys Band' 

The fast-emerging gay community in San Jose, Costa 
Rica, is up in arms over the Chaplin Theatre’s staging of 
La Noc he de los Gritos y Las Plumas (The Night of 
Screams and Feathers), which, in fact, is The Boys in 
the Band. In an editorial, the gay newspaper Confiden- 
cial fumed: “It’s more than 21 years old and does not 
correspond to our lifestyle, which deserves to be treated 
with respect, not ridiculed and stereotyped all over 
again. ... It will attract the morbid heterosexual public 
and reaffirm a depressing and distorted image of homo¬ 
sexuals.” It is the first gay play ever staged in Costa 
Rica. Directors Jose Elizondo and Eduardo Zuniga re¬ 
sponded: “As responsible artists, we forcefully defend 
freedom of expression, the free interplay of ideas and 
freedom of thought. The fact that a certain polemic has 
been created around our production, which you (ac¬ 
tivists) are tangled up with, fills us with satisfaction. In a 
world where it would seem we’re rapidly losing the 
healthy habit of thinking, it’s a triumph that you are oc¬ 
cupied with discussing our production.”

Gay Community Split 
Over Mass. Governor

Massachusetts Gov. Repub¬ 
lican William Weld has been 
hailed widely in the gay press 
for his support of gay rights 
and his political appointments 
of openly gay men to his 
cabinet. 

But on June 10, more than 50 
lesbians and gays demonstrat¬ 
ed against a gay organization’s 
honoring of Weld. 

Calling Weld an enemy of 
poor people, working people 
and people with AIDS and 
calling his gay male supporters 
“sellouts,” the group staged a 
picket outside the Harvard 
Club of Boston, where the 
Boston Lesbian and Gay Polit¬ 
ical Alliance was holding their 
annual fundraising dinner and 
reception honoring Boston 
politicians following Gay 
Pride June 8. 

Weld was to have been the 
featured guest. But because of 
the picket, Weld canceled his 
appearance at the last minute 
and several gay Alliance mem¬ 


bers and other Boston politi¬ 
cians (including openly gay 
City Councilor David Scon- 
dras) refused to cross the 
picket line. About 75 gay ac¬ 
tivists and politicians did at¬ 
tend the dinner. 

“This raises to a new high, 
our community’s ability to 
suck up to our enemies,” said 
one protester, who was dress¬ 
ed in drag as a Republican 
lady, Dyke Muffy (supposedly 
related to Mike Duffy, one of 
Weld’s gay political ap¬ 
pointees). “Shame on the 
Alliance for this disgraceful 
reception.” 

Don Gorton, the chair of the 
Boston Lesbian and Gay Polit¬ 
ical Alliance, who is also one of 
Weld’s political appointees, 
said he was frustrated that 
demonstrators were critical of 
the Alliance’s relationship 
with Weld, “a relationship that 
has been beneficial to the com¬ 
munity.” 

“Gay white men have creat¬ 
ed this fiction that they are the 
gay movement. That’s what it 


is: fiction,” lesbian labor ac¬ 
tivist Susan Moir, who helped 
coordinate the protest, said. 

A major concern was that 
Weld cut Medicaid last month, 
removing prescription drugs 
and routine health care from 
the state health insurance 
system, while he simultane¬ 
ously raised the salaries of his 
cabinet and refused to impose 
a cigarette and gasoline tax. 

Activists in ACT UP and in 
Lesbians and Gays Against 
Weld claim the Medicaid cuts 
will kill many people with 
AIDS who cannot afford cost¬ 
ly AIDS drugs. 

Michael Cronin, who directs 
the Alliance’s Anti-Violence 
Project, was one of the pro¬ 
testers outside the Harvard 
Club. 

“I urged them not to do this. 
I think the Alliance is doing 
the wrong thing at the wrong 
time,” he said. 

Gorton supported Cronin’s 
right to protest, saying the 
“Alliance is deeply committed 
to diverse points of view.” 

But Mike Duffy, one of 
Weld’s controversial openly 
gay Republican appointees, 
was reportedly angry that 
Cronin had not been expelled 
from the Alliance board for his 
involvement in the protest. ▼

Celibacy Is Mandatory 

Methodists Oust 
Openly Gay Minister

GROVE CITY, Pa. - An 
openly homosexual minister 
who has been a lifelong mem¬ 
ber of the Methodist church 
has been stripped of his cre¬ 
dentials at a meeting of the 
Western Pennsylvania Con¬ 
ference of the United 
Methodist Church. 

But the 600-member con¬ 
ference, which represents 11 
church districts in western 
Pennsylvania, also agreed 
June 13 to redefine what con¬ 
stitutes a self-avowed, practic¬ 
ing homosexual — a move that 
could allow celibate homosex¬ 
uals to serve as ministers. 

James Hawk, 26, who now 
lives in Nashville, was dis¬ 
missed as a deacon in the 
church more than a year after 
he confessed his homosexual¬ 
ity to church elders. 

Hawk initially said he was 
celibate but in December told 


church officials he could no 
longer vow to remain so. 

Church officials said about 
99 percent of those attending 
the conference voted to dis¬ 
miss Hawk during a closed- 
door session at Grove City 
College. 

Hawk said the ruling came 
as no surprise, but it was not 
without pain. 

“It’s very sad,” he said, “to 
have grown up in the United 
Methodist Church and to 
have known these people all 
of my life and loved them, 
cared for them — and they 
loved me and cared for me — 
and today to realize they real¬ 
ly don’t love me like they say 
they do.” 

Hawk had challenged the 
conference to assign him a 
church in Pennsylvania. He 
said he believed that other ho¬ 
mosexual members of the 
conference did not speak out 
about their own sexuality for 
fear of losing their own min¬ 
istries. 

Bishop George Bashore 
said there was no choice but 
to dismiss Hawk, because 
church laws clearly state that 
self-avowed, practicing homo¬ 
sexuals cannot be ordained. 


Laser Treatment 
For Genital Warts 
Found Successful 

A more effective treatment 
for the removal of human 
papillomavirus (HPV), often 
called condylomata or genital 
warts, the most common form 
of sexually transmitted disease, 
was presented in Toronto in 
early June at the American 
Urological Association’s annual 
meeting. 

The procedure uses a dual¬ 
wavelength KTG/YAG surgical 
laser made by Laserscope 
(NASDAQ: LSCP), a developer 
and manufacturer of surgical 
systems and equipment. 

The KTP/YAG laser pro¬ 
cedure allows the doctor to 
remove the entire condyloma 
wart — quickly and complete¬ 
ly in an out-patient procedure 
— in most cases preventing 
recurrence or transmission to 
the man or woman’s sexual 
partner. 

Until now, HPV has most 
often been treated topically 
with chemical agents or elec¬ 
trosurgery, which can reduce 
the size of the wart without 
completely removing the virus. 
Severe cases had involved ma¬ 
jor surgery, requiring a hospital 
stay and several weeks of 
recovery time. 

According to Dr. Terrence 
Malloy, professor of urology at 
the University of Pennsylvania 
and author of the study, the 
relatively painless procedure 
allows the doctor to destroy the 
condyloma without leaving 
holes or “divots” in the skin, a 
side effect of other surgical pro¬ 
cedures for the removal of con¬ 
dyloma warts.

Contaminated Instruments 
Linked to Dental Infections

ATLANTA - A medical 
investigation linking the 
AIDS infections of two more 
patients to a Florida dentist 
who died of the deadly dis¬ 
ease indicates that contami¬ 
nated instruments may have 
been the source of the trans¬ 
mission, a federal health offi¬ 
cial said. 

“The two additional pa¬ 
tients strengthens the case 
that the transmission really 
did occur in his practice,” Dr. 
Harold W. Jaffe, deputy direc¬ 
tor for science in the AIDS di¬ 
vision of the federal Centers 
for Disease Control, said June 
13. 

“We still do not know how 
the transmission occurred. 
(But) all along, we have been 
considering two possibilities— 
exposure to his (the dentist’s) 
blood or instruments contam¬ 
inated by his blood or the 
blood of infected patients,” he 
said. “It seems hard to believe 
that he could have injured 
himself that many times. It 
strengthens arguments for 
some kind of indirect trans¬ 
mission.” 

In January the CDC report¬ 


ed that an AIDS-infected 
Florida dentist, David Acer, 
may have infected three of his 
patients with HIV. 

In a report released June 
13 the CDC reported further

investigation suggests that 
the AIDS virus was transmit¬ 
ted to two additional patients, 
referred to as “patients E and 
G.” 

Patient E was identified as 
a young woman who tested 
positive for the virus in Octo¬ 


ber 1988, the CDC said, while 
patient G, a young man, test¬ 
ed positive in November 
1990. 

All five patients “had inva¬ 
sive procedures performed by 
the dentist, and all were in¬ 
fected with HIV strains that 
were closely related to each 
other and to the strain infect¬ 
ing the dentist but distinct 
from viruses obtained from 
control patients living in the 
same geographic area as the 
dental practice.” 

The CDC said a sixth pa¬ 
tient who had sexual contact 
with patient E had also tested 
positive for the AIDS virus 
but that medical evidence in¬ 
dicated he did not become in¬ 
fected by Acer or patient E. 

The Acer case prompted 
the CDC to convene a meet¬ 
ing of health professionals in 
February to consider tighten¬ 
ing the guidelines for doctors 
and dentists to follow during 
invasive procedures, includ¬ 
ing the possible testing of 
doctors and dentists for the 
AIDS virus. 

Jaffe said the new set of 
guidelines is being reviewed 
by the Public Health Service.

ACT UP Asks U.N. for Disaster Relief 

ACT UP/New York and the Women’s Health Action 
Mobilization have appealed to the United Nations Disaster 
Relief Organization and the World Health Organization for 
immediate financial and humanitarian assistance to help the 
people of New York City. In a letter the groups said the 
United States, New York State and New York City govern¬ 
ments are in flagrant violation of article 25 of the United 
Nations Universal Declaration of Human Rights, which 
guarantees health care, housing and social services to all 
those in need. The letter points to the governments’ unwill¬ 
ingness to fund adequate health care and social services for 
the citizens of New York City. As a result, the letter says, the 
concurrent epidemics of AIDS, tuberculosis, syphilis, drug 
addiction and homelessness continue unabated. Further¬ 
more, in several New York City communities the infant mor¬ 
tality rate is as high as Malaysia’s and the life expectancy 
rate is equal to that of Bangladesh, two nations receiving 
UNDRO and WHO support. 

Bill OK's Insurance for Health Care 

COLUMBUS, Ohio (UPI) — The Ohio Senate has begun 
hearings on a bill that would allow terminally ill people to 
use part of their life insurance to pay for treatment while 
they are still alive. The bill, sponsored by Rep. E.J. 

Thomas, R-Columbus, allows life insurance companies to 
market policies in Ohio with “accelerated benefits” that 
could be triggered before death in limited cases. The bill 
has already been approved by the Ohio House. The special 
life insurance policies, or riders, are offered in a few other 
states. The Ohio bill would have them approved by the 
Ohio Department of Insurance under struck actuarial stan¬ 
dards. The accelerated benefits could be used to pay for a 
major organ transplant, heart surgery or treating a stroke, 
kidney failure or AIDS. The benefits also could be used to 
pay for artificial life-support systems or certain kinds of 
short-term institutional care. They could not be used for 
nursing home payments. Death benefits would be reduced 
by the accelerated payment of life insurance proceeds. 

Medical Technician Dies of AIDS 

FORT WORTH, Texas (UPI) — A technician who assisted in 
surgery at Harris Methodist Hospital Fort Worth for more 
than 10 years died in March of AIDS, officials have re¬ 
vealed. The death of Ricardo Martinez was not made pub¬ 
lic, as opposed to the high-profile announcement on May 31 
of the AIDS-related death of Dr. Humberto Guajardo. He 
was an anesthesiologist at Harris Methodist H.E.B. , which 
is part of Harris Methodist Health System. “The decision at 
H.E.B. was made under different circumstances. It was 
made in response to community concern expressed through 
telephone calls to that hospital and out in the community,” 
administrator Chuck Brosseau said. Martinez, 34, was hired 
as a surgical technician in November 1980 and was assigned 
to the plastic surgery service. His main duties included 
transporting patients and handing instruments to surgeons. 
In August 1990 Martinez notified the hospital that he had 
AIDS and took a one-month leave of absence. Harris chose 
not to disclose Martinez’s death because the Fort Worth 
hospital received no calls, questions, or comments from for¬ 
mer patients or co-workers expressing concern, Brosseau 
said. 

Lloyds of London Changes Policy 

After a seven-month campaign by ACT UP/New York, at¬ 
torneys for LLoyds of London have announced the with¬ 
drawal of a policy that contained a clause extending disabil¬ 
ity benefits to people with AIDS only if the disease had 
been caused by blood transfusion or perinatal transmission. 
The policy denied coverage to PWAs if they contracted the 
disease through sexual transmission or drug use. The con¬ 
troversy began in fall 1990 when the exclusionary group 
policy was offered to the 11,000-member National Air Traffic 
Controllers Association, which in turn made the coverage 
available to its members. ACT UP wrote to NATCA and the 
plan administrators demanding that either the offending 
clause be removed or the offer be withdrawn. ACT UP ask¬ 
ed all the state insurance departments in the country to 
review Lloyds’ AIDS clause for compliance with their state’s 
laws. First Missouri, then Kentucky enjoined the sale of the 
policy in its jurisdiction. In May, Lloyds withdrew the policy. 
Lloyds claimed that the old policy was only a draft version 
and that is issuance was a mistake. 

ACT UP to Target AMA Chicago Meeting 

ACT UP chapters from around the country will demonstrate 
at the American Medical Association’s annual meeting June 
24 in Chicago. They want the AMA to endorse nationalized 
health care, oppose the tracking of sexual and needle¬ 
sharing contacts of HIV positives, condemn ail forms of 
mandatory HIV testing, and embrace “alternative (AIDS) 
treatment modalities.” An ACT UP flier entitled “Slay the 
AMA” urges activists to “fight for a health-care system that 
would provide equal access to all people, fight for alter¬ 
native therapies and freedom of treatment choice based on 
informed consent, (and) fight the AMA’s backward AIDS 
policies.” The flier calls the AMA “the enemy of HIV- 
infected people,” charging that the association has responded 
to the epidemic with “hysteria, discrimination and short¬ 
sightedness.”

PWA Ordered from Pool; Suit Filed 

ATLANTA (UPI) — A man whose AIDS-stricken former 
roommate was ordered out of an apartment swimming 
pool sued his apartment complex on grounds it was inter¬ 
fering with his right to associate with a handicapped per¬ 
son. The suit has been called another tool in the fight 
against discrimination against AIDS sufferers, but Judy Alli¬ 
son, the manager of the Kenco-Briarcliff Apartments, said 
June 14 that AIDS had nothing to do with her decison to or¬ 
der Drew Averett out of the pool on June 13, 1990. She said 
she asked him to leave because apartment rules prohibit 
unattended guests, and not because he has AIDS. The com¬ 
plainant, Jerrod Beasley, said he was in his apartment mak¬ 
ing chicken sandwiches while Averett was floating on a 
rubber raft in the pool, reading a magazine. From his win¬ 
dow, Beasley observed the manager order Averett away 
from the pool. Averett, 34, who is now hospitalized in Mia¬ 
mi, moved out of the apartment six months before the inci¬ 
dent. “I’m still real angry nothing happened, not even an 
apology,” Averett said. Homosexuality advocates say the 
suit is another way to stop discrimination against AIDS suf¬ 
ferers, as well as notice that such discrimination violates a 
1988 federal fair housing law. 

HIV Suspect Coughs, Court Cleaned 

SAN DIEGO (UPI) — A Municipal Court judge ordered his 
courtroom cleaned after an appearance by a forgery suspect 
infected with the AIDS virus. Judge Larry Stirling told the 
San Diego Tribune that defense attorneys who have com¬ 
plained his action was inappropriate and misinformed are 
being unfair. Stirling, a former state assemblyman who cit¬ 
ed his experience dealing with AIDSrelated policy matters 
as a member of the state Legislature and a member of the 
national corrections board, told the newspaper he had had 
dozens of defendants with AIDS come into his courtroom. 
While the man was in the courtroom June 10 for what Stir¬ 
ling said was about three hours, there was “extensive and 
profusive coughing and spewing sputum,” Stirling said. “I 
could see the spray from the extensive coughing,” Stirling 
told the Tribune. “This guy was ill. There’s no doubt about 
it.” Stirling said the defendant was asked at one point to 
leave the courtroom because his coughing was disruptive. 
Stirling said he later ordered all surfaces the defendant 
had touched, such as the lectern, to be cleaned as a precau¬ 
tion. But Marion Modrak, a county public defender who 
serves on the San Diego County Bar Association’s AIDS 
law and policy committee, said Friday that Stirling’s behav¬ 
ior was uncalled for and that he exaggerated the defen¬ 
dant’s coughing. 

Panel Urges OK for CMV Drug 

The Antiviral Drugs Advisory Committee to the Food and 
Drug Administration has recommended that Foscavir be ap¬ 
proved by the FDA as a therapy for cytomegalovirus 
retinitis, a blindness-causing infection that strikes as many 
as 20 percent of all people with AIDS. Foscavir, developed 
by Astra Pharmaceutical Products Inc., has been under ex¬ 
pedited review by the FDA since submission of the new 
drug application in September 1990. Astra began submis¬ 
sion of data to the FDA in sections beginning in April 1990 
to expedite the review process. The company completed its 
U.S.-based research program for Foscavir in under two 
years. Foscavir is approved for the treatment of CMV 
retinitis in the U.K., the Netherlands, Belgium, Germany, 
Norway, Sweden, Iceland, Finland, Denmark, Greece and 
France. 

Safe Sex Among Boston Gays 

Most gay and bisexual men in Boston are consistently prac¬ 
ticing safer sex to reduce the risk of HIV infection, accord¬ 
ing to a study released by the AIDS Action Committee of 
Massachusetts. In a survey of 1,841 gay and bisexual men in 
Greater Boston, more than 67 percent responded that during 
the previous six months they had either totally refrained 
from anal sex or had always used a condom. An additional 
22 percent practiced safer sex by using a condom, but not 
consistently. Only 11 percent had anal sex and never used 
condoms. Younger men, age 23 and under, were more likely 
to have had unsafe sex. Access to condoms was an issue for 
49 percent of those who had unprotected sex. Many cited 
not having a condom available and some cited the expense 
or embarrassment of buying condoms. Condom access was 
particularly an issue for the younger population surveyed. 


Surgeon With AIDS 
Urges Testing for Patients

MINNEAPOLIS - A fami¬ 
ly doctor who has been diag¬ 
nosed with AIDS is urging 
some of his patients to be 
tested for the deadly virus. 

Dr. Philip Benson, 39, said 
he performed surgery, child- 
delivery and other proce¬ 
dures on 328 patients while 
afflicted with hand sores. He 
said there was a small chance 
the virus could have been 
transmitted from his hands to 
the patients during the proce¬ 
dures. 

“This is an extremely diffi¬ 
cult time for me personally,” 
the Minneapolis doctor said, 
“but my patients’ welfare is 
my chief concern.” 

He said that the chances of 
AIDS transmittal were low 
and that he expected none of 
his patients would turn up 
with the virus. 

“I sincerely hope this is the 
case,” he said. 

Benson has been given ap¬ 
proval to keep practicing, but 
he can’t perform surgery or 
deliver babies. 

Minnesota Health Commis¬ 
sioner Marlene Marschall said 
the patients should all be test¬ 
ed just to be on the safe side. 


“While we believe the risk 
is extremely low, we believe 
they should be tested,” 
Marschall said. 

Benson, a family practice 
physician who saw patients in 
three Minneapolis-area clinics, 
was afflicted with oozing 
hand sores from May 1990 to 
February 1991. 

He worked with rubber 
gloves while performing 
surgery and other invasive 
procedures, but there is a 
chance some infected blood 
cells could have seeped 
through imperfections in the 
gloves, officials said. 

The 328 patients have been 
notified of the situation 
through the mail and a free 
testing program has been set 
up at the University of Min¬ 
nesota. 

Only one health practition¬ 
er in the nation has been 
identified as spreading AIDS. 
David Acer, a Florida dentist, 
is known to have spread the 
virus to his patients. That 
case opened a national debate 
on whether patients should 
be told if their doctors have 
AIDS. 

The Centers for Disease 
Control says there are 6,436 
health-care workers who have 


AIDS, but Acer was the only 
one known to have spread the 
virus. 

Benson was diagnosed as 
having AIDS in September 
1990 and until then did not re¬ 
alize he had the virus. Benson 
said that when he discovered 
he had AIDS, he voluntarily 
stopped delivering babies and 
went to the state Board of 
Medical Examiners. 

Thirty-eight of the 328 pa¬ 
tients are babies Benson de¬ 
livered. 

Minnesota state epidemiol¬ 
ogist Michael Osterholm said 
the board decided to allow 
Benson to continue practicing, 
but demanded that he wear 
two pairs of gloves to reduce 
the risk of spreading the 
virus. 

Benson and medical board 
also agreed that he should 
stop performing surgery, 
child-delivery and any other 
procedure that would involve 
him putting his hands into 
patients’ bodies or mouths. 

Minnesota health officials 
said they didn’t realize until 
recently that Benson’s skin 
rash could have been a prob¬ 
lem. T 
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One of the objectives of the Vllth International Conference on AIDS in Florence was 
to present the latest scientific and clinical data on the management of HIV disease.

F lorence, Italy-rm 

beginning to wonder if 
this International Con¬ 
ference on AIDS can 
possibly be worth the effort. 
What’s the point of getting all 
this “life-saving” information 
if you kill yourself in the pro¬ 
cess? 

Not, of course, that anyone 
— let alone a professional cynic 
like me — thinks that there are 
goingto be any breakthroughs 
here. 

Still, I survived the endless 
TWA flight, the attack by gyp¬ 
sies at the Milan train station, 
and the cab ride through Flor¬ 
ence that made Disney’s best 
rides look tame. 

Italy is beautiful; I suspect I 
could enjoy it more if I’d had 
more than two hours of sleep 
in the past 48 hours. 

Later. Registered and pick¬ 
ed up the conference program. 
As rumored, they’ve de-politi- 
cized it as much as they could, 
which is plenty. No activists 
are scheduled to speak at ma¬ 
jor panels because there’s no 
real threat of disruption if they 
don’t and the HIVers and com¬ 
munity representatives have 
been segregated off into separ¬ 
ate sessions. 

This year’s conference is 30 
percent smaller than last year’s 
— 8,000 delegates instead of 
12,000, which no doubt makes 
it easier to control. 

Is this the trend of the 
future? The first two con¬ 
ferences, in ’85 and ’86, were 
optimistic. Everyone (all the 
scientists, anyway) thought 
that a cure was just around the 


corner — they thought that 
AZT might be it! The next two, 
in ’87 and ’88, were pretty 
gloomy, as they watched the 
numbers climb and realized 
they had no magic bullet. Mon¬ 
treal in ’89 and San Francisco 
last year were political: ACT 
UP — or concerns about ACT 
UP — dominated the public 
perception of the event. 

This year the pure scientists 
hope to turn back the clock, 
and the distance from the 
activist-heavy U.S. certainly 
helps them. 

As for the Boston conference 
scheduled for next year, well, 
it might not happen at all. The 
Europeans are livid about the 
travel restrictions on HIVers. 
Last year at this time we 
thought this was almost resolv¬ 
ed — but we’ve actually lost 
ground since then. 

Sunday 

ARCI, the Italian gay activist 
group, organized a demonstra¬ 
tion timed to arrive just as the 
conference began. Very heavy 
security, as no less than three 
police forces guarded it; felt 
odd to be “observed” by troops 
with rifles and Uzis. 

A large group of European 
ACT UPers were the loudest 
component of the march, but 
where were the Americans? 

Locals watched silently — 
the local media had been play¬ 
ing up the “Invasion of the 
Perverts” aspects. Tourists 
gawked, except for the queer 
ones (plenty of ’em too), who 
joined. 

A large group of anti-vivisec- 
tionists protesting animal 
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research brought up the rear, 
but it’s obvious that there’s no 
love lost between them and us; 
they’re demanding an end to 
all animal research on AIDS! 

When the demo reached the 
conference it kind of fell apart. 
Activists with passes went in 
and the animal rights crowd 
took over in a very creepy, 
pushy way. 

If that weren’t bad enough, 
this large group of weird 
cultists who worship a sha¬ 
dowy “patriarch” materializ¬ 
ed, swamping the few remain¬ 
ing gay and AIDS activists. 

The opening speeches were 
the usual bland, empty stuff. 
The president of Uganda, Mu- 
saveni, said that Africa can’t af¬ 
ford condoms so everyone 
should just concentrate on ban¬ 
ning pre-marital sex. 

I left early, like most people, 
to hover by the food tables be¬ 
ing set for the reception. Great 
stuff, too, and the first decent 
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meal I’ve had since I got here. 

There was a welcome party 
hosted by ARCI, but when we 
got there we found that instead 
of being free, as advertised, it 
cost 25,000 Lira (or about 20 
bucks). We went to hang out at 
the corner cafe instead. 

About half an hour later we 
heard chants and street noises 
and investigated. A large 
crowd of irate activists had 
gathered and were demanding 
that the rate be reduced. It was 
strangely reminiscent of the 
conflict between ACT UP and 
Burroughs-Wellcome. The 
club owner agreed to let those 
with badges in free, then 
renegged. Then they offered to 
reduce the cover to 10,000 Lira, 
and the deal was about to be 
closed when the cops arrived 
and closed off the street. 

Thus reinforced, the club 
manager decided that she 
could insist on the full charge. 
We chanted “Shame! Shame!” 
and lots of people went to 
Tabasco, the gay bar a few 
blocks away. 

Eventually a rate of 15,000 
Lira was agreed upon — a 40 
percent reduction, or almost 
exactly the price cut forced for 
AZT last year. The movement 
triumphs again! 

Monday 

As far as the science goes, 
this conference looks to be a 
complete wash — absolutely 
nothing new. I was hoping 
there’d be some poop on the 
“second generation” of anti¬ 
virals, something to replace 
AZT and its close cousins, but 
there isn’t. 

There may be some decent 
reports on the “natural histo¬ 
ry” of HIV, tracking how the 
virus develops and what 
predicts who will get sick and 
when. 

Ultimately, this info can be 
real useful in telling you when 
to start heavy-duty treatments, 
or evaluating if experimental 
drugs work. But it also feels 
like a death count — the scien¬ 
tists just sit there and watch 
you die and say, “My, what 
fascinating tumors people 
develop in late-stage AIDS.” 

The schmoozing on the 
other hand is great. This is a 
very European conference. 
Last year most of them stayed 
away because of the boycott; 
this year it’s close to home for 
them. 

Most European countries 
have socialized medicine; but 
apparently the standard of care 
varies greatly from place to 
place. And it’s very difficult to 
get anything aside from AZT. 

But nowhere are things as 
stratified as they are in the U.S. 
— maybe that’s why the Euro¬ 
peans seem less angry, on the 
average, than American ac¬ 
tivists. 


Tuesday 

The activist presence at the 
conference remains slight. At 
this morning’s plenary session, 
ACT UP “zapped” Ann Col¬ 
lier, a doctor from the Univer¬ 
sity of Washington who’s in¬ 
volved in drafting their policy 
designed to pressure HIVers 
out of medical school. 

It was a very tame zap — 
some signs held up and some 
heckling — as anything that ac¬ 
tually stopped the proceedings 
would no doubt have gotten 
the activists thrown out. 

The videos of the talk man¬ 
aged to exclude it almost com¬ 
pletely, and the only sign of it 
was an occasional silhouette of 
a security guard, some distant 
noise and Collier’s shaky voice 
and nervous demeanor. 

Robert Gallo also spoke this 
morning, a lot of self-aggrand¬ 
izing hype, a lot of jargon (con¬ 
cealing a lack of any really in¬ 
teresting news) and a tease 
about his secret “miracle” KS 
drug. 

Project Inform issued a 
press release saying the media 
have given him a raw deal, but 
clearly he’s a master of hype 
without too much to offer. 

He got quite bitchy and de¬ 
fensive when asked any point¬ 
ed questions at the news con¬ 
ference. He was zapped by the 
anti-vivisectionists but it lost a 
lot of its effect because he 
couldn’t undertand their in¬ 
sults (delivered in Italian). 

The mainstream media 
types are going crazy, here in 
the press center, trying to 
figure out what to wire home 
as their lead stories given the 
absence of genuine news. 

The high cost of internation¬ 
al travel has screened out the 
worst of the media fluff- 
bunnies, so prevalent at last 
year’s conference, but even this 
highly professional crowd is at 
a loss. 

‘‘What are you leading 
with?” they ask each other. 

“Gallo, I guess,” is the usual 
answer. 

Because he’s a big name he 
gets the coverage — and be¬ 
cause he gets the coverage he 
stays a big name. 

I come back from the 
bathroom to discover one 
media whore going through 
my notes. I’m tempted to make 
up wild stories and leave them 
out, to see if they get picked up 
and printed in the maintream. 
Maybe I could start a rumor 
that Collier and Gallo are hav¬ 
ing a secret affair? It would be 
meaningless, of course, but 
when did that ever stop the 
mainstream media? 

As usual, the best information 
is unofficial — the rumors that 
circulate. I’ve got to revert to 
my unusual conference mode 
of not wasting time on the 
paper readings so I can spend 
more time gossiping. ▼

Cousins of AIDS Virus Found 
More Common Than Thought

CHICAGO - Women are 
accounting for a greater pro¬ 
portion of the AIDS epidemic 
in the United States, govern¬ 
ment researchers reported 
June 11. 

In a report published in 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association, the fed¬ 
eral Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol analyzed AIDS cases re¬ 
ported from when the epi¬ 
demic began in 1981 through 
Dec. 31, 1990. A total of 
15,493 AIDS cases were re¬ 
ported among women, repre¬ 
senting 10 percent of the 
158,279 cases of the disease 
reported among U.S. adults, 
the CDC said. 

Between 1985 and 1990, 
the percentage of adult AIDS 
cases among women in¬ 
creased from 6.6 percent to 
11.5 percent. 

The percentage of cases in 
heterosexual men also in¬ 
creased during that same pe¬ 
riod. 

Overall, 51 percent of the 
women with AIDS were in¬ 
fected through intravenous 
drug use and 29 percent were 
infected through heterosexual 
contact, the researchers said. 

Most women with AIDS 
were young, black or Hispan¬ 
ic and lived in urban areas on 
the Atlantic Coast, they said. 

But while most women 
with AIDS lived in large 


metropolitan areas, the pro¬ 
portion of cases in smaller 
cities and rural areas in¬ 
creased since 1986, they said. 

The researchers noted that 
those with AIDS represented 
only a portion of the epidemic 
and did not include a large 
number of women who were 
infected with the AIDS virus 
but had not yet developed 
any symptoms or all the 
symptoms. 

In a separate study in the 
same journal, researchers at 
Brooklyn College in New 
York reported that the possi¬ 
bility a baby may be infected 
with HIV may influence how 
they are treated. 

“We conclude that per¬ 
ceived HIV status may influ¬ 
ence decision making about 
treatment for non-HIV-related 
conditions for critically ill pa¬ 
tients, including infants not 
actually infected,” wrote Bet¬ 
ty Wolder Leven and her col¬ 
leagues. 

The researchers surveyed 
247 health workers in six 
neonatal intensive care units 
in New York City about how 
they would treat seven hypo¬ 
thetical cases, ranging from 
an infant with no AIDS risk 
to those infected with HIV. 

A significant proportion of 
those responding said they 
would recommend less ag¬ 
gressive treatment for non 
HIV-related conditions for in¬ 
fants at risk for HIV. ▼

WASHINGTON - Two 
cousins of the AIDS virus, 
one of which may cause 
leukemia and a degenerative 
nerve disorder, appear more 
common among U.S. blood 
donors than previously 
thought, researchers reported. 

A new study involving 
480,000 blood donors in five 
U.S. urban areas nationwide 
found 4.3 of every 10,000 
donors were infected with 
viruses known as HTLV-1 
and HTLV-2 for human T- 


lymphotrophic virus type 1 
and type 2. 

In addition, the study 
found that HTLV-2, which 
had been all but unknown in 
the United States before 1988, 
was just as common as 
HTLV-1, which surprised re¬ 
searchers, said Helen Lee, 
who led the study. 

Blood donors are routinely 
screened for the viruses and 
no blood is accepted from 
those who test positively. But 
Lee said the findings indicate 
more research is needed into 
the viruses and better notifi¬ 


cation is needed of donors 
who test positively. 

The viruses belong to the 
same family of viruses as the 
human immunodeficiency 
virus. 

HTLV-1 may cause 
leukemia or lymphoma and a 
degenerative neurologic dis¬ 
ease called tropical spastic 
paraparesis, although not nec¬ 
essarily in all those infected. 

HTLV-2 has not been con¬ 
clusively shown to cause any 
disease. Before 1988 only four 
documented cases of HTLV-2 
infection had been reported.

Hannan 

Thomas Aloysius Hannan, 
founder of two innovative 
groups to access AIDS drugs, 
died of AIDS June 4, 1991, at 
his home in Manhattan. He 
was 40 years old. 

Hannan recognized early 
the untapped potential of 
community-based doctors and 
their patients to study AIDS 
drugs faster, more humanely 
and with better science than in 
the traditional hospital setting. 
In 1987 he founded, with 
Mathilde Krim, Ph.D., Joe Son- 
nabend, M.D., and Michael 
Callen, the pioneering Com¬ 
munity Research Initiative and 
served as its director. Four 
years later, Hannan’s vision of 
community-based research is 
funded by the federal govern¬ 
ment and is becoming wide¬ 
spread, for both AIDS and 
other diseases. 

Hannan also spearheaded 
the non-profit buyers’ club 
movement, founding the Peo¬ 
ple with AIDS Health Group, 
an unprecedented effort at 
PWA self empowerment. The 
health group, though making 
no medical claims, recognizes 
and procures promising AIDS 
drugs, often directly contraven¬ 
ing policies of the Food and 
Drug Administration and 
private commercial patent 
holders. Its genesis was the 
1987 demand for egg lipids. To¬ 
day, there are dozens of non¬ 
profit buyers’ clubs located 
throughout the country, serv¬ 
ing thousands of people and 
distributing dozens of 
substances. 

Hannan also financed and 
organized the New York arm 
of Project Inform’s 1989 
underground study of the 
Chinese product Compound 
Q, a potent anti-viral. The 
study indicated Compound Q’s 
promise and risk in advance of 
widespread home infusion. Its 
organizers quickly arranged to 
present their findings to the 
FDA, and successfully per¬ 
suaded the regulatory giant to 
speed up formal trials of the 
drug. 

Hannan won the original 
Mineshaft Man contest in 1976. 
With his leprechaun antics, 
devilish wit, and magnetic 
physical and personal appeal, 
the short (5'5") and humpy 
Hannan was much in demand 
at the notorious backroom bar. 

He is survived by his on- 
again and off-again companion 
of 15 years, Carl Goodman, his 
parents and brother in 
southern New Jersey, and hun¬ 
dreds of friends and col¬ 
leagues. ▼

At that point Waddell, 
who was the process server, 
blocked the younger Sheldon 
from closing the door and 
served him with the subpoe¬ 
na. A brief melee followed as 
father and son Sheldon tried 
to close the door while ACT 
UP kept it open. 

Steve Sheldon then al¬ 
legedly grabbed Waddell, put 
him into a headlock and hit 
him in the ribs. 

They wrestled a bit until 
Waddell reversed the hold, 
got Steve Sheldon into a 
headlock and let him go. 
Steve then went after Bob 
Whyte, allegedly hitting him 
in the chest and tried to place 
the ACT UP members under 
citizen’s arrest. 

Meanwhile, Lou Sheldon 
was hiding in the reception¬ 
ist’s area behind a plastic par¬ 
tition and not served. 

Later, Whyte said that he 
did not take the fight serious¬ 
ly because Sheldon was a 
“wimp” and did not know 
how to use his hands in a 
fight. 

“It was really sad,” said 
Dave Barton, who was raised 
a Christian fundamentalist 
and is one of the five original¬ 
ly arrested at the symposium 
last March. “Steve complete¬ 
ly lost it. He was red faced, 
close to tears. I don’t rejoice 
in my enemy’s pain. This 
guy’s pretty pathetic.” 

By several accounts the Or¬ 
ange County police waited 
until the shoving died down 
before they stepped in to stop 
the fracas. 

According to Barton, Steve 
Sheldon became angry with 
the police saying, “We had a 
contract (meaning, Barton as¬ 
sumed, an agreement) with 
you,” to which a police officer 
replied, “You were supposed 
to keep the door shut.” 

In a subsequent phone in¬ 
terview the Rev. Lou Sheldon 


it or not.” 

Dr. Paul Cameron, a con¬ 
sultant to Rep. William Dan- 
nemeyer and described by Di¬ 
amond as the “most rabid of 
the anti-gay propagandists,” 
links gays to mass murder 
and child molestation and is a 
leading proponent that gays 
should be quarantined to stop 
the spread of AIDS. 

On a radio show while 
quoting Thomas Jefferson, 
Cameron said, “Homosexuals 
ought to be castrated and ho¬ 
mosexual females ought to 
have a one-inch hole drilled 
through the cartilage of their 
nose.” 

“They are gradually accli¬ 
mating more and more peo¬ 
ple to the idea that AIDS is 
‘our’ disease and is God’s re¬ 
tribution and that it is up to 
the churches to become the 
solution and to stop us, to 
wipe us out, to annihilate us 
entirely. Ultimately they want 
to stop non-heterosexual ac¬ 
tivity entirely. 

“This initiative is only the 
beginning,” said Laurie 
McBride, executive director 
of the Lobby for Individual 
Freedom and Equality. 

The entire initiative reads: 
“No statute or ordinance may 
take effect or remain in effect 
which either makes homosex¬ 
uality or bisexuality a civil 
right or prohibits discrimina¬ 
tory conduct based upon ho¬ 
mosexuality or bisexuality un¬ 
less it is submitted and ap¬ 
proved by a two-thirds vote of 
the electors on the question.” 

The initiative has gone to 
the Legislative Analyst’s Of¬ 
fice and the Department of 
Finance, which has 25 days to 
prepare a fiscal analysis. It 
then goes back to the Attor¬ 
ney General’s Office, which 
will add the fiscal summary 
to the initiative title and sum¬ 
mary. 

According to Mary Whit¬ 
comb in the Attorney Gener¬ 
al’s Office the process takes a 
40-day preparation period in 
all. The initiative will then go 
to the secretary of state, 
which then issues the initia¬ 
tive and instructs proponents 
on criteria. 

According to Kathy Mit¬ 
chell, initiative coordinator in 
the secretary of state’s office, 
the initiative will require 
615,958 verified signatures in 
order for it to appear on the 
ballot. 

“That number is reached 
by calculating eight percent of 
the votes cast for all candi¬ 
dates for governor in the last 
gubernatorial election, which 
precedes the initiative,” 
Mitchell said. 

If the initiative qualifies for 
the ballot, it will most likely 
be for the November election 
and will require only a simple 
majority vote to win. 

Therefore, according to 
Mitchell, the initiative could 
conceivably win by one vote 
and would be law the next 
day. ▼

'Ex' and 'Chron' Drag Their Feet 
On San Jose Bashing Story 


by Keith Clark 

The failure of San Francis¬ 
co’s two daily newspapers, 
the Chronicle and the Exam¬ 
iner, to carry any coverage of 
the videotaped assault of 
William Kiley in San Jose has 
caused activists to accuse the 
papers of “a second bashing” 
in the otherwise widely publi¬ 
cized case. 

The story, including a brief 
segment of the actual video¬ 
tape showing Kiley being at¬ 
tacked, apparently without 
provocation, broke last Friday 
on KPIX-TV (Channel 5) and 
was quickly picked up by oth¬ 
er local television stations as 
well as CNN, the national 
news network on cable TV. 

The San Jose Mercury 
News featured it the next 
day as its lead story on the 
paper’s front page and has 


run follow-up stories almost 
daily since then. The Associ¬ 
ated Press also ran a national 
wire story on the assault that 
was in the other Bay Area 
newspapers by Sunday. Even 
the archconservative Contra 
Costa Times ran the AP re¬ 
port fairly prominently in its 
Sunday, June 16, edition. 

But city readers went with¬ 
out the story until Tuesday, 
June 18, when the Examiner 
finally broke its journalistic si¬ 
lence on the brutal South Bay 
assault — four days after the 
story of the beating broke 
elsewhere in the area. Both 
the Examiner and the 
Chronicle have news bureaus 
in San Jose and had access to 
the AP wire story as well, but 
apparently didn’t consider it 
worth carrying. 

Byron Potts, co-chair of 
GLAAD/SFBA, the media 


watchdog group, said, “The 
San Francisco Chronicle and 
San Francisco Examiner 
added a second bashing to 
Mr. Kiley by their failure to 
treat this incident seriously. 
Although the Chronicle and 
Examiner have dramatically 
improved over the last two 
years, this defamation by 
omission indicates that both 
newspapers are still plagued 
by residual homophobia. 
GLAAD’s work is still far 
from complete — even with 
the San Francisco dailies — in 
getting equitable media treat¬ 
ment of lesbians and gays.” 

Potts said the organiza¬ 
tion’s media committee was 
“not very happy” over the pa¬ 
pers’ apparent failure to treat 
the story very seriously and 
said the group was currently 
formulating its response over 
the issue. ▼

San Jose Police on June 18 
said three felony charges had 
been lodged against the 
youth, whose identity they re¬ 
fused to release because he is 
a juvenile. 

San Jose Police Officer 
Veronica Damon said the 
teen-ager had been charged 
with violation of someone’s 
civil rights, battery causing se¬ 
rious bodily injury and assault 
with a deadly weapon. 

The latter charge was a re¬ 
sult of the youth using his 
feet to kick Kiley in the al¬ 
leged assault. 

The teen surrendered to San 
Jose police late June 18. 

Despite the seriousness of 
the charges and the dramatic 
nature of the videotaped evi¬ 
dence, hate crimes are diffi¬ 
cult to prove, prosecutors say. 

Deputy District Attorney 
Anastasia Steinberg, who di¬ 
rects Santa Clara County’s 
hate crimes unit, said their of¬ 
fice has prosecuted two hate- 
related crimes this year and 
failed to convict in either 
case. 

“You have to prove what 
the perpetrator was thinking, 
that the motive for the assault 
was bias. And that’s very dif¬ 
ficult to do,” she said. 

Kiley said he set up his 
video camera in the front 
window of his home across 
the street on the advice of an 
attorney who told him he had 
no proof of the family’s con¬ 
tinuing harassment of him. 

Following the videotaped 
beating of Rodney King by 
police officers in Los Angeles, 
it is a tactic some lawyers are 
now advising their clients to 
use as well. 

Although the 17-year-old is 
legally a minor, it is clear in 
the video that he is taller and 
huskier than Kiley, who de¬ 
scribed him as a “heavily tat¬ 
tooed skinhead.” 

The family are also report¬ 
edly members of a local fun¬ 
damentalist church in San 
Jose. 

The video shows the youth 
shouting at Kiley in front of 
the rental property as Kiley 
waters the front lawn. The 
teen-ager dances around Ki¬ 
ley briefly and tries to knock 
the hose from Kiley’s hand. ' 

When Kiley doesn’t re¬ 
spond to the taunting, seem¬ 
ingly ignoring the youth, the 
young man suddenly leaps 
forward and punches Kiley in 
the face. Even though the au-

dio microphone is completely 
across the street, the sounds 
of the blows as they hit Kiley 
are brutally clear. 

The tape shows Kiley then 
turning the garden hose on 
the youth who rips his own 
shirt off and begins attacking 
Kiley, repeatedly hitting and 
kicking the man. 

During the assault, the 
teen-ager can be heard clearly 
saying, “Fucking faggot!” as 
he punches and kicks the 
man. 

The tape ends shortly after 
members of the youth’s fami¬ 
ly come out of their next-door 
home. One of the family mem¬ 
bers can also be heard calling 
Kiley a “God damn faggot” as 
well. 

At no point does the tape 
show Kiley provoking an at¬ 
tack or even fighting back. 

A 12-year-old boy and 
neighbor, Erick Deitrick, who 
witnessed the assault, con¬ 
firmed Kiley’s claim that he 
had done nothing to provoke 
the attack. 

“He (Kiley) didn’t throw 
anything he didn’t do any¬ 
thing,” Deitrick said. “He was 
just protecting himself.” 

Authorities said Kiley 
called police the evening of 
the assault but no arrest was 
made at the time because he 
said he was too upset to go 
near the house. Police offi¬ 
cials said they were unaware 
of the videotape until it aired 
on local TV stations here. 

Acting San Jose Police 
Chief Fred Abram said police 
were still investigating the in¬ 
cident and interviewing wit¬ 
nesses. Although Abram de¬ 
clined to comment on the 
case at this point, he said, 
“Gay bashing is a hate crime 
and that is one of our top pri¬ 
orities. We will not put up 
with anything like this.” 

San Jose Mayor Susan 
Hammer, who saw the video¬ 
tape on television, said she 
was “horrified and angry and 
sickened by seeing that kind 
of assault. My position is not 
to tolerate hate crimes in San 


Jose. I’m sick to my stomach 
that this kind of thing goes on 
in the city.” 

Kiley, a 20-year resident of 
the Willow Glen section of 
San Jose, did volunteer work 
during Hammer’s campaign 
last year and she said she 
knew him slightly. 

She described him as “soft- 
spoken and gentle,” and said 
she doubted he could have 
provoked the assault. 

None of the family mem¬ 
bers have been available to 
comment on the incident 
since the videotape was 
shown on television, and have 
reportedly left town. 

But one TV reporter who 
went to the family’s home be¬ 
fore the news broadcasts 
aired Friday night inter¬ 
viewed a young woman iden¬ 
tified as the teen-age boy’s sis- 
ter. 

The girl said, “Why is this 
going to be on the news? This 
was a simple little fist fight. I 
don’t believe he was put in a 
hospital for it though. This 
goes on a lot. Why would you 
guys pick this?” 

Sunday evening scores of 
members of Queer Nation 
showed up on the quiet resi¬ 
dential street for an unusually 
subdued show of support for 
the assaulted man. 

Queer Nationals carried 
only small rainbow flags and 
went door to door talking 
with neighbors about anti-gay 
violence and homophobia. 

Kiley said that he appreci¬ 
ated the show of support 
coming from the lesbian and 
gay community and had 
urged Queer Nation to keep 
their action on the street 
tame. 

Santa Clara County Hu¬ 
man Relations Commission 
Director Jim McEntee said 
the Kiley assault will be on 
the agency’s agenda at its 
June 25 meeting at 6 p.m. at 
the County Building at 70 W. 
Hedding. 

He also said that nearly a 
third of the occurrences re¬ 
ported to the HRC during the 
past year involved anti-gay in¬ 
cidents, an alarmingly high 
figure. 

Among them were three 
assaults reported on patrons 
leaving Club St. John, a popu¬ 
lar gay bar in San Jose since 
the beginning of the year. 
And shortly before the city’s 
first lesbian/gay pride parade 
was held June 9, a series of 
municipal bus ads for the 
event were defaced in what 
organizers called “systematic” 
vandalism. ▼

rights bill. 

“There is no substitute for 
having a place at the table. Is¬ 
sues that affect lesbians and 
gay men just don’t affect the 
general population in the 
same way,” Nolan said. 

With regard to AIDS, 
Nolan said he would work to 
permanently remove the INS 
proscriptions against HIV-pos¬ 
itive people from entering 
this country. 

And the supervisor also 
said he would be active in 
drafting legislation to remove 
prohibitions against gays and 
lesbians in the military. 

The field of candidates for 
the 12th District race is not 
yet complete, and Nolan is 
sure that it won’t be until af¬ 
ter redistricting is completed. 
Presently, the 12th District 
lies mostly in Santa Clara 
County, reaching clear to 
Gilroy and Santa Cruz. Por¬ 
tions of San Mateo County 
are also included, mainly 
Menlo Park and Hillsbor¬ 
ough. 

The California Legislature 
must complete its work on re¬ 
districting by Sept. 13 and 
send its findings to the gover¬ 
nor, who is supposed to make 
a decision by mid-October. 

“But I am sure it will go 
right into the courts,” Nolan 
said. 

He believes that the provi¬ 
sions concerning minority 
considerations in the Voting 
Rights Act will be the basis 
for challenging the acceptabil¬ 
ity of any redistricting. 

Further complicating the 
picture is the fact that Nolan 
has a challenger among the 
Democrats, Mountain View 


business consultant Gary 
Bonds. And mid-Peninsula 
politicians Byron Sher and 
Anna Eshoo might also enter 
the race. 

On the Republican side, 
opposition comes in the form 
of conservative Assemblyman 
Chuck Quackenbush, who 
was recently quoted in the 
newsletter of the Bay Area 
Municipal Elections Commit¬ 
tee (BAYMEC) as saying, on 
the subject of homosexuality, 
“I understand there is a cure 
for people like that.” 

Nolan hopes to pick up en¬ 
dorsements from BAYMEC 
and other gay and liberal po¬ 
litical action groups. The Hu¬ 
man Rights Commission has 
already endorsed him. 

He expects some opposi¬ 
tion from “die-hard Republi¬ 
cans, the National Rifle Asso¬ 
ciation and the so-called pro¬ 
life groups.” 

Nolan has hired Dick 
Pabich to conduct his cam¬ 
paign and has great expecta¬ 
tions that Pabich, who helped 
win passage of Prop. K in 
San Francisco and elect Car¬ 
ole Migden, will be equally ef¬ 
fective for him. ▼

Blake said. 

Although the court has is¬ 
sued a temporary restraining 
order, Blake said that Smith 
has violated it a number of 
times. 

“This is not a safe environ¬ 
ment. I thought landlords 
were supposed to protect ten¬ 
ants, but the Public Housing 
Authority doesn’t want to 
take responsibility.” 

Paula Young, the building 
manager, told the Bay Area 
Reporter that she had been

given orders “not to talk” 
about Blake’s complaints. 

Jack Geary of the Housing 
Authority declined to say 
who was responsible for 
Blake’s harassment, but did 
acknowledge that Blake is 
“having some real problems” 
and called the situation “seri¬ 
ous.” 

“Lease action takes a long 
time under California law. 
We’re trying to cut through 
that as much as we can, but 
we still have to go through 
due process,” Geary said.

evicted,” said Blake. “I could 
never feel safe living in the 
same apartment complex — 
he’s done too much already.” 
Blake has been in touch with 
the Hate Crimes Unit of the 
San Francisco Police Depart¬ 
ment, but no action has yet 
been taken. 

If nothing else, Blake feels 
Smith has committed lease vi¬ 
olations. 

“ ‘No tenant shall be ha¬ 
rassed. No tenant’s safety 
shall be violated by another 
tenant’ — that’s what my lease 
says. I don’t think anyone 
should have to go through 
what I’m going through,” said 
Blake.

“I’ll kill you, faggot,” 
Mondino shouted, lunging at 
Lamb with a broken bottle. 

Lamb’s pleas for assistance 
fell on deaf ears, and he was 
disappointed that “no one 


would come to our assistance 
until a lot of harm was done.” 

Arvin suffered bruises on 
his knees, abrasions on his 
hands, and broke his antique 
cane in the altercation. Lamb 
claimed that 10 people 
watched and that the crowd 
waiting to enter the Midnight 
Sun didn’t want to be both¬ 
ered. 

Eventually two men did 
offer assistance, one phoned 
the police while the other 
helped to disarm Mondino. 

When the police arrived, 
they cited Mondino with bat¬ 
tery. The District Attorney’s 
Office has not yet formally 
charged Mondino, although a 
date has been set for his ap¬ 
pearance at the Hall of Jus¬ 
tice. 

Justice is not the only issue 
on Lamb’s mind. He wants 
safety in a neighborhood he 
considers home. 

Lamb said he felt “jaded” 
by the assault. 

“I’m afraid to take my 
lover to the Castro for dinner 
knowing that our gay and les¬ 
bian brothers and sisters 
seemed so unwilling to assist 
us. It has made me very cau¬ 
tious.” ▼

roots in black and white her¬ 
itage, Knapper made himself 
a metaphor for the communi¬ 
ty. 

Reyes expressed his vision 
of Latino queerness, saying, 
“Latinos are twice queer — 
sexually and racially as well.” 
Explaining the trauma of 
queer identity for many Lati¬ 
nos, he said, “To go against 
God and family is tantamount 
to cultural suicide for the 
Latino.” 

Prandini claimed that 
“defining identity is like try¬ 
ing to hold on to falling wa¬ 
ter” and that, for queers, soli¬ 
darity with other outsiders 
comes with the realization 
that “white America can kill 
you.” 

However, she concluded 
on an upbeat note by saying, 
“My difference is my 
strength. If we build a queer 
nation, can we stand on our 


differences?” 

During audience response 
time, thoughtful questions 
were added to the unan¬ 
swered list posed by the pan¬ 
elists in the course of the af¬ 
ternoon. 

One spectator asked, 
“While we’re surviving in so¬ 
ciety, how do we survive in¬ 
fighting among ourselves?” 

Reyes was the first to an¬ 
swer: “Bring back respect.” 
Prandini said that “we often 
hear each other in terms of 
our own agenda, and then our 
hearing may be flawed.” 

After further attempts at 
answering questions, the topic 
got around to Queer Nation 
and its efforts in the commu¬ 
nity and the world. 

Some people spoke of 
Queer Nation in the past 
tense, but Frank Herron re¬ 
minded everyone that organi¬ 
zations are fluid entities. 

“Queer Nation is based on 
a vision of nation, but maybe 
it’s more important to address 
flux, change, as we’re doing 
here,” he said.

taking place in Florence, Italy, 
is the tantalizing clues to the 
answer to this question. 

One study, described by 
John Phair of the Multicenter 
AIDS Cohort Study, looked at 
a group of gay men who pro¬ 
gressed to AIDS within five 
years of being infected with 
HIV, comparing them to other 
men whose health declined 
more slowly. 

Phair estimated that by the 
end of four years, 14 percent of 
HIVers would develop AIDS. 
At the end of two years the 
figure was only 3 percent. 

The individuals experienc¬ 
ing a rapid decline were those 
with a greater history of sex¬ 
ually transmitted disease. 
They also tended to have a 
preference for anal intercourse 
with many different partners. 
Essentially, Phair’s presenta¬ 
tion supported the sexual fast 
track theory of who gets AIDS. 

“Sexually transmitted co¬ 
factors might play a role in the 
progression of HIV-1 infection,” 
Phair said. “Alternatively, 
greater sexual activity could 
increase the hazard of ex¬ 
posure to a more virulent HIV 
strain.” 

There might be something 
to Phair’s speculation because 
it is becoming increasingly ap¬ 
parent, from papers presented 
at the conference and else¬ 
where, that immune systems 
responding to invading mi¬ 
crobes produce various chem¬ 
ical signals that stimulate not 
only cells in the immune 
system but also the HIV they 
harbor. 

As for more virulent strains, 
one study presented at Flor¬ 
ence found that variations in 
even single units of the HIV 
particle’s coat protein can 
allow the virus to evade human 
antibodies or actually use 
them to help gain a foothold. 

That study has implications 
both for vaccine development 
and for the spread of HIV to 
people who were fortunate 
enough to have built antibody 
resistance to the virus’ inva¬ 
sion all by themselves. 

Once HIV has taken up 
residence within human im¬ 
mune system cells, there are 
still powerful natural con¬ 
straints to its spreading within 
the body and triggering AIDS. 
Jay Levy’s team at the Univer-

rade in the back of a paddy 
wagon, sources in Fresno say 
that Bates “made the parade.” 

The arrest made the day 
for Bates as well. 

“I was having the ultra-best 
time with the police. It was as 
though I were on a field trip. 
They explained everything to 
me,” Bates said. 

According to Bates, when 
police asked him for a state¬ 
ment, he told them, “In my 
line of activism being arrested 
is like receiving an Academy 
Award. Thank you. I’m so ex¬ 
cited.” 

Bates plans to plead not 
guilty to any charges pressed 
against him. 

“I consider this an act of 
civil disobedience against the 
enemy. I don’t particularly 
care for violence,” he said. 

The Fresno County District 
Attorney’s Office told the Bay 
Area Reporter on June 19 that 
Glen Bates would not be 
charged. ▼ 


sity of California at San Fran¬ 
cisco has been working for 
years to find a molecule ap¬ 
parently produced by a family 
of immune cells known as CD8 
cells. 

In test tube experiments, 
some chemical secreted by 
these cells blocks HIV replica¬ 
tion in the CD4 immune cells 
infected by HIV. Long-term 
survivors have been found to 
have high levels of these CD8 
cells. 

Levy’s team presented fur¬ 
ther data on the power of their 
molecule in Florence, but the 
long awaited discovery of the 
substance’s molecular struc¬ 
ture still seems far off. 

And the potential of using 
this natural material as an 
AIDS treatment remains com¬ 
pletely conjectural despite 
Levy’s hopes. 

There is nevertheless some 
grounds for hope about ar¬ 
tificially lengthening HIVers’ 
survival time. George Lemp, 
chief of the AIDS Surveillance 
Office at the San Francisco 
Department of Public Health, 
continued at the Florence con¬ 
ference his series of reports 
about the lengthening of sur¬ 
vival time after AIDS diagno¬ 
sis. The average life of PWAs 
has increased from 10 months 
to nearly two years in San 
Francisco. 

This meager figure is 
nothing to get excited about, 
especially since similar im¬ 


provement was not observed 
among women. But women 
are likely to be diagnosed later 
than men and less likely to 
receive treatment. 

Among men and women 
alike, survival times for those 
receiving AZT or other treat¬ 
ments averaged twice as long 
as for untreated PWAs. 

Interestingly, those who 
were treated only with aerosol 
pentamidine (to prevent pneu- 
mocystis pneumonia) are do¬ 
ing just as well as those who 
are also taking AZT. This 
observation underlines the im¬ 
portance of avoiding illnesses 
when one’s immune system is 
depressed by HIV. 

Bouts of opportunistic infec¬ 
tions tend to lead to further 
reductions in immune cell 
populations and further oppor¬ 
tunistic infections or lymph 
cancer. 

The necessity of keeping 
CD4 (or helper T-cell) counts 
above 50 per cubic millimeter 
(normal is about 1,000) was 
convincingly argued in Flor¬ 
ence by Robert Yarchoan of 
the National Cancer Institute. 

The helper T-cell compo¬ 
nent of the immune system is 
the part most damaged by HIV 
infection, and Yarchoan 
related that in his study: “The 
median survival for patients 
after their CD4 count fell 
below 50 cells per cubic 
millimeter was about nine 
months.” ▼

FLORENCE, Italy - More 
than 2,000 AIDS and gay ac¬ 
tivists marched through the 
heart of Florence on June 16, 
just one day before the begin¬ 
ning of the Seventh Interna¬ 
tional Conference on AIDS, to 
demand a worldwide response 
to the epidemic. 

The demonstration marked 
the advent of ACT UP/Europe, 
a coalition of activist groups 
from London, Paris, Amster¬ 
dam, Brussels and Cologne. 

The demonstration, called 
by the Italian gay and lesbian 
activist group, ARCI, marched 
from the Piazza San Marco to 
the Fortezza de Basso, the 16th- 
century fortress where the con¬ 
ference is being held. 

ARCI’s colorful contingent 
of about 50 Italian activists led 
the march, followed by nearly 
100 members of ACT UP/Eur¬ 
ope bearing a large black and 
white banner reading “AIDS 
Global Action Now!” 

The group swelled in num¬ 
bers as it snaked through nar¬ 
row streets of this ancient city, 
as sympathetic conference del¬ 
egates abandoned their sight¬ 
seeing to support the demon¬ 
stration. 


The activists chanted in 
several languages, blew whis¬ 
tle blasts that echoed for 
blocks and performed a “die- 
in” in front of the Duomo, 
Florence’s famous cathedral. 
They were closely observed by 
heavily armed Carabineri, 
Italian military police, as well 
as by Florentine city cops. 

Although local media had 
played up the “invasion” of the 
city by “perverts and plague 
carriers,” neither tourists or 
natives responded negatively. 

This event marked the first 
unified action by ACT UP/ 
Europe, a coalition begun only 
two months ago. Most of its 
constituent chapters were 
formed last fall. 

ACT UP members from the 
United States were conspicu¬ 
ous by their absence. Although 
more than a hundred were pre¬ 
sent in Florence for the con¬ 
ference, scarcely a dozen were 
to be seen at this march. 

There was some tension be¬ 
tween them and ARCI, as the 
visiting activists favored mili¬ 
tant action but the locals — 
pointing out the heavily armed 
Carabineri — did not. ▼

Our Version 


15th Lesbian and Gay Film Fest Presents 
The Real Us, In All Our Glory and Foolishness 


T he real value of our gay and lesbian film festival lies in its cu¬ 
mulative effect. The impact of individual films may be dimin¬ 
ished by their creators’ relative inexperience or by compro¬ 
mises motivated by finance, but anyone who samples a rea¬ 
sonable number of this year’s offerings is likely to come away 
with new insight into who we are as a community (and where we fail 
as such) and a greater sense of just how much fuller our version of our¬ 
selves is compared to mass-media representations, malicious or well- 
meaning. 

The 1991 festival is short on glamour — no new Almodovar, k.d. lang’s 
Salmonberries turns out to be “not really lesbian,” Gus Van Sant’s My 
Own Private Idaho isn’t quite ready and Poison opened ahead of the 
fest. 

But although this year’s edition is less flashy than in years past, there 
is nevertheless much to recommend. Derek Jarman’s The Garden 
tough to watch but a masterpiece — Via Appia; Monika Treut’s My Fa¬ 
ther Is Coming; the first part of Portrait of a Marriage; Over Our Dead 
Bodies; the Elfi Mikesch retrospective; two solid collections of gay male 
and lesbian shorts; and the program headlined by Pratibha Parmar’s 
Khush are among the highlights. 

These and other films, reviewed in this week’s edition (pages 36 - 44) 
and next, provide a potent antidote to current misconceptions — and pre¬ 
conceptions — about our community. They’re the real us, in all our glory 
and foolishness.

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Truth Gets Twisted in BBC 'Portrait of a Marriage' 

Lies and Cruel 
Deception

P ortrait of a Marriage 
is the BBC’s adapta¬ 
tion of the book of 
the same name by 
Nigel Nicolson which re¬ 
counts the special relationship 
of his parents, Vita Sackville- 
West and her husband, 
Harold Nicolson, and the long 
love affair between Vita and 
Violet Keppel Trefusis. 

Part one of Portrait is gor¬ 
geous, with wonderfully erot¬ 
ic scenes of passionate love- 
making between Vita and Vi¬ 
olet. We learn that Harold 
loves Vita, but not physically 
— his interests are more along 
the line of nice young men at 
the foreign office — and that 
Vita loves Harold, as a sort of 
comfortable lump of niceness, 
but that her passion is re¬ 
served for Violet. 

The growing importance 
and vitality of the relationship 
between Vita and Violet take 
up much of the first part. We 
see them playing together, 
see the genuine love and re¬ 
spect that flower between 
them. 

“Sometimes,” says Vita to 
Violet, explaining how she 
has become more herself be¬ 
cause of their love, “I run and 
leap about and I feel powerful 
and magnificent.” 


In a lovely little scene, 
charged with an undercurrent 
of sexual intimacy, Violet 
takes Vita’s hand and counts 
off on Vita’s fingers the rea¬ 
sons why she loves Vita. We 
see Vita glow in the delight of 
this expressed and expressive 
love. 

The acting, especially by 
Janet McTeer as Vita and 
Cathryn Harrison as Violet, is 
tremendous, filled with lovely 
realistic touches that speak 
volumes about character and 
relationships. The settings are 
lovely, with the attention to 
period detail for which the 
BBC is justifiably famous. 

And in a marvelous inter- 
textual reference, there are 
scenes of Vita wearing a 
broad-brimmed hat, breeches 
and a flowing shirt, striding 
across an open field. The cos¬ 
tume, as it shapes her body, 
suggests a cavalier. The im¬ 
age is Orlando, and reminds 
us of the second great passion 
of Vita’s life, her 20-year love 
affair with Virginia Woolf, 
who wrote Orlando as a trib¬ 
ute to Vita. 

Homophobic Falsehoods 

So why did I open this 
piece with talk of oppression? 
Why do I hope that this film 
will disappear? 

For one thing, the intertex- 
tual reference to Orlando and 
Virginia is not overt. It is an 
insider reference, available 
only to those already in the 


know. Part one is wonderful 
and seductive. Much of the 
language and many of the in¬ 
cidents are taken verbatim 
from Vita’s autobiographical 
recounting of the Trefusis af¬ 
fair. The piece claims to be 
The Truth, implying that ev¬ 
erything we see is fact. 

In Part Two, the facts are 
overlaid with misogynist, sex¬ 
ist, homophobic falsehoods. 
Incidents that occurred 
nowhere in either Vita’s ac¬ 
count or her son’s book are 
presented as true. 

In a particularly brutal 
scene, Vita rapes Violet. 
There is no rape in the book. 
The rape is added, I presume, 
to titillate the straight boys 
and, I suppose, to show the 
audience just how twisted 
these women are and how 
sick their obsession (none 
dare call it love) is. Do I need 
to tell you that Violet loves 


Vita even more after the 
rape? Or did you guess that 
the myth that every woman 
wants to be raped would turn 
up as well? 

The film ends with a brief 
scene in which an aged — and 
latexed — Harold weeps over 
Vita’s death. By suggesting 
that the affair with Violet was 
an aberration, that afterwards 
Vita straightened out and set¬ 
tled down to a life of hetero¬ 
sexual bliss, by ignoring Vir¬ 
ginia Woolf, the second part 
obliterates Vita’s lesbianism. 
The piece becomes another 
straight fantasy about the pos¬ 
itive power of heterosexuality 
to triumph over deviance. 

Vita’s love for Violet Tre¬ 
fusis was problematic, not be¬ 
cause they were women (an 
equation that Part Two offers 
us as fact), but because soci¬ 
ety’s homophobia and the pa-

Docs Look at Gay Life in Czechoslovakia Japan 


Slipping Out of the Closet

T he international na¬ 
ture of this year’s les¬ 
bian and gay film fes¬ 
tival is underscored 
by two thought-provoking 
documentaries, Rough Sketch 
of a Spiral (Japan) and For¬ 
bidden Love (Czechoslo¬ 
vakia). Both films provide a 
contemporary look at the 
lives of gay men in cultures 
that can hardly be considered 
gay-friendly. 

Forbidden Love (which 
plays on a program with the 
Israeli drama, Time Off) is 
the more disturbing film, in 
its poignant presentation of 
the loneliness and desperation 
of gay people in a Communist 
society. It is a portrait of the 
homosexual as social outcast, 
forced into furtive tearoom 
encounters, marginal employ¬ 
ment and prostitution. Faced 
with the constant threat of 
public exposure, and subse¬ 
quent imprisonment for ho¬ 
mosexual conduct, these 
Czech men are shown leading 
lives of heartbreaking isola¬ 
tion. 

Director Vladislav Kvas- 
nicka also provides a look at 
the emerging gay rights 
movement in Czechoslovakia. 
In context, this movement can 
only be seen as an interna¬ 


tional tribute to the amazing 
courage of gay people. All 
generations are represented 
in the film (although there are 
unfortunately no lesbians) and 
their stories are mesmerizing. 

One elderly gentleman 
tells of the drag parties he 
used to give with his mother’s 
assistance, as well as the time 
he was imprisoned for homo¬ 
sexuality during World War 



II. He got himself released 
from jail by having sex with a 
German soldier. And young 
boys talk of abandonment by

T he buzzword in this day 
and age seems to be 
change. Tradition is 
looked down upon, or 
at best ignored. Roots belong 
to other, more quaint people 
than ourselves. 

Braving this tide, filmmak¬ 
er Leigh B. Grode opts for a 
search for the heritage of her 
persecution, both as a lesbian 
and as a Jew. Her film Out¬ 
casts is the fruit of that

search. Grode asks excellent 
questions, and does not at¬ 
tempt a simplistic vision of 
the issues involved. 

Grode spent three years 
looking to document the 
plight of lesbians in the Nazi 
concentration camps. She was 
frustrated in her attempts to 
get answers. “Every time I 
ran into a dead end,” she says, 
“I’d feel like the Nazis won 
the war.” 

Her perseverance paid off, 
though, and she was able to 
reconstruct lesbian life before 
the war and in the camps. 

Devastating Scenes 

The scenes in the camps 
are, as ever, horrific. We’ve 
seen them time after time, 
but we’ve never before seen 
lesbians this way, and it is 
devastating. 

Grode’s recreation of a pre¬ 
war Berlin lesbian nightclub 
is particularly relevant to our 
queer world. The director 
provides a taste of the joy, 
freedom and the sensuality 
experienced by the lesbians 
of the day — a situation that 
echoes our own, post- 
Stonewall community. 

And therein lies the 
unspoken message of the 
film. Despite our claims of 
progress, the anti-homosexual 
current runs deep. We as 
queers need every bit as 
much to take action to en¬ 
force the slogan that has em¬ 
powered Jews since the war: 
Never Again! 

Preceding Monika Treut’s 
opening-night feature, My Fa¬ 
ther Is Coming, Grode’s look 
at where we’ve been is a fit¬ 
ting beginning to our yearly 
look at who we are today.

form of comfort and sense of 
purpose, a way to retrace his 
sexual past. Frank’s obsession 
with getting at the “cause” of 
his medical predicament is 
peculiar indeed — and on the 
surface at least, futile whether 
he succeeds or not. He is aid¬ 
ed throughout by Jose and a 
few of the latter’s country¬ 
men, who take him and his 
director friend to a number of 
steamy (literally and other¬ 
wise) locales. Hick’s evocation 
of bathhouse desire and trop¬ 
ical heat in general is palpa¬ 
ble. 

In a series of interchanges 
between the Germans and 
various Brazilians, Hick not 
only renders Frank and 
his friend’s individual 
states of mind (particularly 
Frank’s vis a vis his progres¬ 
sive decline from AIDS), but 
also illustrates the manner in 
which financial inequity, cul¬ 
tural and sexual differences, 
arrogance, desire and igno¬ 
rance all inform the relations 
between and among all of the 
men involved in Via Appia 


(the film’s title comes from 
the name of a street where 
men offer themselves quite 
openly for sex). 

Important Questions 

To his credit, Hick casts a 
nonjudgmental eye on his 
protagonists. He doesn’t tell 
them what to think anymore 
than he tells us, and they 
seem all the more real — and 
therefore instructive — be¬ 
cause of it. Via Appia raises, 
explicitly and implicitly, some 
very important questions 
about desire (and its conse¬ 
quences), about heterosexual¬ 
ity and homosexuality (the 
Germans and the Brazilians 
clearly have divergent, cultur¬ 
ally engendered notions about 
what constitutes “gay” sex 
and being gay, for instance) 
and also about “cultural im¬ 
perialism.” 

Via Appia proves the lat¬ 
ter, at least on an interperson¬ 
al level, to be a more complex 
phenomenon than the politi¬ 
cally correct might have us be¬ 
lieve, but because the story un¬ 


folds so relentlessly through 
the eyes of the Germans 
(most of the Portuguese dia¬ 
logue, particularly two brief 
interchanges among the 
Brazilians that might have 
mitigated this a bit, pass un¬ 
translated) the film ultimately 
leaves one wishing that Mario 
or Jose had had a camera, too. 

It’s no knock on Hick, 
who shot the story he knew 
and did a fine and honest job 
of it. The portrait of the 
Brazilians is by no means “un¬ 
fair,” but for all its attempts 
to get at multiple layers of re¬ 
ality, Via Appia leaves one 
with the queasy feeling that 
another, significant layer re¬ 
mains to be examined. Hick’s 
effort, which is likely never to 
get even an art house run in 
this country, is nevertheless a 
small gem, and the kind of 
thoughtful filmmaking that 
makes Frameline’s festival 
such a valuable enterprise. ▼

Sexy, Disturbing

S exy, mysterious and dis¬ 
turbing, Via Appia is a 
captivating work about 
an AIDSpositive flight 
attendant/photographer who 
returns to Brazil in search of 
the man he believes (malicious¬ 
ly, it would seem) has given 
him the disease. A stunning — 
on several levels — piece of 
low-budget filmmaking, Via 
Appia presents a curious 
slice of a very specific area of 
interaction between foreign 
gays and men in Brazil who 
engage in sex for hire and/or 
personal pleasure. That this 
portrait unfolds almost entire¬ 
ly from the point of view of 
the Germans is paradoxically 
both the film’s greatest 
strength and what disturbs 
the most about it. 

A simple reverse-Patient 
Zero scenario — this time the 
flight attendant, Frank (Peter 
Senner), is the ostensible “vic¬ 
tim” rather than the perpetra¬ 
tor — is complicated by two of 
the strategies director Jochen 
Hick, a Hamburg film stu¬ 
dent, employs. 

One has to do with Hick’s 
decision to frame his story as 
a film within a film — Frank 
and a filmmaker friend 
(played by Yves Jansen, 
whose character’s name does 
not appear in the closing cred¬ 


its or in the subtitles) are 
making a documentary for 
German television about the 
flight attendant’s quest. 

The logistics of their shoot 
appear in spots to mirror the 
reality of Hick’s shoot, lend¬ 
ing the finished product, Via 
Appia, a spooky tension. 
What we see on the screen 
careens back and forth be¬ 
tween “realism” and what ap¬ 
pears to be very real. Via Ap¬ 
pia is as clever as Hector 
Babenco’s Pixote in this re¬ 
gard, and all the more potent 
because of it. 

The Search for Mario 

The second complication 
in Via Appia is plot-motivat¬ 
ed. Mario, the man whom 
Frank seeks, is nowhere to be 
found. Shortly after their ar¬ 
rival, Frank and his director 
friend meet Jose (Guilherme 
de Padua), who says that he 
thinks he knows who Mario 
is, and in any case can help 
them find him. 

Mario and the search for 
him is basically a Hitchcock- 
ian-style red herring. Has he 
died already? Is he, being as 
he is one of dozens of Brazil¬ 
ian men Frank has slept with, 
merely a way for the flight at¬ 
tendant to come to grips with 
the reality of his condition? 

The elusive Mario pro¬ 
vides Frank with a perverse

Guest Curator Offers 
Fest A Lesbian Voice

S tarting with this, its 
15th edition, the San 
Francisco International 
Lesbian and Gay Film 
Festival has adopted a new 
policy of bringing in guest cu¬ 
rators to assist director 
Michael Lumpkin in pro¬ 
gramming the event. 

“Like nearly everything 
else in our community, most 
of the gay and lesbian festi¬ 
vals around the world are be¬ 
ing coordinated by gay white 
men,” Lumpkin said. “The 
staff and board were con¬ 
cerned about this, and to pro¬ 
vide a wider perspective 
came up with the new posi¬ 
tion.” 

Annette Forster is the fes¬ 
tival’s first guest curator, and 
is responsible for the lesbian 
programs. Ms. Forster, who 
lives in Amsterdam, was in 
town this past March to pre¬ 
view possible selections for 
the festival. As she had not fi¬ 
nalized the lesbian program¬ 
ming, a chat we had at the 
time revolved around her phi¬ 
losophy and the state of les¬ 
bian filmmaking in general. 


Forster immediately made 
clear the double bind in¬ 
volved in programming les¬ 
bian material for the festival. 

“There simply isn’t enough 
lesbian representation in the 
world to meet with audience 
demand and with audience 
wish to see more and more 
and more,” she said. “And 
that is exactly what the festi¬ 
vals create — they create more 
demand and wish for lesbian 
films.” 

Creating a Context 

Another problem, Forster 
said, is that of lesbian visibil¬ 
ity within the festival pro¬ 
gramming. 

“It’s not simply a matter of 
throwing anything lesbian up 
on the screen,” she said. “I 
want to make the lesbian 
work have more of a context, 
to relate the films which are 
shown to the debates going 
on in the community, and to 
situate them in the lesbian 
film history.” 

Lesbian film history? 

“Until the end of the ’60s, 
of course, it was mostly 
negative, but with the coming 
of feminism, there were more

women who made films and 
the context existed in which 
lesbians could be presented 
positively.” 

So the history of lesbian 
films is in fact a chronicle of 
the transition of lesbian posi¬ 
tioning in Western culture, 
and Annette Forster is in an 
excellent position to relate 
this chronicle. For over ten 
years, she has worked as a 
critic and curator of film pro¬ 
grams — films made by wom¬ 
en, feminist films or lesbian 
films. 

As lesbians are hardly in

A Daring Probe of 
Sexual Identity

E ytan Fox’s Time Off 
is a brisk, no-fat nar¬ 
rative that questions 
Israel’s unflinching 
standards of masculinity. 
Clocking in at 48 minutes and 
shot with uncommon vigor 
and directness, the filmmaker 
has created a probing and 
daring film. 

Given Israel’s semi-fascistic 
and militaristic/Zionist bent 


these days, to call into ques¬ 
tion the heterosexuality of its 
troops is in itself throwing 
down the gauntlet. Time 
Off’s bare-bones plot about 
an unsure young soldier com¬ 
ing to grips with his sexual 
identity would be intriguing 
in any country’s art film out¬ 
put, but given the current cli¬ 
mate in Israel, Fox’s effort 
seems an act of downright 
bravura.

Candy for the Eyes and Mind

T he film festival’s 
“The Language of 
Boys” program is a 
collection of new 
video works with styles pre¬ 
dominantly informed by “mu¬ 
sic television,” quick cuts, 
hand-held cameras and bright, 
pretty sets. Everything here is 
candy for the eyes, but a few 
manage to go beyond that 
and satisfy the hunger for 
content as well.

The video from which the 
program takes its name repre¬ 
sents an attempt to bring 
Johnny Quest from cartoon to 
disco-tech and is mostly 
cream filling made up of slen¬ 
der go-go boys with pouty 
lips and come-hither smiles. 

Free Love gives hippie- 
hoppy luv band, Voice Farm, 
a look to match their sound. 
Repetitive, but who cares? I 
could watch the floating 
crown-head boy say, “Wow,” 
till my eyes tear. Tom Bonau- 
ro gets points for his perfect 
use of drag queens and seduc¬ 
tive amber. 

Marlon Riggs is a force to 
be grateful for. In his nine- 
minute Anthem, Riggs in¬ 
forms us of the need to “per¬ 
verse the language” back to¬ 
ward an end that is more re¬ 
flective of the cultures we 
come from, as well as those 
we are constructing. This 
short manages to politicize 
and celebrate the image of 
African-American men and to 
present that image as living 
history, gender pliable and 
ready for the revolution(s). 

In his home movies of the 
disenfranchised, Ken Wood¬ 
ard takes us on a lost week¬ 
end in LA LA Land in The 
Lavender Tortoise. If this 


seems like a documentary of 
non sequiturs, you must not 
have read the mega press cov¬ 
erage this trip generated last 
fall. The film never explains 
where it’s going because it’s 
having too much fun getting 
there. Instead we learn things 
like why to hate Max Factor, 
how Milton Berle’s wife feels 
regarding his endowment and 
that even Danielle “Hell” 
Willis worries about her com¬ 
plexion). 

Smarty-pants Susan Ardill 
creates a witty commentary 
on lesbians, gays and the way 
we interact in Talking Hairs. 
And she does so simply by 
letting folks go on about their 
fetishes, phobias and style 
preferences regarding hair. 
Go girl! (Richard Kwietniows- 
ki’s Guess Who’s Coming to 
Dinner was not available for 
screening at press time.) ▼

Slow Glimpse at Obsession in J Deserter' 

Ode to a Grecian Yearn

D eserter, a 1988 

Greek film by 

George Korras and 
Christos Voupour- 
as, is a ponderously slow 
glimpse into sexual obses¬ 
sion, Athenian style. Chris¬ 
tos (Stelios Mainas), who lives 
in Athens, follows hunky 
army deserter Manolis 

(Leonidas Nomikos) back to 
his rural home town. Once 
there, Christos is drawn into 
Manolis’ dysfunctional family 
and schizophrenic sex life. 

At one point Manolis tells 
Christos he loves him, but 
clarifies the sentiment by ex¬ 
plaining, “I’m not homosexu¬ 
al, I only go with fags for the 
money.” Manolis’ sister, 
meanwhile, comments about 
a local battered wife, “She’ll 
come to heel after a few beat¬ 
ings. That’s the only language 
women understand.” So, you 
say you want to visit Greece? 

Although Deserter raises 
some fascinating questions 
about Grecian sexuality, it 
fails as a motion picture on 
several levels. The relation¬ 
ships between the villagers 
are so poorly defined it’s al¬ 
most impossible to figure out 
who’s who. And with no sex¬ 
ual scenes involving Christos 
and Manolis, Christos’ obses¬ 
sion seems unbelievable, es¬ 
pecially in the face of Mano¬ 
lis’ verbal abuse. 

Mysterious Pills 

And what does Christos 
do in Athens — except wait by 
the phone? He always has 
money, but seems neither in¬ 
dependently wealthy nor em¬ 
ployed. What are those white 
pills the boys keep trading? 
Vague references to Manolis’ 
drug problem are simply 
dropped, without explanation 
or amplification. 

Judging by the perfor¬ 
mances in Deserter, the drug 


problem may well be valium. 
The film’s flat, lifeless char¬ 
acterizations are completely 
antithetical to the Grecian 
reputation for passion, as well 
as the subject matter: sexual 
obsession. The film’s male 
Lolita, Leonidas Nomikos, 
plays Manolis with one ex¬ 
pression — a sneer — punctuat¬ 
ed only by occasional flares of 
anger. He looks like a Greek 
statue but unfortunately, he 
also acts like one. 

On the same bill with De¬ 
serter is an Israeli short 
called Delius (Never Forev¬ 
er). This innocent, lyrical idyll 


follows two young boys hik¬ 
ing with a video camera over 
a mountainous desert. The 
colors are rich, the mood is 
dreamy, and the overall effect 
is that of a bright human 
brushstroke, applied over the 
rugged surface of a sandy can¬ 
vas. In three minutes, Delius 
provides more stimulating 
sexual imagery than two 
hours of Deserter. ▼

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AIDS and HIV Activism 

Beyond Denial and Smarm

S everal works at this 
year’s gay film festival 
concern themselves 
with AIDS and HIV ac¬ 
tivism. These films stand in 
stark contrast to the bland, 
empty fare offered up by the 
mainstream media. Holly¬ 
wood has never had an easy 
time dealing with sex, death 
or homosexuality, so it should 
be no surprise that its re¬ 
sponse to AIDS is to alternate 
between denial and smarm. 

Most gay films, of course, 
are pornography. Since AIDS 
is seen as major turnoff, the 
porn industry has by and 
large chosen to pretend it 
doesn’t exist. Thus most con¬ 
temporary gay porn films do 
have the men wear condoms 
while fucking (a reluctant con¬ 
cession to worker safety), but 
rarely show them being put 
on or taken off. Presumably, 
little Condom Fairies wave a 
magic wand to make them 
appear and disappear. 

Movement-based movies, 
when they aren’t smothered 
with political correctness, can 
provide a vital alternative to 
Hollywood’s blackout. But 
such films are rare. While any 
angry activist can xerox a few 
copies of a tract and post 
them around town, making a 
movie is expensive and time- 
consuming — which makes 
film a doubly forbidding 


medium for most HIVer ac¬ 
tivists. 

This year’s crop of AIDS 
movies is therefore all the 
more welcome for having suc¬ 
cessfully avoided either denial 
or smarm. Dealing with 
AIDS, whether in life, science 
or art, is never easy. The slip¬ 
pery virus seems to invite 
artistic disaster. One false 
move and, despite the most 
honorable of intentions, one 
finds oneself in the midst of 
melodrama, propaganda or a 
boring lecture. 

Addressing the Movement 

Three works directly ad¬ 
dress the AIDS movement. 
Voices From the Front, from 
New York’s Testing the Lim¬ 
its Collective, documents sev¬ 
eral years of activism. As a 
record of our response to the 
epidemic it has obvious value, 
but rather quickly on Voices 
falls smack into political cor¬ 
rectness and suffers from a 
preachy tone. 

In contrast, Robert Hilfer- 
ty’s Stop the Church is excit¬ 
ing, honest and free of the 
sleazy manipulation that occa¬ 
sionally mars Voices. Hilfer- 
ty’s exhilarating, smartly con¬ 
structed film examines the 
preparations for ACT UP’s 
protest against Cardinal 
O’Connor of New York City. 

Over Our Dead Bodies, 
which plays on the same bill 
with Stop the Church, is a 



thoughtful, thorough look at 
“the renaissance in 
lesbian/gay activism.” Less ex¬ 
citing than Stop the Church, 
it is more open-minded and 
analytical than Voices. 

British director Stuart 
Marshall interviews activists 
in London, New York, and 
San Francisco — arguably the 
three capitals of Queer Na¬ 
tionalism — to trace the rise of 
ACT UP, Queer Nation and 
Outrage. 

Although its pace is a bit 
too leisurely at times, Bodies 
shows the connections be¬ 
tween AIDS activism and 
Queer Nationalism and also 
reveals some of the national 
and international crosscur¬ 
rents of the movement. 



Cute Guys' Lecture 

Other films deal with 
AIDS, if not the AIDS move¬ 
ment. Together Alone, di¬ 
rected by P.J. Castellaneta, de¬ 
scribes itself as an “intimate 
jewel” but comes off as a 
cheap lecture (albeit by really 
cute guys). It’s an example of 
another major trap for AIDS 
films — Castellaneta is so anx¬ 
ious to include all of his rele¬ 
vant points that the dramatic 
flow simply collapses under 
their weight. 

Shot in black and white, it 
portrays the post-coital debate 
of two men who just had un¬ 
safe sex. The dialogue sounds 
like a role-play from an intro 
psychology class, as the men 
gradually reveal telling details 
about each other and then 
hash out all their relevant 
medical, moral and political 


ramifications. They do this 
with exhausting rigor. 

Several other works in the 
festival include Via Appia, re¬ 
viewed elsewhere in these pag¬ 
es; Living and Dying, which 
plays the fest’s second week¬ 
end and will be reviewed in the 
next B.A.R.; and Peter Adair’s 



Absolutely Positive, reviewed 
in the Jan. 31 B.A.R. 

Overall, this year’s festival 
is the best gathering of 
movies on AIDS you are like¬ 
ly to find in one place. How¬ 
ever, to avoid disappoint¬ 
ment, you’d better be clear 
what you are seeking from a 
given movie. With few excep¬ 
tions AIDS films tend to be 
enlightening or fun, but not 
both. ▼

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To Blur or Not to Blur

I t’s gender time at the 
festival, two evenings 
devoted to the subject 
that dare not define it¬ 
self — at least not in this city! 

In All of Me, German di¬ 
rector Bettina Wilhelm, 
brings to the screen the oddly 
comic, often touching love 
story of Orlanda and Eliza¬ 
beth. The film asks us to 
question our definitions. 
What, for example, is the sex¬ 
ual orientation of a woman 
who is in love with a not- 
man/not-woman? 

Orlanda is, if we must 
have labels, a sort of male 
transvestite, bisexual, night¬ 
club singer/storyteller. Eliza¬ 
beth, whom we think may be 
a heterosexual woman, is Or- 
landa’s friend — who becomes 
her wife. Hubert — I think 
he’s a man — becomes lovers 
with each of them. Endless 


possibilities! 

All of Me is art about art 
about life, and it employs the 
technique made popular in 
the film Cabaret, wherein the 
songs in the nightclub com¬ 
ment on the action in the 
film. Georgette Dee plays Or¬ 
landa, and her rendition of 
the title song at the end of the 
film is destined for the Queer 
Cinema Hall of Fame. 

The lines of the relation¬ 
ships in the film are as 
blurred as the lines of gender 
and sexuality. The film’s 
weak link is Miroslaw Baka 
as humble Hubert, but Geor¬ 
gette Dee and Mechtild 
Grossman turn in excellent 
performances as Orlanda and 
Elizabeth, and when they’re 
on, the screen comes alive. 
Because of them, the film is a 
gem. 

All of Me

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Gender Debate 

The “Gender Provoca¬ 
tions” program is a mixed 
bag — no pun intended. Some 
pieces work better than oth¬ 
ers, but it’s an interesting 
grouping. 

Bathroom Gender, by 
American directors Carol 
Ashley and Kathy Clarke, is 
overlong at seven minutes. 
The reason, I think, is that 
the image of two women 
“shaving” is not enough to 
sustain that long a time. I 
closed my eyes, and the 
words were terrific. Bath¬ 
room Gender could be re¬ 
worked into a neat piece, but 
in this incarnation the film 
doesn’t make it. 

Similarly, Tearing the 
Veil by Canadian filmmaker 
Ronit Bezalel, almost ex¬ 
plores the dangerously deli¬ 
cious debate of to femme or 


not to femme. Instead, the 
film falls into a rehash of the 
old issue, does clothing equal 
sexual preference. 

The gender debate heats 
up with Canadian Kathy Day- 
mond’s Nice Girls Don’t Do 
It. What is ejaculation? Who 
can do it? Is it really rare in 
women? Why are some men 
so protective of their gen¬ 
dered “right” to ejaculate. 
There’s a lot of social and 
sexual power packed into this 
13-minute documentary. Take 
notes, the instructions are re¬ 
ally useful! 

LindaJLes and Annie is 
billed as “the first female-to- 
male transsexual love affair in 
herstory.” Well, I know quite 
a few guys who would con¬ 
test that, and some guys who 
would (and have) blanched at 
the pornlike treatment of the 
topic of FTMs and sexuality. 
But the concept belongs to di¬ 


rector and co-star Annie 
Sprinkle, and that’s her style. 
The first works dealing with 
male-to-female transsexuals 
were also quite objectifying, 
and some still are. Reading 
through the sensationalist ap¬ 
proach, though, there’s a lot 
to be learned, and a lot to see 
in this half-hour piece. 

The real sleeper of the 
gender program, though, is 
Jollies, by U.S. teenage direc¬ 
tor Sadie Benning. Real dan¬ 
gerous stuff, this. Jollies 
traces the development of a 
young girl’s lesbian identity 
and sexuality, from kinder¬ 
garten to not-so-sweet 16. The 
film techniques are all the 
more fascinating for having 
been accomplished on a plas¬ 
tic Fisher-Price Pixel camera. 

I really hope this woman con- 
tinues to make films. ▼

I always leave an Elfi 
Mikesch film somewhat 
more whole and open 
than when I’d walked in. 
I’ve had a chance to explore 
one or more aspects of life 
that I would rather ignore — 
issues of power, jealousy, ag¬ 
ing, dying or madness. 
Mikesch travels in deep wa¬ 
ters. 

But Mikesch does not sole¬ 
ly explore the world of les¬ 
bians and gay men. She looks 
at the world through non-het¬ 
erosexual eyes, but she looks 
deeper than sexuality. For 
this reason, some will take is¬ 
sue with her inclusion in the 
festival — as well as to her 
garnering this year’s Frame¬ 
line Award. 

However, when I exam¬ 
ined her work, it became 
clear that Frameline had 
made an unconventional and 
daring selection. We the view¬ 
ers are being stretched as to 
our definitions of lesbian and 
gay work. 

Viewing a Mikesch film is 
not simple; American audi¬ 
ences see faster-paced movies. 
And in most European films, 
the actual shots are longer; 
there are fewer edits. The im¬ 
pression is that the pace is 
slower, but the reality is that 
we have the opportunity to 
experience more of a given 
scene. 

Additionally, Ms. Mikesch 
shoots much of her work in 
real time. The impression 
again is s-l-o-w. The reality is 
depth. I like the European 
style, because I like to slow 
down. The director credits 
me with an attention span 
longer than that of a six year 
old. 

When I go to films dealing 
with deep philosophical is¬ 
sues, I usually find it’s diffi¬ 


cult to become immersed in 
the issues because I must 
view them through the het¬ 
erosexual imperative. Instead 
of being able to focus on is¬ 
sues of power or love or sex¬ 
uality, I have to substitute 
pronouns — or work to in¬ 
clude myself in equations 
from which I’ve been exclud¬ 
ed by the artist. With 
Mikesch, though, I see the 
world through her queer eyes. 

I see Macumba and I can 
explore issues of madness 
and reason; I feel included. In 
What Shall We Do Without 
Death, I can immerse myself 
in issues of aging, dying and 
surviving without having to 
bat aside gender-specific pro¬ 
nouns. The double-edged 
sword is that the films are 
more difficult to watch in that 
I don’t have a built-in dis¬ 
tance^ more of my raw 
nerves are exposed to the 
filmmaker’s art. 

So when I see Seduction: 
The Cruel Woman, Mikesch’s 
messages about power and 
consumerism go right to my 


heart. When I see The Blue 
Distance, I connect fully with 
the director’s vision of how 
lovers merge, how a woman 
can lose her identity in love. 

I’m personally going to see 
as many of the Mikesch films 
as many times as I can. Elfi 
Mikesch is a queer artist, 
whether or not she focuses 
only on gay and lesbian is¬ 
sues. Her art opens up a 
world that welcomes diversi¬ 
ty, a world in which gender 
and sexuality may be fully ex¬ 
plored and experienced. No 
one could ask for more than 
that. ▼

explores the background and 
history of the Asian Pacific 
lesbian through a collage of 
photos, art, erotic images and 
monologues. The attempt, it 
seems, is to position the Asian 
Pacific lesbian politically and 
sexually, but the narrator’s as¬ 
sertion that she is now a 
“woman warrior” is a bit 
heavy-handed and the least 
successful sequence in the 
video. 

The series of sexual im¬ 
ages is intriguing, but the 
message is murky. What is 
Chang trying to say and what 
response is she trying to 


evoke with her blur of eroti¬ 
ca, pornography, gender, fem¬ 
inism and censorship? 

Most riveting is her per¬ 
sonal history — her own voice 
about her own past — of want¬ 
ing to be white to fit in, of be¬ 
ing the object of racism. 
Chang has tremendous poten¬ 
tial as a director/performer 
and just needs to develop her 
images to temper her didacti¬ 
cism. 

Exposure is a short film 
by Michelle Mohabeer, dedi¬ 
cated to the late Pat Parker, 
in which a conversation be¬ 
tween two women of color, 
one African-Caribbean and 
one Japanese-Canadian, is 
augmented by the art, writ¬ 
ings and shared histories of 
appropriation and oppression 
of the Asian and African com¬ 
munities. The women must 
also confront the heterosex¬ 
ism of their own cultures in 
addition to the homophobia 
of dominant Western society. 

The women connect in 
many ways as they seek to 
define themselves as individ¬ 
uals and give voice to their 
experience. I would have 
liked to have seen a lengthier 
exploration of the issues 
raised by the women in this 
film. A good format just gets 
established when the film 
ends; I found that I wanted to 
know more. 

All four of these works, in 
varying quality, provide a va¬ 
riety of approaches to the 
question of identity for les¬ 
bians of color, offering some 
of what one woman in Khush 
described as the “endless pos¬ 
sibilities” and the simple joy 
of being one. ▼

Radical Choice 


Pays Off

M ozart was consid¬ 
ered a radical 
punk in his day; 
his music was 
scorned by his contempo¬ 
raries. Cultural tastes change 
slowly, and German choreog¬ 
rapher Pina Bausch seems 
bent on altering the course of 
our cinema culture with her 
film, Complaint of the Em¬ 
press, which has its North 
American premiere at this 
year’s gay Film festival. 

The piece is a challenging 
melange of images of frustrat¬ 
ed goals, embarrassment, and 
futility — the world of our 
nightmares, a vision of Purga¬ 
tory. We are not talking Walt 
Disney here. 

Her film is long — nearly 
two hours — and it took me a 
good 15 or 20 minutes to find 
a frame of reference within 
which to view these vivid and 
evocative images. 

Middle-aged men carry 
screaming infants and small 
children into a forest of num¬ 
bered trees — for slaughter? A 
woman runs through fields of 
mud, crawling under barbed 
wire, calling out for her moth¬ 
er. A young male ballet 
dancer is chastised in class by 
his teacher, and in bed by his 
female lover; but he finds de¬ 
light (salvation?) in the arms 
of another man as they dance 
a three-legged tango. Men and 
women roller skate around a 
dance floor — all are wearing 
evening gowns. Men afraid to 
be men, and women afraid to 
just be.

of cultural icons, some from 
India’s own rich film history, 
are juxtaposed with present- 
day images to create a unique 
intersection of past and pre¬ 
sent. 

The context is cultural 
identity, which is, quite liter¬ 
ally, the background of Par- 
mar’s work, as a contempo¬ 
rary lesbian couple watch (or 
don’t watch) the black-and- 
white images of traditional In¬ 
dian music and dance. 

Despite the double bind of 
racism and homophobia in 
their own endogamous soci¬ 
ety, for the gay and lesbian 
Indians in Parmar’s film, 
there is the affirmation of sex, 
solidarity and strength in 
identity. For many, survival 
has meant playing it as 
straight and as white as possi¬ 
ble, particularly for those liv¬ 
ing in Great Britain. They 
are victims of an imperialist 
attitude that still lingers, as 
they sometimes find them¬ 
selves objectified as the “de¬ 
sirable Oriental.” 

There are the misper¬ 
ceptions of the white gay 
community to battle as well 
in countering the mythology 
of Asian gays, lesbians and bi¬ 
sexuals as isolated and apolit¬ 
ical. The stereotyping of the 
Asian homosexual by white 
gays is as damaging as the ho¬ 
mophobia of the Indian cul¬ 
ture itself. But while trans¬ 
gressing societal dictates, 
Asian gays and lesbians can 
find strength and support, 
even with the added obstacles 
of class and caste — barriers to 
transcend as visibility be¬ 
comes crucial to survival. 

One woman in the film re¬ 
marks that the word “lesbian” 
is, of course, rooted in West¬ 
ern culture. In India, art has 
been an expression of sexual¬ 
ity, and erotic energy is thus 
expressed very differently. 
Images of homosexual and 
heterosexual activity have 
survived for over 2000 years. 
The experience of East and 
West is very different; India,

Not Explicit 

There will probably be a 
debate as to why this piece is 
included in the festival be¬ 
cause its theme is not explic¬ 
itly lesbian or gay, but I’d say 
it’s a bold move on the part of 
Frameline’s curators. The im¬ 
ages accurately reflect the bit¬ 
terness we feel when we 
transgress social rules of sex 
and gender. 

Complaint of the Empress, 
while technically rough 
around the edges, is a new di¬ 
rection in cinema. It breaks 
free of mainstream restraints 
in much the same way that 
we as queers always have 
done. It is not an easy piece 
to view — radical changes in 
any art form are not easy to 
view — but they’re necessary 
to keep our culture healthy.

A film festival series 
of short films and 
videos by and about 
lesbians of color is 
headlined by Indian-British 
director Pratibha Parmar’s 
Khush. Her previous credits 
include the documentaries 
Memory Pictures, on photog¬ 
rapher Sunil Gupta, and 
Flesh & Paper, about Indian 
writer Suniti Namjoshi. 

At last year’s film festival, 
I was impressed by Parmar’s 
presentation on a panel dis¬ 
cussion, “Feminist Theory/ 
Lesbian Media: Rethinking 
Sexual Representation.” 
Parmar expressed her dismay 
at being the only woman of 
color on the panel and the 
persistent exclusion of wom¬ 
en of color and lesbians from 
feminist film criticism and 
theory. She condemned the- 
perpetuation of the “white 
gaze,” “structures of silences” 
and, for lesbians, “marginal¬ 
izations from the margins.” 

With Khush, Parmar puts 
her protest of white hegemo¬ 
ny into artistic practice in her 
creation of a work about the 
lives of South Asian lesbians 
and gay men in both India 
and Britain. 


Happiness and Ecstasy 


The Urdu word “khush” 
means gay, in the sense of 
happiness and ecstasy, and as 
the English word “gay” has 
been appropriated by homo¬ 
sexuals in the Americas and 
Western Europe to define 
themselves, so too have South 
Asians seized upon “khush,” 
which conveys the same 
meaning. And despite the on¬ 
slaught of racism, sexism, ho¬ 
mophobia and imperialism, 
gay men and lesbians in both 
India and Great Britain have 
found a great deal to be hap¬ 
py about in their lives. 

Parmar, the most sophisti¬ 
cated director in this group of 
shorts, balances documentary 
with art-film savvy, as a blend

The Art of Being a Jock

T he SF International 
Lesbian and Gay 
Film Festival hasn’t 
left athletes out in left 
field. “Sporting Life: Lesbian 
and Gay Body Culture” is a 
program of three new films 
that brings together the expe¬ 
riences of lesbian and gay ath¬ 
letes and explores the mean¬ 
ing of sport in gay culture. 
You don’t have to be a jock to 
want to see it. 

Traditionally, men and 
women have been kept apart 
on sports fields. Athletic 
women have been presumed 
lesbian for their decision and 
ability to cross the gender 
line. Just as men in so-called 
feminine sports — artistic ones 
like figure skating and diving — 
have been labeled gay, athlet¬ 
ic women by virtue of the 
masculinity associated with 
athleticism have been tagged 
lesbian. 

No one dares assume that 
the same-sex bonding that 
goes on in sports might also 
be related to the appeal it has 
for homo-types! We’re the 
only ones prepared to ac¬ 
knowledge the erotic edge 
that is kept sharp in rigid sex- 
segregated sports. Locker 
rooms, girls’ gyms, men’s 
weight rooms and ladies’ tees 
are all wonderful opportuni¬ 
ties for homo-bonding, but 
what LPGA sponsor or NFL 
executive wants to hear that? 


Gay, looks at obstacles faced 
by lesbians and gay men who 
want to play sports. Inter¬ 
views with athletes reveal the 
homophobic attitudes of Eng¬ 
land’s mainstream sporting 
clubs and outline the kinds of 
problems encountered when 
gay and lesbian athletes try to 
join the games, either as 
teams or as individuals. 

The third film, Video Al¬ 
bum: The Gaymes, directed 
by Ellen Spiro, highlights the 
sense of empowerment that 
occurs when lesbian and gay 
athletes create their own insti¬ 
tutions — namely the Gay 
Games. A variety of voices 
from all over explain their 
reasons for participating in 
Gay Games III. 

Reshaping Competition 

While Running Gay focus¬ 
es on the obstacles of fitting 
into mainstream competition, 
Video Album underscores 
the ways gay and lesbian 
athletes actually reshape com¬ 
petition to fit their own vision 
of sports. The Gay Games’ 
emphasis on participation 
rather than winning is a twist 
in international sports compe¬ 
tition. 


The contrast between the 
music and movement of a 
pair of women body builders 
and a men’s pair reveals the 
degree to which the Gay 
Games frees athletes from 
gender expectations. Women 
win the gold medal with a 
routine centered around pow¬ 
erful posturing, quick forceful 
movements and flash. Then, 
men tone down the music, 
slow down the poses, and 
highlight grace and gentle¬ 
ness in their show of strength. 

Video Album captures the 
camaraderie, the quality of 
competition, the range of skill 
levels, the playfulness and ex¬ 
travagance of ceremony, the 
diversity of participants and 
even the campiness of the 
Games. While collegiate 
swimmers often shave down 
to reduce water resistance 
and drag, who could be sur¬ 
prised that the Games offered 
a chance for swimmers to 
dress up and actually increase 
drag? 

The Pink Flamingo Relay 
swim competition pitted a 
team of Mario Thomases (yes, 
these That Girls are plural) 
(Continued on page 46}

Homoeroticism of Sport 

It is the homoeroticism of 
sport that Richard Kwiet- 
niowski’s Personal Best: Gay 
Body Culture examines. 
British lesbians and gay men 
talk about their relationship 
with sport, particularly body 
building, swimming and 
“football” (read: soccer). Gay 
men talk about their reasons 
for creating a nude swim 
club, while a lesbian reveals 
the appeal of the Kenwood 
Ladies Swimming Pond. 

The film focuses not only 
on the subjective viewpoint of 
participants, but also on the 
ways athletic images have be¬ 
come icons in gay erotica. Is it 
possible that sports, particu¬ 
larly team sports, are an intri¬ 
cate series of rules and rituals 
that allow men to touch one 
another in a highly homopho¬ 
bic society? 

The second of the trio, 
Maya Chowdhry’s Running

Folks get their dan¬ 
der up when one talks about 
L&H’s “gay” humor — it’s all 
innocent fun, child’s play, 
they say. 

Their First Mistake 
makes clear the boys knew ex¬ 
actly what they were doing 
when they toyed with the ho¬ 
moerotic. Their genius in-

eludes the fact that in this and 
other shorts they were able to 
have a laugh about the very 
real tension people feel about 
same-sex closeness without 
being malicious. 

Also from Hollywood’s 
golden age is an “Our Gang” 
short, The New Pupil, in 
which two girls maneuver 
Spanky and Alfalfa into drag. 
The gender play here is fun, 
though not quite as knowing 
as in the L&H short. 

The others on the bill: 
Vice Badge, one of Richard 
Fontaine’s campier 

“physique” film fantasies; 
Red Light, Green Light: 
Meeting Strangers, a highly 
slanted (against gays) chil¬ 
dren’s educational film; and 
Behind Every Good Man, a 
whirlwind tour through the 
life of a black transvestite 
from the ’60s. ▼

Fans of real-time and quasi 
real-time film and video — a 
reformed Gene Scott (the guy 
on Channel 38) watcher, I’m 
one of them — have a couple 
of treats in store for them in 
this year’s festival in Togeth¬ 
er Alone and American Fab¬ 
ulous 

P.J. Castellaneta’s Togeth¬ 
er Alone is a feature-length 
conversation between two 
men who’ve just finished hav¬ 
ing sex. They’ve also just met, 
so they’ve much to learn 
about and from each other — 
as do we. The easiest descrip¬ 
tion of the film is that it’s a 
gay My Dinner With Andre, 
but whereas we’d heard all 
the stuff in the Malle work 
before, albeit in different for¬ 
mats, what’s refreshing about 
Together Alone is how new 
(at least to the cinema) their 
thoughts are. 

As with any conversation, 
there are times when things 
get dull and one finds oneself 
zoning out. It’s a tribute to 


Castellaneta that these 
stretches aren’t long; in most 
of these instances the film¬ 
maker snaps one back to at¬ 
tention by sending the narra¬ 
tive off into a different, com¬ 
pelling direction. 

A few of the film’s devices 
— such as having the charac¬ 
ters’ names be Brian and 
Bryan — are cloying, but To¬ 
gether Alone’s high points — 
discussions about bisexuality, 
our need for labels, safe sex 
and responsibility, etc. — far 
outweigh the lows. And for a 
film of but one location, 
Castellaneta does rather well 
at keeping the visuals inter¬ 
esting. ▼

Quiet Fear

T here’s a festival pro¬ 
gram tucked away at 
the Roxie that you 
could easily miss. The 
bill doesn’t even have a name, 
but Still Sane, Bodies in 
Trouble and West Coast 
Crones could easily be the 
most powerful program of the 
festival. 

Fear is built into our queer 
culture. We fear the proscrip¬ 
tions of the larger culture, as 
well as its punishments. We 
fear for our own sanity — 
maybe we’re sick, after all. 
And we fear the betrayal of 
our own bodies as we grow 
old and die. 

All with good reason. If we 
appear queer, it seems, we 
can be beaten up. If we think 
queer, they say, we can be 
hospitalized, and drugged and 
abused into submission. If we 
grow old, it goes, we can be 
ignored and abandoned by 
our own. 

In these three simple 
videos, our worst fears come 
true: Images of torn queer 
bodies, shattered queer bod¬ 
ies, queer bodies stunned, 
beaten, slashed and shamed 


into assimilation. But each 
film goes further. What hap¬ 
pens when we move through 
these fears and through the 
reality of our persecution? 
What happens when we put 
ourselves out there and be¬ 
come the object our our own 
works of art? 

In Still Sane, a Canadian 
lesbian, through her ceramic 
sculptures, comes to terms 
with being sent to a number 
of mental institutions — be¬ 
cause she is a lesbian.

the mainstream, how, I asked 
Forster, have you found these 
films? 

The curator, who works 
extensively with the Amster¬ 
dam-based women’s film dis¬ 
tributor Cinemien, replied, 
“The network I’ve established 
in the course of ten years — 
people I know tell me they’re 
making a film.

against, or perhaps beside, a 
team of mermaids, another 
led by Wonder Woman and 
the rest simply have to be 
seen to be believed. 

Although the Games offer 
sex-segregated competition, 
many athletes choose coed di¬ 
visions, and women’s teams 


cause with every new film 
there’s a new and different 
point of view to take, and a 
different line to be drawn.” 

So, is there a lesbian aes¬ 
thetic that comes across in 
films? 

“No,” Forster replied. 
“Filmmakers have an aesthet¬ 
ic which they think is the 
most appropriate for them to 
say what they want to say 
and to show what they want 
to show. You’re never only a 
lesbian. You come from a cul¬ 
ture, a background. It’s not 
simply one identity.” 

Forster went on to say that 
insofar as an aesthetic is con¬ 
cerned, each of the filmmak¬ 
ers has to invent one, because 
it doesn’t exist. “They have to 
invent a way to say what they 
want to say.” 

Fortunately for us, enough 
lesbian artists have invented 
new ways to express their re¬ 
ality — and ours. And just as 
fortunate, Annette Forster 
has brought her singular per¬ 
spective to the presentation of 
their works. Her appointment 
— and the guest curator posi¬ 
tion itself — broadens the fes¬ 
tival’s scope and bodes well 
for future editions of the year¬ 
ly event. ▼ 


people within the army exist, 
and that they need (and de¬ 
serve) ways of establishing 
and affirming their identities 
— with, one presumes, no 
threat to security. 

A scene with a group of 
young soldiers in a cafe with 
a passel of American women 
tourists is both funny and 
touching. Not only is the 
yearning for honest communi¬ 
cation stressed as a positive 
link between cultures, gen¬ 
ders and continents, but 
Yonathan’s awkward grap¬ 
pling with his desire for fe¬ 
male friends — even as he 
seeks, nearly panic-stricken at 
the thought, to avoid sexual 
intimacy with them — be¬ 
comes especially endearing 
and almost faintly tragic with¬ 
in this context. 

Time Off is adroitly 
reined in.

Socially Sanctioned Androgyny 

The Zuni Man-Woman 

by Will Roscoe; University of New Mexico Press, $24.95

A ndrogyny has gener¬ 
ally gotten a very bad 
rap in Judeo-Christian 
Western culture. Pa¬ 
triarchal domination has dic¬ 
tated that a person’s biologi¬ 
cal sex be realized by the de¬ 
velopment of gender-proper 
behavior — and woe to any 
who violates the norm. (For 
example, one of the charges 
against Joan of Arc at her tri¬ 
al was that she wore men’s 
clothing.) ' 

In contrast to that tradition 
is the one of the berdache in 
Native American culture. The 
term itself is French and 
evolved through other Euro¬ 
pean languages from the Per¬ 
sian bardaj, which meant a 
“slave” or “kept boy.” But in 
the Native American context, 
a berdache had a socially 
sanctioned — and often hon¬ 
ored — role. 

The life and meaning of 
the most well-known 
berdache, a Zuni named 
We’Wha, is presented here by 
Will Roscoe in a manner that 
effectively combines drama 
and solid academic scholar¬ 
ship. The author also ex¬ 
plores much of the Zuni cul¬ 
ture and the oppressive ef¬ 
forts of the missionaries and 
the government agents to 
eradicate that culture and pro¬ 
mote an assimilation that 
killed the soul. 


Gender Destiny 

We’Wha was born in 1849 
in the major Zuni pueblo in 
New Mexico. Even at the 
early age of four, he began 
showing his gender destiny 
by such acts as taking the role 
of “Grandmother” in domestic 
play. 

As he matured, We’Wha 
gravitated more and more to¬ 
ward female roles, weaver

and ceramicist especially. In 
the latter field he gained 
much fame for his artful 
products. 

The other major cultural 
element in Zuni life was reli¬ 


gion, and in this, We’Wha’s 
training was male. He was a 
member of a kachina, as 
were all Zuni, but as he 
learned the roles in that cult 
unit, it became ever clearer 
that he was both woman and 
man in one person. 

As he grew into adulthood, 
We’Wha showed great intelli¬ 
gence and leadership quali¬ 
ties. However, the convention¬ 
al male role of the warrior 
was not part of his makeup. 
The Zuni identification for 
him was “two-fold one-kind.” 

In 1886, We’Wha jour¬ 
neyed from New Mexico to 
Washington, D.C., under the 
auspices of Matilda Coxe 
Stevenson and her family. 
The Stevensons were an intel¬ 
lectually advanced family, 
and Ms. Stevenson was an 
early American anthropolo¬ 
gist with intense interest in 
Pueblo Indian culture. 

In his skirt and other fem¬ 
inine items of dress, We’Wha 
captivated Washington, 
which accepted its visitor as 
wholly female. In addition to 
many social appearances and 
demonstrations of the female 
Indian arts at which he was 
highly proficient, We’Wha 
took part in a highly success¬ 
ful dramatic pageant and was 
even presented to President 
Cleveland. 

Victorian Repulsion 

All throughout this time —

and indeed in much of the 
rest of his life — this well-ac¬ 
cepted berdache presented 
himself in a dual gender role, 
with the feminine predomi¬ 
nating. But some whites fa¬ 
miliar with We’Wha knew of 
his biological sexuality; the 
prejudiced among them acted 
against him and many others 
in Indian tribes who had de¬ 
veloped in the same way. 

This antagonism was root¬ 
ed in a Victorian revulsion at 
the free-and-easy sexuality of 
the Zuni and the complacent 
Western assumption that 
these “primitives” had to be 
assimilated to be civilized and 
made more or less acceptable 
to the white majority. But the 
Zuni were appalled and 
alarmed at the assimilationist 
attempts, seeing them as de¬ 
structive to their culture. 

The most vicious of the 
white attempts to erase what 
were perceived as the most 
repellent of the Zuni customs 
was the spying on their reli¬ 
gious practices and day-to-day 



lives, including sexual prac¬ 
tices. Secret governmental 
reports were made on the Zu- 
nis even down to listing vari¬ 
ous acts of sodomy. 

But the main effort in that 
direction came after 
We’Wha’s death in 1896. 
Roscoe does not include any 
information on We’Wha’s sex¬ 
ual activity. Perhaps there 
was none, but the author does 
include facts about other 
berdaches and their sex lives, 
which were quite active it ap¬ 
pears. 

While the main purpose of 
his book is to relate and cele¬ 
brate the personality of a re¬ 
markable person, Roscoe is 
also keen on showing that a 
person who doesn’t fit into 
our narrow ideas of gender 
cannot only be culturally 
sanctioned but also held in 
great value. Careful research 
and well-structured presenta¬ 
tion are hallmarks of The 
Zuni Man-Woman. The in¬ 
herent drama infuses it with 
strong humane feeling. ▼

No Less Interesting 

The portrait of Japan of¬ 
fered by Rough Sketch of a 


Spiral is less bleak, but no 
less interesting. Yasushi Koji- 
ma directed this premiere gay 
Japanese documentary, filmed 
in and around Osaka. Kojima 
follows the lives of several 
gay men, but focuses primar¬ 
ily on Yoshiichi Yano. With 
his lover Takaski, Yano is 
producing his first play, intent 
on raising public conscious¬ 
ness about homosexuality in 
Japan. 

It appears the Japanese 
censure of homosexuality in¬ 
volves more denial than per¬ 
secution. They just don’t want 
to know about it. But it’s im¬ 
possible to imagine a more 
striking example of repres¬ 
sion than Tadashi Hase, a 61- 
year-old poet who joins in the 
production of Yano’s play. 
Hase describes himself as a 
“no-sex” gay — one who has 
never had sexual relations 
with other men — although he 
has known he was gay since

play produced. The film 
proves that Yano is a difficult 
director and mediocre writer, 
but it firmly establishes him 
as a macho sultan nonpareil. 
A lying philanderer, Yano 
drags home a young boy he’s 
been seeing on the side to 
form a menage a trois with 
the lover, Takaski. Somewhat 
given to martyrdom, Takaski 
goes along with the program 
and attempts to stifle himself. 
But near the end of the film, 
he explodes with anger and 
regret over six years of wast¬ 
ed devotion. 

“You stole my youth!” the 
23-year-old Takaski cries 
plaintively. 

Unmoved, the dispassion¬ 
ate Yano snaps back, “You’d 
have wasted it anyway.”

esting to note certain themes 
resurfacing throughout the 
program, especially violence — 
how it’s perceived and re¬ 
sponded to, and is it time to 
start bashing back? 

Despite a few too many 
stereotypical characters in 
Billy Turner’s Secret, the act¬ 
ing is not flat, and the story 
line keeps one interested. 
Also, Michael Mayson does 
succeed in introducing a num¬ 
ber of issues pertinent to con¬ 
temporary black culture with¬ 
out ever distracting from 
film’s central focus: the ten¬ 
sion between closeted Billy 
and his homophobic room¬ 
mate Rufus. 

As in most of his work, 
Canadian director John 
Greyson has packed a bevy of 
information into tight quar¬ 
ters in The Making of “Mon¬ 
sters,” leaving his viewers a 
little stretched. It’s remark¬ 
able that he expects us to be¬ 
lieve gay bashing, Bertolt 
Brecht, tires on fire and same- 
sex catfish have anything in 
common. What’s more re¬ 
markable — we do. He is one 
of the few truly original tal¬ 
ents working in the medium. 

Final Solutions seems 
frustrated by its own revela¬ 
tions. Jerry Tartaglia talks 
about using the personal to 
make art political, while at 
the same time mistrusting the 
objectification art is subjected 
to. Unfortunately in this tug 


of war, the film’s messages 
become muted. 

Proust’s Favorite Fantasy 
— mine, too. Like smart boys 
and clever jokes, this short 
draws one in and delivers its 
reward. 

I suspect Complaints is a 
bridge in David Weissman’s 
work from his early drag 
shorts to something fuller (but 
just as witty) and as yet forth¬ 
coming. Complaints has that 
quality of being one tasty in¬ 
gredient in soup not yet 
brought to boil. 

The Truth Game is a fine¬ 
ly crafted story of a father 
and son confronting both 
their mutual attraction to the 
male sex and complicated 
“truths.” It is refreshing to see 
a coming-out film in which 
the problem is not so pat as 
whether to hide or reveal 
one’s sexuality, but what to 
do with such a truth within a 
relationship where there are 
no obvious choices. 

In the male domains of 
bars and wartime, we witness 
three generations (WWII, 
Vietnam and present day) 
question the concept of “an 
honorable death” in worlds 
where death has lost its novel¬ 
ty. At times the dialogue is 
too poetic to be believable 
within an otherwise realistic 
style of filming. But the mes¬ 
sages come through clear and 
strong, and I look forward to 
future works by Peter Reed.
